Jimmy Kelly’s reelection as Boston City Council president 
is a testimony to the sorry state of local politics 


Oh no, not again 


ISTORY, AS A wry political adage 
has it, repeats itself the first time as 
tragedy, the second time as farce. 

But what do we call it when it happens for a 

fifth or sixth time? 

That we don’t learn from our mistakes is a 

sad fact of public life. Any- 

one who doubts that need 

only look for proof to the 

reelection of Jimmy Kelly to 

an unprecedented sixth 

term as president of the 

Boston City Council. His 

victory, certainly one for 

the record books, is a re- 

flection of the anemic state 

of Boston’s once-robust 

political culture. 

Is there no one else ca- 

pable of winning support 

from a majority of the 13 councilors? Rox- 

bury’s Gareth Saunders — although perhaps 

not the ideal candidate — nevertheless de- 

serves praise for sticking his neck out to 

challenge Kelly. And Charles Yancey of Mat- 

tapan and Tom Keane of the Back Bay and

Beacon Hill likewise deserve plaudits, for 
backing Saunders’s challenge. Even though 
there was no chance of winning, this trio of 
mavericks performed a valuable public ser- 
vice in trying to unseat Kelly. 

Kelly’s fiercest critics brand him as a racist 
and a homophobe. More- 
moderate observers con- 
cede that he’s inflammato- 
ry and divisive. Yet his 
supporters herald him as a 
champion of conservative 
blue-collar voters and a 
tough advocate for the in- 
terests of his South Boston 
home base, which is one of 
Boston’s most parochial 
and most politically in- 
tense neighborhoods. 

Kelly is competent. Even 
critics acknowledge that he keeps business 
flowing. He is tight with labor, which makes 
it unlikely that incumbents will risk his wrath 
in an election year. He’s a close ally of May- 
or Menino, which makes it all the more con- 
venient for councilors dependent on City 


Hall patronage to curry his favor. Perhaps 
his most admirable attribute is that he cuts 
his supporters plenty of ideological slack. 

No one, however, would argue that he’s a 
politician of vision. And that’s what the 
council needs in the president’s chair. The 
city council’s power may be limited, but it 
does have the power to float ideas and sug- 
gest innovations. In the past, councilors like 
Larry DiCara and John Nucci did just that. 
Today Peggy Davis-Mullen and Keane gen- 
erate the intellectual wattage. 

And Kelly? At best, he promotes a go- 
along-to-get-along council that is needless- 
ly subservient to Menino. At worst, he peri- 
odically fans the flames of hatred that have 
so seared this city in the past. His most re- 
cent stunt: a round robin of circuslike hear- 
ings on affirmative action. Yes, it is a sub- 
ject for debate. But given this town’s past 
history, citizens have a right to expect that 
such a controversial issue will be dealt with 
sensitively. 

Expediency, the status quo, and narrow 
neighborhood interests define the Kelly 
agenda. Boston deserves better. 











It’s time to put a nail in the term-limits coffin 


Run, Marty, run 


ARTY MEEHAN IS a walking ad- 

vertisement for why term limits are 

a bad idea. Elected to Congress in 
1992, he rode that year’s anti-incumbent 
wave by promising to serve no more than 
four terms. Now, as he enters what was sup- 
posed to be his final term, he faces a dilem- 
ma. Should he step aside just as he’s coming 
into his own? Or should he tell his con- 
stituents he made a mistake? 

Meehan provided his own answer to that 
question last week, by holding a $38,000 
fundraiser even though he already has 
$1.1 million in his campaign fund. “I haven’t 
made a firm decision to run again, but I am 
taking a serious look at it,” Meehan told the 
Boston Globe. But he conceded that, despite 
some family concerns, he is “leaning yes.” 

Good for him. Another congressional 
campaign by Meehan would send a strong 
signal that the brain-dead antipolitics of the

A curious $3 million war 


The contest between WGBH-TV and the Combined Jewish Philan- 
thropies for $3 million of author Margret Rey’s estate reaches deep into 
the city’s pockets of conscience, and observers are already asking whether 
the fray will polarize WASPs and Jews in the charitable community. 
Sources at the Boston Globe, whose Alex Beam wrote about the conflict 
three weeks ago, say ’GBH president Henry 
Becton complained sharply to Globe editors and 
demanded a meeting to discuss undertones in 
the Beam piece suggesting such a conflict. Nei- 
ther Beam nor Becton would comment on the 
matter, but investment adviser John Spooner, 
co-trustee of the Rey estate and Rey’s former 
money manager, says he’d already been made 
aware of ’GBH contributors now mulling 
whether to donate more to the PBS station. 

The brouhaha stems from co-trustee Lay Lee 
Ong’s account of a 1996 deathbed bequest by 
Cambridge author Rey, whose Curious George 
books earned her a fortune. In her will, Rey had left $1.8 million of her con- 
siderable estate to the Combined Jewish Philanthropies of Boston; Ong, who

Spooner responds that anyone who doesn't 
think that the Jewish bequest was her last wish “is inhaling something.” 

Meanwhile, the conflict has curious Boston entanglements. Houghton 
Mifflin chairman Nader Darehshori, whose company publishes Rey’s 
books, sits on the "GBH board. Cambridge philanthropist Anne Peretz, 
who, with her husband, New Republic owner Martin Peretz, is a prominent 
supporter of Jewish interests, sits on the board of Harvard’s Phillips Brooks 
House, a beneficiary of the original Rey bequest that would stand to benefit 
if the $3 million were split the way ’GBH wants. (Darehshori and Peretz 
weren't available for comment.) “And, for sure, the Jewish community have 
been loyal supporters of "GBH,” says one close to the fray who wonders 
whether that will change in light of the station’s actions — adding, though, 
that most people involved just wish the issue would go away.

Mr. Smith goes... 
nowhere 





As Republicans scratched their heads, fans of 
political tragicomedy were celebrating New 
Hampshire senator Bob Smith’s announcement 
this week that he’s running for president on a 
campaign to restore character and values to 
America and its corrupted White House. 

Smith is one of the most conservative, but least 
accomplished, members of the Senate, onc of 
those right-wingers whose over-the-top screeds 
mainly tend to hurt his own causes. Couple that 
with a well-known kooky streak and Smith 
promises as much entertainment as we've seen 
since the 1996 
primary 
candidacies of 
“B-1” Bob 
Dornan and 
religious 
fundamentalist 
Alan Keyes. 

For instance, 
in 1995 Smith 
delivered an 
impassioned 
speech on the 
Senate floor 
warning that a 
planned 
Ringling 
Brothers circus 
event outside 
the Capitol 
could result in 
a stampede of 
death and destruction. “How do we stop an 
elephant if it goes berserk?” Smith asked, armed 
with a blown-up image of a rampaging elephant. 
“Do they have bazookas?” (Smith also wanted to 
know whether the event would require extra 
police, in case “anybody gets arrested out there 
— protesting, demonstrating, making love, 
whatever they are doing.”) 

But eccentricity isn’t Smith’s real problem. 
Unpopularity is. In theory, a New Hampshire 
politician should have an inherent edge ina 
presidential campaign whose first primary is held 
in the Granite State. But not only is Smith a 
nonentity among national Republicans, he’s not a 
star at home. In 1996 he squeaked to a second 
term with just 49 percent of the vote — and was 
even declared the loser by one premature 
television report. Worse, one recent poll showed 
a mere 3 percent of GOP primary voters in 
Smith’s home state naming him as their first 
choice. The whole affair has left New Hampshire 
Republicans rather perplexed and embarrassed. 
“Nobody wants to hurt his feelings,” the state's 
Christian Coalition chairman gingerly told the 
Manchester Union- Leader this week. 

So what are we to make of this hopeless, if 
potentially entertaining, campaign? Perhaps 
Smith really does feel the call of a higher 
morality. More likely, he’s hoping to raise his 
middling political stature. Either way, other 
potential candidates — such as Massachusetts 
Democratic senator John Kerry — are more 
likely to be chuckling than sweating. 

Says Republican political consultant Kevin 
Sowyrda: “Bob Smith will be absolutely, 
positively creamed. The person who is in the 
most danger because of this announcement is 
Bob Smith.”

GEEK CHIC 
Cyber sit-in for 
drug peace 


Imagine Woodstock. Now take your bongo drums and replace 
them with iMacs. Bag the Crosby, Stills & Nash and crank some 
Fatboy Slim. Junk the hash brownies and slurp down some 
smarts-inducing drinks. Instead of chanting “Give peace a 
chance,” e-mail your local congressman. There — you 
just about have the Digital Be-In, the 11th annual 
grooved-out, alterna-chic celebration of computers 
and social responsibility held this 
Saturday in San Francisco. 

Billed as the “cyberspace 
countercultural event of the year,” the 
Digital Be-in picks an annual 
theme for its nightlong 
hacker hootenanny, which is 
set around San Francisco's 
annual winter MacWorld expo 
(Boston: remember MacWorld?). 

Three years ago, the San Fran 

Be-in was the genesis for the now- 
famous “Blue Ribbon Campaign” for 
free speech on the Internet. Last year, 
the theme was human rights in 
cyberspace. 

This year, the theme is drug 
peace: specifically, ending the 
country’s decades-old drug war in 
favor of a more sensitive, pragmatic 
policy toward controlled substances. A 
number of top drug-decriminalization pooh-bahs 
will be on hand, including Mike Gray, author of the 
seminal anti-drug war tome Drug Crazy, and Drug 
Resource Coordination Network executive director David 
Borden. 

Be-In producer Michael Gosney says that the computer 
industry is a gocd fit with the drug-policy-reform movement, 
since cyberheads are known to, well, partake every now and 
then: “There's no question that the use of psychedelics and 
recreational drugs is a big part of it [the computer industry], 
like it is in many other creative fields.” 

Gosney, who’s helmed all 11 Digital Be-ins, says he’s 
proud that the event has maintained its countercultural 
integrity, likening it to a really good rave. A few years back, 
he says, more than 3500 people were showing up for the 
party, and corporations were head-butting each other to get 
a piece of the action. But Gosney decided to scale down the 
Be-in and push it back underground to its roots as a cutting- 
edge digital-art expo. “It's not a commercial event,” he 
emphasizes. 

Bill Gates, stay away. 

You and your frozen Boston cyberass can join San 
Francisco's Digital Be-In by tuning in to www.be-in.com, where 
there will be a netcast of the event. The party begins at 10 p.m. 
and lasts until 5 a.m. (7 p.m. until 2 a.m. Pacific time).

Live music comes to 
the Copley Theatre 


Back in the '40s, the New England Hall at 225 Clarendon 
Street in the MetLife/New England Financial Building played host 
to the likes of Beatrice Lillie, Lucille Ball, James Mason, and 
the Boston Summer 
Theatre. Starting in 
February, the grand 
old room — 
rechristened the 
Copley Theatre after 
extensive renovations 
a year and a half ago 
— will get a new lease 
on life as a live-music 
venue, thanks to the 
efforts of an 
independent booker 
and management 
company. John 
Peters, of 
MassConcerts, is 
promising to bring a 
full slate of jazz, folk, 
Celtic, and other 
world-music events to 
the room, beginning 
with Traffic cofounders Dave Mason and Jim Capaldi on 
Valentine's Day (February 14); old-time cowboy country kooks 
Riders in the Sky on February 20; and Irish veterans Patrick 
Street and Anam on February 26. 

“(The theater] has been there for 50 years, but it’s mostly been 
used for small plays and corporate events,” says Peters of the 
685-capacity venue. “We'll probably compete with places like the 
Somerville Theatre, [Harvard University’s] Sanders Theatre, and 
the Berklee Performance Center. [The Copley Theatre] is 
smaller, but it’s right downtown.” 

Douglas Tillinger, whose independent production company 
took over management of the theater six months ago, says he’s 
“very excited” about the prospect of live music returning to the 
Copley. “It’s got a beautiful marble lobby, great sightlines, and 
acoustically it’s fantastic,” he says. 

Peters previously made a name for himself booking the kind of 
hardcore, metal, and hip-hop acts that Boston clubs have been 
unwilling or unable to accommodate. He’s had success bringing 
acts from Outkast to Sonic Youth to the Deftones to Worcester’s 
Palladium, as well as the likes of Avail and the Dropkick Murphys 
to St. John’s Gymnasium in Clinton. Peters will continue to book 
the hard stuff in central and western Massachusetts while 
relocating to the Boston area to concentrate on the Copley, which 
will focus mainly on an adult audience.

Former Woburn tanner sues author, publishers 


On Monday, just five days before the 


nationwide release of the film A Civil 
Action, the author of the book on which 
it was based was hit with a libel suit. 


Former Woburn tannery owner John 


Riley is suing Jonathan Harr, author 
of the 1995 bestseller; Random House, 
the book’s hardcover publisher; and 
Vintage Books, the Random 

House subsidiary that published 

the paperback. The suit was filed 

in Rockingham County Superior 
Court on behalf of Riley and his 
wife, Diana Riley, who now live in 
Seabrook Beach, New Hampshire. 
The Rileys are being represented 
by their son, Peter Riley. 

John Riley was one of the 
principals in the 1986 Woburn 
toxic-waste trial. Attorney Jan 
Schlichtmann, representing eight 
Woburn families, claimed that 
W.R. Grace & Company and 
Beatrice Foods Company were 
responsible for contaminating two 
drinking-water wells with industrial 
solvents, causing six leukemia 
deaths and numerous other 
illnesses. 

Though Riley was not a 
defendant — he had sold his 
property, and thus his liability, to 
Beatrice in 1978, just a few 
months before the wells were closed 
— it was his management of the 
tannery that was at issue in the trial. 
The Woburn families charged that 
Riley had used a vacant 15-acre 
property owned by the tannery as a 
chemical dumping ground. Riley 
vehemently denied it. Following a 78- 
day trial, a federal district-court jury 
found that Grace had negligently 
contaminated the wells. Judge Walter 
Jay Skinner set aside the verdict for 
technical reasons, and Grace settled 
with the families for $8 million. The 

jury dismissed the case against 
Beatrice. 

Riley’s lawsuit claims 12 specific 
instances of libel. The first — and the 
one Peter Riley identified in an 
interview as “probably the main claim” 
— is that Harr erroneously reported 
that Skinner “found that Riley had 
committed perjury” during the post-trial 
process. “That's clearly untrue,” Peter 
Riley says. 

But though Riley may have a point, 
the court record is harshly critical of his 
father’s conduct. In 1989, Skinner

conducted hearings ordered by the US 


Court of Appeals after Schlichtmann 
learned that the results of tests John 


Riley had run on his property had been 


improperly withheld from him during 


pretrial discovery. Although Skinner did 
not rule that Riley had perjured himself, 


he did find that Riley and his lawyer,

Mary Ryan, had engaged in 
“deliberate misconduct’ by withholding 
the results. The judge added: “Even 
allowing for Mr. Riley's apparent 
unsophistication and inarticulateness, | 
conclude that the pattern of evasive 
answers concerning these reports and 
other documents by Mr. Riley requires 
a finding that the concealment was 
deliberate.” (Unfortunately for 
Schlichtmann and his clients, Skinner 
also ruled that Riley’s and Ryan’s 
misconduct did not warrant a new trial.) 

Many of the other allegations in 
Riley’s libel suit concern Harr’s 
reporting on Schlichtmann’s opinion of 
Riley, and assertions in the book that 
cast Riley in a bad light. (Two 
examples recounted in Riley’s court 
filing: “ ‘My God, this is the guy who 
killed your kids!’ yelled Neville.” 
“They're dumping stuff in the middle 
of the night,’ Ruth recalled his 
saying.”) 

Harr, reached at his home in 
Northampton, declined to comment. 
His lawyer, Lucy Karl, of the

Seaport schemes 


While the Menino administration’s revised plans for 
the massive redevelopment of the South Boston 
Seaport are gaining political momentum (see “City 


Hollow,” page 10), even 
backers are getting antsy 
over the absence of a major 
part of the puzzle: the plan 
itself. 

On Tuesday, Mayor Tom 
Menino presided over 
another viewing of 
drawings of the Boston 
Redevelopment Authority’s 
vision for 15 to 20 million 
square feet of new housing 
and commercial and green 
space. While much of the 
political reaction has been 
cautiously optimistic, some 
call the absence of a 
tangible plan — one you 
can, like, read and touch — 
troubling. 


“You are grasping at air a little bit,” said one city 
councilor after the event, complaining that it’s hard 
to respond to constituents’ questions about the 
project with only his own notes of the BRA meetings. 
Menino could probably afford to preview what to

think it [Riley’s suit] has no merit, 
and we will vigorously contest it.” 
The suit has already been moved to 
federal court at Karl’s request (Peter 
Riley says he has no objection), and 
Karl says she will soon file pretrial 
motions aimed at getting the case 
dismissed. 

The lawsuit charges Harr and 
his publishers with “intentional 
infliction of emotional distress,” 
slander, defamation, two counts 
of invasion of privacy, and loss 
of consortium. It does not 
specify how much in damages is 
being sought. 

When asked why he had 
waited more than three years 
after the book’s publication to 
file suit, Peter Riley replied, “My 
folks didn’t become aware of the 
defamatory statements until 
recently. | don’t believe that my 
father had ever read the book.” 
Asked why he wasn't pursuing a 
similar action against the 
makers of the film, he replied 
that neither he nor his parents 
have seen it yet, but that he is 
not ruling out a second lawsuit. 

The past several years have 
been “a very difficult time for my 
folks,” says Riley. “They were crucified 
by yourself in the Woburn Times, and 
by Jonathan Harr and Jan 
Schlichtmann.” (I covered the trial and 
its aftermath for Woburn’s Daily Times 
Chronicle and have written about it for 
the Phoenix.) “He’s a really good guy,” 
Riley says of his father, “and he’s 
been maligned.” 

Peter Riley’s comments reminded 
me of something Charlie Ryan told 
me recently. “Everybody came out of 
this damaged — emotionally, 
physically, financially. Even John 
Riley,” said Ryan, a Woburn native 
who also covered the case for the 
Times Chronicle. “He was a gruff, 
domineering, controlling person, but 
before all this happened he 
employed a lot of people and was a 
good, civic-minded citizen.” He 
paused before concluding: “I’m 
disappointed that we don’t have any 
answers.”

Tom Menino is short-handed at a bad time 


City hollow

BRAIN DRAIN: Menino has been slow to restock his cabinet. 


HAT’S GOING ON at Bos- 
ton City Hall? It’s been 
three months now that our 


quintessentially detail-oriented mayor, 
Tom Menino, has been running his 
great metropolis without a chief of staff, 
a low-profile but vastly important post 
whose occupant is described by some 
as nothing less than the deputy mayor. 
Meanwhile, several other desks have 
empticd out at City Hall, where the 
heads of four key city agencies — John

Rossley of Cultural Affairs, Lorraine 
Downey of the environmental depart- 
ment, and Charles Grigsby of Neigh- 
borhood Development — have called it 
quits (or, in Downey’s case, been oust- 
ed) since September. For three months 
Menino has been making assurances 
that replacements are imminent, and 
yet none have come. 

The mayor and his allies breezily dis- 
miss this sudden slew of vacancies, and 
the curious delay in filling them, as 
nothing more than standard turnover. 
But the situation does revive long- 
standing suspicions that Tom Menino’s 
City Hall isn’t all it could be. With no- 
table exceptions — namely, police chief 
Paul Evans and schools superintendent 
Thomas Payzant — Menino’s adminis- 
tration has never been an epicenter of 
ambition or innovation. A proudly self- 
described “nuts and bolts” mayor, 
Menino has often been criticized for 
not bringing in the type of bright bulbs 
who illuminated previous City Halls — 
the Barney Franks, Ira Jacksons, and 
Micho Springs of old. That truth, com- 
bined with the latest exits, led the Bos- 
ton Globe to bemoan a “brain drain” at 
City Hall back in September. 

Relax, say the mayor’s people, it’s all 
very routine. Turnover is natural, espe- 
cially given that several of the emigrants 
were City Hall veterans. Lucrative pri- 
vate-sector salaries have been vacuum- 
ing up the best people. As for the delay 
in filling the jobs, they call it a testament 
to the mayor’s insistence on finding top 
talent. “He’s deliberate about these 
things,” says one Menino adviser. 
“He'd rather get the best person.” 

Maybe. But in some cases, like that 
of Cultural Affairs, it’s been almost four 
months since Menino knew jobs would 
be opening. In others, Menino has 
made false predictions about imminent 
hires (in late October, for instance, the 
Globe reported the mayor as saying that 
a new chief of staff announcement was 
just a week or two away). Both facts 
suggest the headhunting hasn't gone 


smoothly. Although few are willing to 
acknowledge it on the record, most 
City Hall watchers agree that the mayor 
is a notoriously difficult boss, a temper- 
amental control freak who hates to be 
outshined. 

“No decision is made without Meni- 
no signing off or having a major role,” 
says one City Hall source. “You have 
no latitude. There’s a frustration that 
there’s only so much you can do before 
you have to move on.” 

Adds city councilor at large Peggy 
Davis-Mullen, one of Menino’s few 
outspoken critics: “I definitely believe 
that whether it’s been [former Boston 
Redevelopment Authority (BRA) chief] 
Marisa Lago or Lorraine Downey, 
when there have been talented, inde- 
pendent thinkers they have not lasted a 
long time. I don’t think that indepen- 
dence is valued and encouraged.” 
(More evidence of such complaints: a 
recent Boston Globe report on Meni- 
no’s increasingly tense relations — 
which he denies — with the current 
BRA director, Tom O’Brien, and even 
with police chief Evans). 

Menino’s camp seems unfazed by 
such criticism, however. After all, as 
1999 gets under way, Menino enjoys 
political supremacy in Boston. All his 
public adversaries together wouldn't fill 
a Hyundai. Crime is blissfully low. The 
city is growing and developing. And 
even if the schools are still an open 
sore, Menino may be the most popular 
pol in the state. Unsurprisingly, then, 
there’s no detectable public concern 
over an undermanned City Hall. 

“If the city were in some sort of eco- 
nomic or managerial crisis, | would say 
that this is a disaster waiting to happen. 
The fact of the matter is that we're in 
good times and the wheels of city gov- 
ernment seem to turn on just fine,” says 
former city councilor John Nucci. “The 
mayor might be tough to work for, but 
he’s delivering results. I’m not sure that 
the people who live in the neighbor- 
hoods of Boston particularly care if the 
mayor is tough to work for.” If “Long 
Live the King” is the public mood, why 
worry about a little disorder within the 
trapezoidal palace? 

But to say that people don’t care 
about a problem isn’t the same as say- 
ing it doesn’t matter. Menino has 
cruised along thus far, reaping the re- 
wards of an economic boom, but he’s 
been wary of reforms that could 
streamline the city’s budgets and pro- 
vide more-efficient services. “There is a 
kind of stasis right now,” says the City

Hall source. “There’s nothing dramatic 
going on. Menino has not scized upon 
any initiative to remake the way the city 
delivers public services. It is true that he 
drives around and picks up the ccll 
phone and says, “This pothole, that pot- 
hole, that light,’ but at the end of the 
day nothing’s changed in the way 
things get done.” 

And the mayor is only now beginning 
the most challenging phase of his may- 
oralty. In 1999, several long-discussed 
plans for major city development will as- 
sume more tangible form. Witness this 
week's unveiling of a revised master plan 
for the Seaport District (see “Scaport 
Schemes,” TJI, page 8). As he weighs 
development proposals from the Back 
Bay to the Fenway to South Boston and 
Roxbury, Menino is talking about noth- 
ing less than remaking the city. And yet, 
as Davis-Mullen notes, he is doing so 
with something of a skeleton cabinet. 

Which raises another possible expla- 
nation for the hiring delays. Says 
Davis-Mullen: “There’s a part of me 
that thinks this is not by accident — 
that it is a very small handful of people 
who make most of the decisions, and 
that by not naming the chiefs, [the 
power] still remains in that small inner 
circle of decision-makers.” 

“Doesn't it strike people as alarming 
that there are major department heads 
missing when he’s talking about build- 
ing a new city — which has major traf- 
fic, environmental, and cultural compo- 
nents to it?” adds the councilor. 
“You've got the Red Sox, the Millenni- 
um project, City Hall Plaza, the Sca- 
port. You don’t have decisions being 
made like this without permanent de- 
partment heads in place unless it’s in- 
tentional. Are we gonna wait until ev- 
erything’s planned and built?” 

Even if no calculated scheme is afoot, 
the net result is the same. Major deci- 
sions about the future of the city are be- 
ing shaped by troublingly few voices at 
City Hall. Whatever the reasons for the 
delay in filling the empty posts — 
Menino’s reputation for heavy-handed- 
ness, competition from the private sec- 
tor, or the rigorousness of the search it- 
self — let’s hope we see some bright 
new faces soon. With a public largely 
unversed in the complicated details of 
big development proposals, the last 
thing Boston’s residents need is even 
less debate around the conference ta- 
bles at City Hall. #

The Globe’s blowup with the mutual-fund giant 
is just the latest example of the company’s 
paranoid style of media relations 


Fidelity rules

THE : MUTUAL- FUND GIANT may be a private company, aren it has a par public trust. 


’ f OU’D THINK THAT one of 
the world’s most powerful fi- 
nancial institutions — man- 

aging nearly three-quarters of a tril- 

lion dollars on behalf of more than 

12 million investors — would have a 

pretty thick skin. But that’s not the 

case with Fidelity Investments. 

On November 12, Boston Globe 
financial columnists Steve Bailey 
and Steven Syre reported that one 
of Fidelity’s fund managers was 
boosting her performance by load- 
ing up on stocks she wasn’t sup- 
posed to be investing in. According 
to their “Boston Capital” column, 
Erin Sullivan, who manages Fideli- 
ty’s Emerging Growth Fund, was 
engaging in “style drift.” Transla- 
tion: Sullivan was buying shares of 
high-performing large companies, 
even though her fund was supposed 
to be invested in midsize companies. 
“How do you utterly blow away 
your benchmark if you are a fund 
manager?” Bailey and Syre asked. 
“Answer: You cheat.” 

That incendiary assessment 
brought an equally incendiary re- 
sponse from Thomas Eidson, the 
head of Fidelity’s high-turnover pub- 
lic-relations operation. Eidson’s let- 
ter — which Bailey and Syre reprint- 
ed in full on November 29 — con- 
tended that the Globe got it wrong by 
neglecting to note that the fund’s 
prospectus clearly states that the 
fund can invest in large companies. It 
charged that Bailey and Syre had 
“stepped over the boundary of 
provocative journalism into the realm 
of personal insults directed at an 
honest, hardworking Fidelity execu- 
tive.” And it demanded “a written 
apology to Erin Sullivan” as the price 
of future cooperation from Fidelity. 

Bailey and Syre responded to Eid- 


son with this pugnacious line: “You 
can bet we will continue covering 
the games at Fidelity — even if we 
have been barred from the club- 
house by the team.” 

Of course, the mere fact that a 
flack and two writers aren’t getting 
along isn’t particularly newsworthy. 
But in Fidelity’s case, Eidson’s letter 
is emblematic of the way the compa- 
ny does business with the press. 
This blowup is just the latest in a se- 
ries of incidents, going back a num- 
ber of years, that stem from what 
might be called (to borrow political 
scientist Richard Hofstadter’s 
phrase) Fidelity’s paranoid style of 
media relations. 

Numerous sources — many of 
whom demanded anonymity in re- 
turn for candor — say Fidelity’s first 
instinct when faced with tough media 
scrutiny is to pull up the drawbridge 
and make sure the alligators swim- 
ming around the corporate moat are 
good and hungry. If the resulting ar- 
ticle isn’t to Fidelity’s liking, these 
same sources say, the response is to 
freeze out the offending reporters 
and, in some cases, to threaten to 
withdraw advertising — a threat that 
Fidelity makes good on just often 
enough for it to be meaningful. 

“I guess the best way to summa- 
rize it is that they’re control freaks. 
They always have been,” says a 
prominent New York-based finan- 
cial journalist. “It’s highly unusual 
to see a company in a position of 
that kind of preeminence be so petty 
and pathological about their rela- 
tionship with the media.” 

To which a casual observer might 
reply: so what? Fidelity is, after all, 
a private company, and that gives it 
the latitude to treat the press pretty 
much as it damn well pleases. Cut-

ting off a media critic — by refusing 
interviews, canceling advertising, or 
both — may be uncommon in the 
corporate world, but it’s certainly 
not unheard-of. What is uncommon 
is for a financial-services giant to be 
a private company in the first place. 
Most such institutions are public 
companies that have to report to 
their shareholders — through filings 
with the Securities and Exchange 
Commission — on the full range of 
their operations, even the salaries of 
their top officers. Thus, a reporter 
having trouble getting information 
from, say, Merrill Lynch (to name 
one publicly held financial-services 
company) can do a lot of research 
by carefully perusing the SEC’s Web 
site. A reporter trying to dig for in- 
formation on Fidelity, by contrast, 
needs a cooperative relationship 
with the company — or, at the least, 
a good mole. 

Ironically, at the same time Fideli- 
ty has been earning a reputation for 
being difficult with the press, it has 
also become the press, a least in 
Greater Boston. During the 1990s 
its Fidelity Capital subsidiary has 
bought up struggling newspaper 
chains in the suburbs and turned 
them into the Community Newspa- 
per Company, with more than 100 
papers, nearly 400,000 readers — 
and millions of dollars in losses. 
Though the papers consist largely of 
local news and advertisements, 
many of them also carry Fidelity- 
generated financial features and 
help-wanted ads for the Mother 
Ship. Several years ago, the chain 
raised eyebrows by running, in 
about a dozen of its highest-circula- 
tion papers, an editorial endorsing a 
Fidelity-backed $46 million state tax

break for the financial-services industry. 


The tax break was approved. 

Fidelity may be a private company, but 
it has a uniquely public trust. It is by far 
the largest mutual-fund company in the 
world, and it provides numerous other fi- 
nancial services as well, such as online 
discount stock trading. (I’m among its 
customers.) What’s more, many of Fideli- 
ty’s investors don’t have much of a choice 
as to where their money goes: it ends up 
in the company’s hands through compa- 
ny-sponsored 401 (k) retirement plans. As 
Syre puts it, “Mutual funds have essen- 
tially become the trustees of America’s 
retirement future.” And Fidelity is, by far, 
the largest and most important of those 
trustees. 

Despite this public responsibility, jour- 
nalists describe a corporate culture in 
which Fidelity’s chairman, Edward 
C. “Ned” Johnson III, acts as though he’s 
running the same small shop founded by 
his father in 1946. Fortune magazine, in a 
memorable whack job in May 1997 
(Johnson appeared on the cover with a 
huge HAS FIDELITY LOST IT? emblazoned 





Time, Inc. 

David Whitford, who cowrote the For- 
tune piece, says he got the cold shoulder 
from Fidelity, and was pointedly not in- 
vited to one of a series of regional meet- 
ings the company held to reassure jittery 
investors during a time when Fidelity’s 
returns had fallen below expectations. 
That’s standard treatment, according to 
sources. Business Week’s Geoffrey Smith, 
who wrote a critical cover story in 1996, 
reportedly was frozen out by his Fidelity 
contacts for months. (Smith declined to 
comment.) 

A number of journalists and other in- 
siders say media loathing for Fidelity was 
largely responsible for the piling-on that 
took place in 1996 and ’97, when the 
once-golden company was under fire for 
poor performance and for controversy 
surrounding the management of its flag- 
ship Magellan Fund. The former head of 
the fund, Jeff Vinik, was accused of im- 
properly manipulating a stock price 
through comments in the media; he was 
eventually cleared, but his legacy was that 
fund managers were banned from talking 
to reporters about individual stocks.

across his forehead), described Fidelity as 
“an extraordinarily arrogant institution” 
whose managers are “seemingly oblivious 
to the idea that managing a half-trillion 
dollars of America’s money carries with it 
any special need for candor.” 

The article also quoted Johnson as hav- 
ing this to say upon being introduced to a 
Fortune reporter: “Are you people so 
fucking bored that you have nothing bet- 
ter to write about than us?” 

To be sure, not every journalist criti- 
cizes Fidelity’s media rela- 
tions. “I’ve written plenty of 
things about Fidelity that 
were tough but right, and 
they don’t shut you off if 
you get it right,” says Boston 
Herald financial columnist 
Beth Healy. But Healy’s 
views are in the minority. 

Fidelity’s bare-knuckles 
approach is nothing new. 
According to New York 
Times reporter Diana Hen- 
riques’s 1997 book, Fideli- 
ty’s World: The Secret Life 
and Public Power of the Mu- 
tual Fund Giant, Fidelity re- 
sponded to unflattering re- ito 
porting in the early 90s by 
yanking the full-page ads it 
had run in the Times’ Sunday business 
section for years. Fidelity denied to USA 
Today that the missing ads were the re- 
sult of anything more nefarious than a 
changing ad strategy; but the ads re- 
turned after what Henriques describes as 
“a brief but expensive hiatus.” She added 
that “the impression remained of a Bos- 
ton bully who would cosset those who 
wrote flattering stories and punish those 
who didn’t.” (Henriques also wrote that, 
in the course of researching her book, 
Johnson and his top executives refused 
“repeated requests for interviews.”) 

Then there was the fallout from the 
aforementioned Fortune cover story from 
May 1997. According to several knowl- 
edgeable sources, Fidelity canceled all of 
its ads in Fortune after the unflattering 
piece appeared. The Phoenix was unable 
to obtain an official response from For- 
tune. However, the evidence would sug- 
gest that Fidelity did, indeed, exact its re- 
venge: the company has not run a single 
ad in Fortune since the article appeared, 
after running at least six full-page ads 
during the first four months of 1997. 
Moreover, ii has continued to advertise in 
Fortune’s closest rival, Forbes, as well as 
in Fortune’s sister publications owned by 
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Vinik’s real undoing, though, was his 
heavy investment in the bond market at a 
time when stocks were rising to unprece- 
dented heights. Investors. who thought 
they had put their money into growth 
stocks cried foul when they discovered 
that Vinik had gambled and lost with 
their money. Never mind that Vinik’s col- 
orful predecessor Peter Lynch — now the 
star of Fidelity’s TV and print ads — had 
done exactly the same thing. Lynch, after 
all, won his bet. 

The wounds caused by the 
Vinik affair were still raw 
when Bailey and Syre 
weighed in on Erin Sullivan’s 
investment strategy. In the ar- 
cane world of high finance, 
it’s hard to say whether they 
got it exactly right or not. At 
least one well-known financial 
journalist — a frequent Fi- 
delity critic — believes Bailey 
and Syre were wrong, and as 
proof he cites Tom Eidson’s 
assertion that the prospectus 
specifically allows Sullivan to 
invest in large companies. 
Amy Granzin, an analyst with 
Morningstar, says Fidelity 
was in the midst of reposi- 
tioning the fund at the time of 
Bailey and Syre’s column, suggesting that 
their criticism might have been 
overblown. 

But Fortune’s David Whitford pro- 
nounces himself unimpressed with Eid- 
son’s complaint, saying Eidson is essen- 
tially relying on the fine print in the 
prospectus to justify an investment strate- 
gy very different from what customers 
reasonably expect it to be. “It was a solid 
story,” Whitford says of Bailey and Syre’s 
column. “There’s no question of that. The 
point about that fund is that it was mar- 
keted as a mid-cap fund, and she [Sulli- 
van] was getting outstanding performance 
from large-cap stocks. It was a good piece 
of journalism by the guys at the Globe, 
and it was useful information for in- 
vestors.” As for Eidson’s response, Whit- 
ford adds, “To me, that was just a classic 
example of Fidelity’s defensiveness and 
Fidelity’s arrogance.” 

Actually, in a wide-ranging telephone 
interview conducted earlier this week, Ei- 
dson came off as neither defensive nor ar- 
rogant. The former head of public-rela- 
tions giant Hill & Knowlton, Eidson came 
to Fidelity as its senior vice president for 
corporate affairs about a year and a half 
ago. Some observers give him credit for 
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like nothing he’s ever experienced. 


professionalizing a high-turnover opera- 

tion that, over the years, has been domi- 

nated more by marketing than public-re- 
lations concerns. 

Not that Eidson is backing down from 
his dispute with Bailey and Syre. He 
reads from the prospectus to emphasize 
his point — “Although [the fund] focuses 
on companies with a market capitalization 
of $5 billion or less, emerging growth 
companies can be any size” — and insists 
that the Globe writers made a serious er- 
ror by omitting that from their original 
column. “They doctored what is a legal 
document,” Eidson says. “That’s not 
fair.” 

Did Fidelity seek to punish Fortune by 
pulling its ads? “I’ve heard that kind of 
stuff,” Eidson responds. “I hear it all the 
time. I think it’s a little bit far-fetched. 
It’s one of the great myths about Fideli- 
ty.” A more specific response, he adds, 
would have to come from Stephen Cone, 
Fidelity’s president of retail and corporate 
marketing. Cone could not be reached be- 
fore the Phoenix’s deadline. 

Eidson believes Fidelity’s reputation for 
poor media relations is a bad rap. He has 
a staff of 12 people handling calls from 
the media; last year, Fidelity received 
16,000 calls from reporters seeking com- 
ment. As for the widely voiced view that 
Fidelity, unlike most mutual-fund compa- 
nies, will not make its fund managers 
available to the press, Eidson responds 
that Fidelity managers did 500 interviews 
last year — although he admits that, as a 
result of the pounding the company took 
over the Vinik affair, managers are no 
longer allowed to talk about individual 

stocks. 

“We have to control access to our fund 
managers in a professional way. The 
press resents that. I don’t blame them, 
particularly,” Eidson says. 

Eidson also speaks to the effects of a 
culture change that several journalists cite 
as well: the growth of mutual funds from 
a small, boutique industry that generally 
garnered glowing press into a behemoth 
that today draws much closer scrutiny. 
And Fidelity, both because it’s privately 
held and because it’s the industry leader, 
draws more scrutiny than anyone else. “If 
you’re privately held, the press immedi-

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ately suspects that you’re hiding some- 

thing,” Eidson says. “This culture is 

about as open and hardworking and 
straightforward as any I’ve ever seen. But 

I think this company took a beating for a 

few years.” 

Indeed, even though Fidelity’s perfor- 
mance has improved in 1998, these re- 
main tough times for the company. In- 
vestors increasingly put their money into 
funds that robotically follow market in- 
dexes such as the Standard & Poors 500, 
which routinely outperform most mutual 
funds, including Fidelity’s. Indeed, on 
December 16, Bailey and Syre reported 
(beating the Wall Street Journal by a day) 
that the Vanguard Group, which sells a 
popular S&P 500 fund, was trouncing Fi- 
delity by a 10-to-1 margin at bringing in 
new money. 

Eidson may be sincere about what he 
considers Fidelity’s culture of openness. 
But by freezing out Bailey and Syre over 
what appears to be, at worst, a legitimate 
difference of interpretation, he has only 
managed to contribute to his company’s 
reputation for paranoia. “They’ve always 
taken the approach in dealing with re- 
porters that there’s something wrong with 
the truth, and there’s something wrong 

with being prompt. I don’t think they 
serve themselves well by adopting that 
stance,” says a former financial journalist 
who professes to admire the company. 

Interestingly, Bailey, who’s leaving 
“Boston Capital” and will take over Joan 
Vennochi’s business column later this 
month when Vennochi moves to the op- 
ed page, also counts himself among Fi- 
delity’s fans. “This is a great company,” 
he says. “It’s a company I admire. Fidelity 
is one of the great success stories, espe- 
cially in Boston.” But in nearly two 
decades as a reporter, he says he can’t re- 

call ever having been shut off — until 
now. “I’ve had my ups and downs with 
plenty of companies,” he says, “but this 
has never happened to me before.” 

Adds Syre: “At this stage we’re a no- 
comment to them across the board. But I 
don’t think it’s the end of the world not to 
have access.” be

Two high-profile cases demonstrate the collision of parole 
and politics in Massachusetts

ATER THIS MONTH, the Massa- 

chusetts Parole Board will reconsider 

the case of Joseph Yandle, the con- 
victed first-degree murderer who was 
granted parole in 1995, after his life sen- 
tence was reduced by the Governor's 
Council. Subsequently, of course, it was re- 
vealed that Yandle had fabricated key parts 
of his Vietnam war record, triggering the 
board to revoke his parole and send him 
back to prison. Though Yandle, the get- 
away driver in a 1972 killing, was a model 
prisoner who led an exemplary life after his 
release — factors that the Governor’s 
Council recently cited in its refusal to rec- 
ommend the revocation of his parole — 
many people, including Paul Cellucci, want 
him locked up for life. 

Now, another high-profile Massachusetts 
convict, Benjamin La Guer, sees a possible 
window of opportunity. As the Boston 
Globe reported in mid- December, La Guer, 
who is serving a life sentence for a-1983 
rape that he says he didn’t commit, may 
have gotten a break when Terence McArdle 
— Boston’s former Bureau of Alcohol, To- 
bacco, and Firearms chief and a member of 
the parole board that rejected La Guer’s 
bid earlier this year — admit- 
ted in a separate civil trial this 
year that he had occasionally 
used racial slurs, including 
“spic” and “nigger.” 

La Guer, who is of African- 
American and Puerto Rican de- 
scent, believes that McArdle’s 
courtroom admission entitles 
him at least to a new parole 
hearing. Like Yandle, La Guer 
is an exemplary prisoner, and 
there are also lingering ques- 
tions about the fairness of his 
1984 conviction before an all- 
white jury. But La Guer’s sta- 
tus as a convicted sex offender, 
in an era when sex offenses 
seem to be held in higher con- 
tempt than murder, makes his 
hope for early release a distant 
one. So does his insistence that 
he is innocent; typically, parole 
boards want prisoners to admit 
guilt and show remorse. 

Though La Guer’s and Yan- 
dle’s situations and histories 
are obviously different, their 
cases demonstrate the often 
unavoidable collision of politics 
with the state’s parole process. 
Both men have discovered that parole — in 
theory a politically blind device granted to 
the rehabilitated and remorseful — is sub- 
ject to the political undercurrents and 
trends of the world beyond the cell blocks. 
There is no specific formula for granting 
parole; no two decisions that are exactly 
alike. The result is an unpredictable pro- 
cess that isn’t always about law and order 
— or, for that matter, about justice. 

In fact, these days, the only thing certain 
about parole in Massachusetts is that fewer 
and fewer people are getting it. According 
to figures released by the state executive of- 
fice of public safety, the percentage of state 
prison inmates paroled after receiving hear- 
ings has dropped dramatically this decade, 
from 70 percent in 1990 to 37 percent in 
1997. When expanded to include all county 
jails and houses of correction, the state’s 
overall parole rate drops from 61 percent in 
1990 to 47 percent in 1997. 

Make no mistake about it: there is 
widespread public and political support for 
the ever-shrinking parole rate. In this 
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tough-on-crime era, paroling prisoners is 
seen as risky for the public and suicidal for 
politicians. No one wants.to free the next 
Willie Horton, whose notorious post-parole 
exploits helped torpedo Michael Dukakis’s 
1988 presidential bid. Both Cellucci and his 
predecessor, William Weld, have been un- 
abashed critics of parole — Weld’s truth- 
in-sentencing reforms successfully quashed 
early releases, and Cellucci has pledged to 
build more prisons to accommodate con- 
victs serving longer terms. 

“Governors Weld and Cellucci have long 
supported the abolition of early parole be- 
cause of the strong belief that public safety 
must take precedence in sentencing and re- 
lease of violent offenders,” says public- 
safety communications director Charles 
McDonald. 

But as events in the La Guer and Yandle 
cases show, troubling questions surround 
the state’s continued war on parole. For 
one, the anti-parole forces often misrepre- 
sent the meaning of parole, characterizing 
it as an undeserved free pass out of jail in- 
stead of as an earned step in an inmate’s 
transition from prison to the outside 
world. Second, parole critics falsely pro- 





state,” Elikann says. “We can have a policy 
that works very well for a number of years, 
and if there’s one bad incident, they [politi- 
cal leaders} drop the whole thing.” 

And that’s essentially what has happened. 
It’s a political no-brainer: officials know 
that the more they can limit parole, the 
more they can reduce the chances of future 
Hortons and Clarks. “It’s a weighty busi- 
ness,” acknowledges Boston civil-rights at- 
torney John Lozada, a La Guer supporter. 
“For every person who gets released, at 
some point, you're looking at them being a 
deterrent to releasing more people.” 

But this conservative approach gives 
short shrift to parole’s utility as a rehabili- 
tative measure. Paroled inmates are re- 
quired to have state supervision and transi- 
tional assistance. “You do need some su- 
pervision of someone getting out of 
prison,” says Bruce Macdonald, the chair- 
man of the Massachusetts Bar Association’s 
Corrections and Sentencing Practice 
Group. “You can’t let someone just go out 
the door.” Though these measures aren't 
perfect or fail-safe, that doesn’t justify 
eliminating the system as a whole, support- 
ers Say.

mote the notion that a world without pa- 
role is a safer one. Last, and most alarm- 
ing, the war on parole all but dissolves the 
ever-fading hope in the rehabilitative po- 
tential of incarceration. 

Screwups like the Willie Horton parole, 
obviously, are part of the problem. There 
are nearly 5000 paroled prisoners in Mas- 
sachusetts, but all it takes is one mistake to 
undermine public faith in the entire system. 
Peter Elikann, a Boston-based attorney and 
Court TV commentator who has written 
books including The Tough on Crime Myth 
(Insight Books), says that parole — like 
other elements of the state criminal-justice 
system — has been cast in a bad light by a 
few attention-grabbing cases, including 
those of Horton and David Clark, a paroled 
ex-con who shot and killed state trooper 
Mark Charbonnier in 1994. 

“We are a criminal justice—by—anecdote 
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Elikann and Lozada agree that in reality, 
parole is less of a risk than it is a protection 
to the public at large. “It absolutely astonish- 
es me that politicians somehow think that if 
you eliminate parole, it’s going to make the 
public safer,” Elikann says. “In fact, elimi- 
nating it endangers the public because the 
last thing you want is people going from a 
hot little pressure-cooker of a crime school 
— prison — directly onto the street with 
nothing hanging over their head. The point 
of parole is that people are gradually reintro- 
duced into society, and [they know that] 
with any little misbehavior on their part, they 
would be yanked back into prison.” 

But don’t expect the parole board to be 
leading the charge to grant more parole. 
Board members are appointed by the gov- 
ernor, who, understandably, prefers ap- 
pointees who agree with his criminal-jus- 
tice policies. So the present-day board is 
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largely in step with the anti-parole senti- 
ments of the Weld and Cellucci administra- 
tions — and, as the statistics show, it has 
followed that philosophy to the letter. 

“I think the parole board is more politi- 
cal, and became more political under 
Weld,” says Boston criminal-defense attor- 
ney John Swomley. “The whole notion of 
having appointed people do this is to get 
them to reflect the sensibilities of the peo- 
ple who appoint them.” 

But what happens if that sensibility sup- 
ports getting rid of parole altogether? If we 
are to believe that prison is capable of reha- 
bilitating the convicted — and, all cynicism 
aside, that is a central tenet of incarceration 
in a civilized society — shouldn’t there be 
some device available to reward the rehabil- 
itated? Without parole, what incentive ex- 
ists for prisoners to be good prisoners? As 
Swomley says, “There are people who de- 
serve parole, and that’s why it’s there.” (Of 
course, there are other reasons to support 
parole. Elikann says that with the going 
rate of incarceration roughly $30,000 per 
prisoner per year, letting certain people out 
makes fiscal sense.) 

But these days, parole is fading fast as an 
option. Just a few years ago, 
says the Mass Bar Associa- 
tion’s Bruce Macdonald, 
“many lawyers would as- 
sume that if someone got 
two years, he’d serve one.” 
But no longer. Says Swom- 
ley: “When I speak to clients 
and counsel them about hav- 
ing a minimum and maxi- 
mum date [for release], | tell 
them they should not expect 
to get out ahead of the maxi- 
mum date precisely because 
the parole board isn’t letting 
them out.” 

Those words, of course, 

are music to the ears of 
Governor Cellucci and other 
truth-in-sentencing reform- 
ers. But they send an omi- 
nous message to prisoners 
who have committed them- 
selves to rehabilitation in the 
hopes of obtaining early re- 
lease. More than that, they 
represent an utter lack of 
faith in the criminal-justice 
system to do anything other 
than incarcerate people. 

It remains to be seen 
how this climate will affect the parole cases 
of Benjamin La Guer and Joseph Yandle. 
Both men are fortunate in one sense — 
their situations are well known. La Guer, a 
tireless, media-savvy telephone campaigner, 
counts an impressive band of journalists 
and academics among his supporters, in- 
cluding John Silber, Connection host 
Christopher Lydon, and Harvard law pro- 
fessor Charles Ogletree. Yandle has high- 
profile allies in the media and politics, too. 
But both men also have clear strikes against 
them — Yandle has his war-record lies, and 
La Guer has his sex-offense conviction and 
his vigorous insistence that he is innocent. 

Still, the biggest strike against La Guer’s 
and Yandle’s bids for parole may come 
down to one word: risk. Not to the public, 
but to politicians. 

“Let’s face it,” says Bruce Macdonald. 
“The safe choice for a parole-board mem- 
ber is to deny parole.” &

E ARE HERE facing a 
ghastly impeachment trial 


because of the legal and po- 
litical errors of the Clinton team.

Clinton, have fallen into this 
tawdry, tawdry crisis not only be- 
cause of their failure to grasp po- 
litical realities but because they all 
acted like stupid lawyers.

there were other women in the 
woodwork ready to jump out, 
either for valid reasons or for 
many dollars or for 15 seconds 
of fame, is beside the point. He 
should have known and antici- 
pated it if his client didn’t tell 
him. Bill Clinton should not 
have been surprised or unpre- 
pared at the time of the Paula 
Jones deposition. A lawyer al- 
ways prepares his client for ev- 
ery eventuality and possibility, 
and Mr. Bennett and his two 
clients, Mr. Clinton and his 


wife, should have seen the com- 


ing questions. Even if your 
client stonewalls you or tells 
you a lie, a lawyer prepares 
himself and his client for what 
the lawyer knows may be true. 
If every lawyer believed every 
client who lies or is less than 
clear, the judicial system would 
seem more foolish than it 
presently appears. Good 
lawyers know when to cut, run, 
and settle. 

Mr. Bennett was sitting on 
quicksand. He knew it and his 


client knew it. To let it go so far 


as a deposition, in which the 
president — who was then not 


known for his candor regarding 


his private life (Gennifer Flow- 
ers and others had come and 


gone) — would have to take an 


oath to tell the truth, the whole 
truth, and nothing but the truth 
about his personal life was just 
plain stupid. It would be as bad 
as if O.}. Simpson had been 
allowed to testify in his own 
defense in the criminal case — 
something seasoned criminal 
lawyers do not, and would 
never, do. 

Mr. Bennett also knew that 
if there were ever a trial, there 
were other witnesses prepared 
to call Mr. Clinton a liar — 
not only other women, but 
men who brought Paula Jones 
to the president. As unsavory 
as Paula Jones is, an Arkansas 
jury would not believe she is 
that far different from other 
women who have been with 
the president. 

Mr. Bennett also knew, or 
should have known, of the 
Lewinsky problems. A rejected 
and ambitious young girl with a 
serious crush — who believed 
the president would divorce his 
wife for her — is an unguided 
missile. Mr. Bennett succeeded 
in turning a potential political 
problem that the president (like 
Robert Livingston, Dan Burton, 
Henry Hyde, and countless oth- 
ers) had into a legal problem — 
a far more dangerous problem. 

Mr. Bennett and Mr. Kendall 
knew or should have anticipated 
“smoking guns.” Here, there 
were many — not only the se- 
men-stained dress, not only the 
Monica Lewinsky gifts that 
shuttled back and forth, not only 
the other women who could and 
did appear, not only the despi- 
cable Dick Morris, who could 
turn for a nickel, but the sheer 
number of people whose testi- 
mony had to be made consistent 
to buttress the president’s testi- 
mony, from Betty Currie and 
Vernon Jordan to Secret Service 
aides to presidential advisers. It 
is just too much. As one who 
has tried hundreds of cases, I 
know when to settle or seek a 
deal. I know you can control 
only so many variables, only so 
many witnesses, only so much 
physical evidence. Lawyers and 
clients in courts have wiggle 
room — but not in the full blare 
of the media, where you cannot 


redeem missed calculations. 

Mr. Kendall was far more 
destructive to his client. The 
image we see again and again 
is the grand-jury testimony of 
Mr. Clinton — under pres- 
sure, being evasive, lying. 
There was absolutely no rea- 
son for Mr. Clinton to testify 
before the grand jury, on tape 
or otherwise. 

Why was the subpoena bad? 
A sitting president cannot be 
indicted. Hence, he cannot be 
forced to go before a grand 
jury. No matter how the press 
tried to get Mr. Starr to say a 
sitting president can face crimi- 
nal charges, Mr. Starr refused 
to clearly say it. He did not 
want either the political or legal 
fallout — he would have lost 
Republicans and further infuri- 
ated the country. If he tried to 
enforce the subpoena and to lit- 
igate it in the lower and appeals 
courts and the Supreme Court, 
this constitutional controversy 
would have received greater at- 
tention, scrutiny, and care than 
any of the other issues 
Mr. Starr decided to litigate. A 
decision would have been mo- 
mentous, nearly as significant 
as the impeachment issues 
raised today. If the president 
won, the subpoena would have 
been quashed, and there never 
would have been the videotaped 
grand-jury testimony we have 
secn again and again, and sadly 
will soon see even more of. 

While testifying, he could 
have invoked the privilege 
against self-incrimination. He 
had the unalterable right to in- 
voke the Fifth Amendment. It 
would have been bad political- 
ly, but, at the end of the day, it 
would have jolted the polls 
only for a while. The country 
believes he is both a liar and is 
being pilloried. The Fifth 
Amendment claim adds little to 
the equation. Again, a political 
issue was turned into a legal 
disaster. 


Lying, the Republicans say, is 


what it is all about. Without ly- 
ing, there would be no consti- 
tutional crisis. While I do not 
know the president’s and 

Mrs. Clinton’s responsibility for 
the strategy, a stronger, more 
mature lawyer — a Lloyd Cut- 
ler, an Abner Mikva — could 
have stood up to his clients and 
dictated the defense. He would 
have made it clear that cover- 
ups, not lying, are what bring a 
president down. Neither 

Mr. Bennett nor Mr. Kendall 
nor Mr. Ruff nor Mr. Craig is 
of that stature. 

We are told it was the presi- 
dent who insisted on testifying 
before the grand jury. Failure 
to persuade your client what is 
right is bad lawyering. 

Mr. Kendall knew, if there 
was a tape, sooner or later it 
would be on television. He also 
knew there was a very serious 
constitutional question about 
the ability of the special prose- 
cutor’s office to subpoena a sit- 
ting president. In my view, the 
president could not have been 
compelled to go before a grand 
jury. Even if | am wrong, it 
would have taken many 
months, if not years, to litigate 
the question. That means that 
as of today, that issue would 
not have been litigated; we 
would be facing this issue, if at 
all (and I don’t think we 
would), at the very end of the 
Clinton term.

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SENATE MODERATES: Rihiode Island's Chafee, Vermont's Je

OUR MODERATE 
Republicans from New 
England — Rhode Island’s 

John Chafee, Maine’s 
Olympia Snowe and Susan 
Collins, and Vermont's Jim 
Jeffords — may well play a 
pivotal role in determining 
how the Senate conducts the 
trial of impeached president 
Bill Clinton. More important, 
the quartet — all of whom 
represent states that voted for 
Clinton in 1996 — are 
among the swing votes the 
Democrats will need to save 
the president from being re- 
moved from office. 

Chafee, 78, is the elder 
statesman of the group, a 
former three-term governor 
whose family has deep roots 
in Rhode Island politics and 
history. First clected to the 
Senate in 1976, Chafee is a 
fiscal conservative but a liber- 
al on issues such as the envi- 
ronment, health-care reform, 
abortion, and gay rights. 

Chafee made national 
headlines just before Christ- 
mas when several news orga- 
nizations took some of his 
comments out of context, re- 
porting that he supports a 
censure resolution in the 
Senate. A headline in the 
Boston Globe on Decem- 
ber 22 read CHAFEE BACKS 
CENSURE AS ALTERNATIVE ON 
PRESIDENT, but the paper ran 
a Clarification the next day, 
stating that Chafee “says he 
feels, ultimately, it may be a 
viable option but he is not 
committed to voting for it.” 

Chafee is now cautious 
about saying much more: “I 
believe it is my constitutional 
duty to approach the presi- 
dent’s trial as an impartial ju- 
ror. Like all other senators, | 
must hear and weigh the evi- 
dence that will be presented 
before rushing to judgment.” 
However, Chafee did tell the 
Phoenix that “there’s a lot of 
appeal to the Gorton propos- 
al,” a bipartisan plan pro- 
posed by senators Slade Gor- 
ton (R-Washington) and 
Joseph Licberman (D-Con- 
necticut) in which an abbre- 
viated trial would be followed 
by test votes on whether each 
of the articles of impeach- 
ment warrants Clinton’s re- 
moval from office. “A biparti- 
san solution is key,” Chafee 














says. “You don’t want to run 
up the impeachment flag ev- 
ery time anybody disagrees 
with the president, so we 
have to be very carcful in 
how we proceed.” 

Vermont's Jim Jeffords is 
generally considered to be 
the most liberal Republican in 
the Senate; he votes with 
Democrats more often than 
any of his GOP collcagucs. 
Early on, Jeffords advocated 
for his House colleagues to 
censure rather than impeach 
Clinton. But now that the 
House has acted, he too has 
become more circumspect 
about the Senate’s role. 

“We are to sit as jurors and 
thus, in deference to the 
House, we should keep our 
minds open,” Jeffords told 
the Phoenix. Nevertheless, he 
has no doubt that the 
House’s obstruction-of-jus- 
tice count doesn’t hold water: 
“With respect to the Lewin- 
sky matter, there’s no private 
litigation involved, and 
there’s no criminal offense 
that gets the state involved. 
So what’s the justice being 
obstructed? There is no jus- 
tice being obstructed.” He 
compares the situation to im- 
peaching a president for lying 
under oath about his age. 

Jeffords belicves it would 
be legitimate to convict the 
president if it could be shown 
that the impeachment and its 
underlying issues were im- 
peding his ability to govern. 
However, the senator says 
that all the evidence — the 
November election results, 
the vibrant economy, Clin- 
ton’s high ranking in the 
polls, his international poli- 
cies and standing — argucs 
for the president's retention. 

Yet Jeffords, like Maine’s 
Susan Collins and most of 
New England's other GOP 
senators, says that he 
wouldn’t oppose the calling 
of witnesses if the House 
managers can show there is 
something new to offer. “I 
don’t think we should place 
any restrictions on informa- 
tion or witnesses that could 
produce new evidence,” Jef- 
fords says, but he cautions 
that “it would do nothing to 
further the process” if wit- 
nesses merely rehash evi-

This position is consistent 
with that of Senate Majority 
Leader Trent Lott (R-Missis- 
sippi), who has said he 
doesn’t favor calling witnesses 
in the Senate trial unless the 
House makes a convincing 
case that they are necessary. 
Maine's Olympia Snowe 
also favors an expedited, bi- 
partisan process in the com 
ing wecks. “I don’t think peo- 
ple think it’s in the best inter- 
est of the country” to have the 
matter drag on, Snowe told 
the Washington Post last 
month. “Once we have estab- 
lished the constitutional pro- 
cedures, if there is a genuine 
sincerity to work this out ina 
way that obliterates party lines 
and partisanship, | believe 
there is a way to do this.” 
Snowe won the scat vacated 
in 1994 by former Democrat- 
ic majority leader George 
Mitchell, whom Clinton has 
proposed as someone who 
could help broker a Senate 
censure resolution. “They 
couldn't find a better person,” 
says Snowe. “He would be a 
wise choice at a time when 
Clinton obviously needs it.” 
Slade Gorton, who favors 
compromise, points out that 
“it didn’t work as well as 
anyone would have liked in 
the House.” That's a fact 
many think is not lost on 
Trent Lott, a conservative 
pragmatist who has close tics 
both to the moderate Jeffords 
(who is a member of the ma- 
jority leader's Capitol Hill 
barbershop quartet, the 
Singing Scnators) and to 
New Hampshire's conserva- 
tive Judd Gregg. Lott is well 
aware that the prosecutorial 
zeal of the House Republi- 
cans worked (in different 
ways) to cost both Newt Gin- 
grich and Bob Livingston 
their seats as Speaker. Now, 
with the Senate trial under- 
way, no one really knows 
what will happen; but it’s safe 
to predict that any resolution 
will need the support of New 
England's moderate Republi- 
cans. Keep your cye on 
Chafee, Jeffords, Collins, and 
Snowe. cy

But now we go to step two, 
the Senate trial, and more 
lawyers. A whole new cast of 
characters will emerge, thereby 
ensuring the country and the 
world that the next six months 
should be as polluted as the last 

lhe public’s distrust of politi- 
cian lawyers seems more justi- 
fied than ever when we look at 
the cast of legal characters. Ken 
neth Starr, William Ginsburg, 
Robert Livingston, and Bob Barr 
are by now totally discredited as 
having any commitment to any 
truths larger than appearances 
and sound bites with a life on 
television. 

How will the trial be conduct- 
ed? The O.]. Simpson coverage, 
the American obsession with the 
details, and the books and arti- 
cles to follow are less than a pale 
warm-up for the nauseous show 
we are about to see. The ap- 
palling moralistic redneck 
hypocrisy we heard from 
Mr. Livingston (who says he re- 
signed on moral grounds when 
we know he was pushed, who 
says his “affairs” were different 
because they were not with 
someone on his staff, while he 
refuses to say who they were 
with) and Mr. Hyde will be 
thrust at witnesses in the form 
of statements trying hard to be 
questions. 

One of the great tools, both 
for seeking truth, distorting 
truth, misleading a jury, and 
brutalizing a witness, is cross- 
examination. Television height- 
ens each of the disparate ele- 
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It matters little who the chief 
prosecutor and chief defenders 
for each side are. None are men 
of stature, maturity, or elegance, 
and they will not appear other- 
wise. Those whom we have al- 
ready seen are damaged goods. 
Mr. Kendall’s cross-examination 
of Mr. Starr showed him to be 
inept — he came across not as 
relentless, but only as a paid 
mercenary serving his client: he 
does not project a desire for 
fairness, for a higher truth. 

There are lawyers who can 
talk to more noble values even 
as they deal with details — men 
who are capable of letting you 
feel their pain as they are in- 
volved in a terrible trial, men 
who are capable of letting you 
and the jury know that greater 
values are at stake than the nit- 
picking questions and answers 
that lawyers throw and receive. 

What will the trial look like? 
It will look as much like a jury 
trial as the Senate can make it. 
Although the courts and the 
Constitution give the Senate 
great leeway in interpreting the 
word “try” in the Constitution, 
we can expect something that 
walks like a trial, looks like a tri- 
al, sounds like a trial, and is ev- 
erything but a trial. The Simp- 
son trial did not look like what 
goes on in the courts. With re- 
spect to this impeachment pro- 
cess, “you ain’t seen nothing 
yet.” It will be a barely managed 
free-for-all — it will look more 
like a fight staged by the World 
Wrestling Federation than any 
trial you have ever seen. It will 
make the House impeachment

ments. A lot is still up for grabs. 
| cannot with certainty predict 
who will, or won't, be seen as 
an honest witness, or a bald- 
faced liar. It may have little to 
do with reality. 

Neither Bill Clinton, nor the 
congressmen who prosccute, 
nor the witnesses come with the 
medals, bearing, and righteous- 
ness that Oliver North brought 
to his live prime-time cross-ex- 
amination. That Arthur Liman 
failed with Ollie North is less a 
model than the cross-examina- 
tion of the prosecution witnesses 
in the O.J. Simpson debacle. 
Barry Scheck succeeded in mak- 
ing the jury think “white is 
black” when he examined the 
experts and the men from the 
coroner's office. Betty Curric, 
Vernon Jordan, Monica Lewin- 
sky, Linda Tripp, and Lucianne 
Goldberg can be expected to be 
awful witnesses. All their stories 
are capable of various interpre- 
tations, all their stories have in- 
herent conflicts, and their testi- 
monies arise out of divided loy- 
altics. Not one of them wants to 
be there, and each one wants the 
television audience to think well 
of him or her. It will show up on 
each question, on each answer, 
on each rhetorical flourish. 


proceedings seem platonic in 
their search for truth. Every dis- 
honest question, every double- 
entendre, every lying and cxag- 
gerated piece of rhetoric we 
know about will be hurled at 
witnesses and at the chief jus- 
tice, who is the judge of the 
Senate trial. 

Chief Justice William Rehn- 
quist will bring stature, intelli- 
gence, dignity, and achievement 
to the process.

HAVE A bad feeling about the Senate trial that is starting. Al- 
though I have no way of knowing what will happen here in the 
days ahead, people outside of Washington keep asking me how it 

will end, as if | am wired in. Here is what | am telling them. 

It will end terribly for the president. Bill Clinton will not only 
become the first United States president to be removed from of- 
fice, but he will be executed, by beheading, in a public ceremony. 

This is the only logical ending. Everything Clinton and his 
lawyers have done so far has made the situation worse. You or I, 
or the president's dog, might assume that since the votes are not 

there to convict Clinton, his lawyers 
might simply shut up and let the vote 
happen. 

But no. Now the president’s lawyers 
and advisers are letting it be known 
that they are going to mount what has 
been described as a “more concentrat- 
ed attack on the evidence.” 

These lawyers have certainly done 
well so far. They have taken a petty 
case of boorish behavior in an Arkansas 
hotel room while Clinton was governor 

and managed to turn it into a presidential impeachment. 

If the pattern follows, Clinton will continue to listen to this 
kind of advice and the Senate trial will be turned into an incredi- 
bly tortured affair that will turn out far worse than any of us 
could have imagined. Isn’t that what has happened so far? 

Recall, before you dismiss the beheading scenario, that this 
whole thing would have ended more than a year ago had Clinton 
simply written a mealy apology, which would have been forgot- 
ten within days, to Paula Jones. But no. Clinton’s crack legal 
team took the case to the Supreme Court on the grounds that a 
civil suit could not be brought against a sitting president. 

The civil proceeding that followed included a deposition in 
which Clinton, with his legal adviser sitting in the room, 
testified that he couldn’t remember ever being alone with 
Monica Lewinsky. 

When the evidence becam@ @lear that she was actually waxing 
his noodle on a regular basis, his advisers continued to give him 
additional destructive counsel. 

Clinton’s team has included constitutional lawyers, criminal 
lawyers, Hollywood producers, pollsters, media advisers, and 
political operatives. A single Labrador retriever, acting alone, 
could have done no worse. But the real advice that was lacking 
was not that of a dog, but of a gentleman. 

A gentleman knows that a gentleman does not kiss and tell. 
The proper advice would have been to say, “I never had sex with 
Miss Lewinsky, and if I did, | wouldn’t tell you.” That was the 
only right answer. But we all know what happened. A finger- 
wagging and widely televised denial at first, and then, after the 
DNA report from what the tabloids described as “the love 
dress,” the goofy argument that Monica had sex with the presi- 
dent but that the president didn’t have sex with Monica. | have 
lived with women with whom I haven't had that much sex. 

The public, of course, doesn’t care much about any of this, 
and the president's strategists believed he was off the hook after 
the Republicans failed to make gains with the issue during the 
November elections. Had Clinton put his dog in charge of the 
case at that point, he would have saved money and grief. 
“Woof” would have been at least as effective a defense before 
the Judiciary Committee. But no. Clinton's lawyers, led by 
David “The Wise” Kendall, decided to rub the opposition with 
stecl wool. 

And what wonderful political advice it was, after the impeach- 
ment vote in the House, to have that pep rally on the White 
House lawn, with the president’s Democratic supporters applaud- 
ing him in the background. Republicans in the Senate watched 
their television and learned how the president felt about the theory 
that the shame of impeachment would be punishment enough. 

If the president’s lawyers and advisers have turned the allega- 
tions of Paula Jones into a presidential impeachment, what are 
they going to do with a trial before the Senate? Everything we 
have seen so far tells me that there will be terrifying develop- 
ments and tragic mistakes ahead. The president's lawyers will 
no doubt take the case to the Supreme Court, which will wind 
up restoring the death penalty in the District of Columbia, just 
so Bill Clinton can be put to death on the Mall. 

And the beheading will be done with an ax. The sword, con- 
sidered a more swift and painless method, has always been re- 
served for gentlemen. 4

The criteria 
on whether we will hear from 
Mr. Clinton is the same as John- 
nie Cochran used in the Simp- 
son trial — only if it is 110 per- 
cent sure that the ship has sunk. 
If | were the defense counsel 
(and were not Mr. Kendall), | 
would call Mr. Starr to show 
how his illegal actions, from his 
pressuring of Ms. Lewinsky to 
his leaks, his overreactions and 
exaggerations, and his outright 
lies led us to this point, in the 
hope that the country would be 
revolted at the thought of allow- 
ing the Senate to kick out a 
president over sex and lies. 

The case could take three 
days, it could take three 
months. Some of the witnesses 
will be before a national audi- 
ence; some (like Ms. Lewinsky) 
may be held in private session. | 
hope President Clinton will rely 
on a better trial lawyer than he 
presently has. 

There are two juries. 

The alleged jury, of course, is 
the Senate, and there has never 
been a jury like it. It is totally 
unlike any other, and, in fact, 
the term “a fair and unbiased” 
jury is an oxymoron. We already 
know most of their votes and bi- 
ases, and we know that the pri- 
mary influence on them will be 
what the voters want. 

The true jury is, of course, 
the public, and everyone knows 
it. Hence the lawyers, witness- 
es, and members of the House 
— looking every minute be- 
yond the courtroom — are 
playing both to the very few un- 
committed senators and to the 
television, radio, and computer 
audience. It will make more of 
a mockery of the proceedings 
than they already are. It is ev- 
eryone’s day in the sun. It is 
bad enough that such a pro- 
ceeding has never been done 
before; add to that the fact that 
it has never been seen before by 
hundreds of millions, if not bil- 
lions, not only in America but 
throughout the world. 

I do not know how the Chi- 
nese or Russians translate 
cigars in the vagina, or “not sex 
if there is no intercourse,” but | 
remain to be edified. | do not 
know exactly how much of 
Mr. Clinton's penis went into 
various orifices, or exactly how 
the semen got on the dress, but 
it is revolting to know that soon 
the citizenry of Afghanistan, In- 
dia, and Nigeria will know 
where and how the penis held 
up. Did the penis and its owner 
enjoy it, and what did he and 
she say at the critical moment? 
Profound questions. It will be a 
little bit harder for America, 
with or without this president, 
to take high moral roads — 
to tell Saddam Husscin he is 
immoral. 

No one deserves this trial. Not 
Bill Clinton, not Monica Lewin- 
sky, not even Linda Tripp. Cer- 
tainly not you or me. Or our 
children and their children. 

It will remake the US Senate 
as a burlesque house. 

But, as Richard III said, “You 
shall have it.” LJ

Err-apy

HERAPY, LIKE LIFE, works by trial and error. 
Here is a brief case study. 


® Psychotherapeutic error No. 1 

Twice in the past 18 months, an otherwise highly skilled 
therapist has referred in passing to his patient’s “canoeing.” 

This has been galling to the patient, and on both occa- 
sions she has sat there and writhed in silent horror, as 
though the doctor had suddenly confused her dog with a 
hamster. The patient is a rower, not a “canoer,” and the 
differences are both vast and important to her. A single 
shell is a sleek, elegant craft, about 26 feet long and less 
than a foot wide. A canoe is a fat, clunky metal thing. 
Rowing requires precision, strength, balance, nerve. 
Canoeing requires a pair of sunglasses and a cooler full of 
soda. Rowing — not canoeing — has also been a big part 
of the patient’s life for the past 13 years, which is almost 
as long as she has been seeing the therapist. The therapist 
has listened (or so the patient assumed) as she talked 
about discovering the sport, as she went off to sculling 
camp in Vermont for a week, as she joined a boat club, as 
she bought a boat of her own. He has even heard several 
nasty descriptions of what it’s like to flip a single shell and 
plunge into the Charles River. 

And all this time, he’s imagined her in a canoe? Like, 
paddling around looking at the ducks? Does he know 
what a moron you’d have to be to flip a canoe into the 
Charles River? Quelle horreur! 


© Psychotherapeutic error No. 2 
The patient is not by nature a confronta- 
tional person, nor is she a particularly for- 
giving one. So when someone says some- 
thing that galls her, her tendency is to keep 
her mouth shut and silently fume. She 
racks up little empathic failures, stores 
them in a compartment in her brain labeled 
DISAPPOINTMENT, and never forgets them. 
This is rather self-defeating behavior, 

especially in a relationship with a therapist, 
where honest, uncensored communication 
is kind of the point. In an ideal therapeutic 
world, the doctor-patient relationship will 
mirror other key relationships from the 
patient’s past (with parents, siblings), gen- 
erate similar feelings (of rage, disappoint- 
ment), and provide an opportunity for heal- 
ing. If, for instance, one’s father made one 
feel dismissed and undervalued as a child 
(say, by failing to recall key details of the child’s experi- 
ence), and the therapist inadvertently generates the same 
feeling (say, by inadvertently referring to her “canoeing”), 
the patient has two choices: she can keep her mouth shut 
and silently fume, thereby doing little but reinforcing her 
sense that the important people in her life really don’t 
understand or even notice her; or she can bring the sub- 
ject up, express the feelings of anger, disappointment, or 
disregard, and have what’s called a “corrective emotional 
experience”: same old feelings; new way of dealing with 
them; renewed faith in relationships, in the healing power 
of dialogue, and so forth. Which brings us to. . . 


© Psychotherapeutic trial No. 1 

In a fit of optimism and openness, patient brings the 
subject up. She looks at the therapist and says, “Twice in 
the past 18 months, you have referred to my 
‘canoeing.’ ” She notes that the therapist looks a bit 
aghast, then waits for a reply. 


© Psychotherapeutic error No. 3 
Expression of mild panic in his eyes, the therapist says, 
“As opposed to... . kayaking?” 


© Aberrant psychotherapeutic moment 
Patient screams. 


© Psychotherapeutic error No. 4 

Patient sits and silently fumes. Thought fragments leap 
to mind, such as “hasn’t heard a word I’ve said in 15 
years,” and “exactly like my father.” Patient contemplates 
hurling herself (or, better yet, therapist) out of seventh- 
floor window.

Patient attempts to view situation differently. Patient lis-

tens to therapist’s explanation (“You gotta understand,” 


he says, in what she suspects is a brilliant paraphrasing of 


Freud, “I’m a land guy”) and then begins to contemplate 
matter of personal style. The therapist, she has come to 

suspect, is not much of a detail guy. He is the sort of per- 
son who can remember with great precision an emotional 
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experience from the patient’s past — which moments and 


relationships and life events represented a turning point, 
or provided a glimmer of insight, or generated a specific 
feeling — but he can be pretty fuzzy on the tangibles. 


He'll refer to a key boyfriend as “Don” rather than “Dan,” 


for example, or he’ll refer to something that happened in 
Phoenix, Arizona, as “that time in New Mexico.” 

Next, patient considers connections: father was not a 
detail guy, either. Father was the kind of guy who'd fail to 
notice if, say, you dyed@{6ur hair purple or showed up to 
dinner with a nose ring. In patient’s mind, attention to 


detail has come to symbolize love and affection, while lack 


of attention signifies lack of interest, preoccupation with 
more-important matters, emotional unavailability. 


© Psychotherapeutic trial No. 3 

Patient considers possibility that above equations are 
not wholly accurate. Silent fuming ceases. Patient notes 
that instead of feeling old, familiar sensations of rage and 
disappointment, she is actually finding the therapist’s 
detail-failure rather amusing. (Poor guy: he knows she’s 
been on the water all these years, he just doesn’t quite 
know what she’s been doing out there.) 





Patient contemplates this shift in reaction. Several years 
ago, she thinks, patient would have considered “canoeing” 
reference as therapeutic high crime; it would have rein- 
forced her darkest suspicions about the therapist’s (i.e., 
human nature’s) capacity for reliability, care, affection; it 
would have filled her with fatalistic despair. Now, howev- 
er, she’s really not taking it personally, which leads her to 
ponder something about the nature of change. 

Patient regards therapist, who has been sitting across 
from her in that same chair listening to her drone on and 
on for more than a decade. Patient thinks about her ongo- 
ing frustration with the therapeutic process: for years she 
has longed for blinding insights and earth-shattering reve- 
lations; she has sat there feeling convinced that the thera- 
pist is equipped with some secret store of knowledge, 
some magic key to serenity and growth and emotional 
freedom which he has stubbornly refused to share. But no. 
Patient thinks: you don’t get blinding insights and earth- 
shattering revelations and instant peace of mind. Instead, 
you get this one guy (a land guy, at that) who might not 
remember every minute detail over the course of many 
years but who never falters on the big picture, who keeps 

you from succumbing to self-delusion, who serves as wit- 
ness as you try and fail and try some more. The pace is 
glacial — glacial! — but gradually you loosen your grip 
on old assumptions (people will always fail you) and start 
to replace them with new ones (people can fuck up and 
still care about you). 

The 50-minute hour ends, and patient leaves, aware of 
a feeling of minor victory. The therapist, she thinks, will 
never — never — refer to her “canoeing” again. And if he 
does, patient will forgive him. Maybe. =

This was back in the days when they weren't 
clear whether the purpose of cosmetics was to enhance wom- 
anly beauty or scare off birds. 

® Do you get the idea the Magi did not have a lot of experi- 
ence buying for children? I mean, since when are gold, frank- 
incense, and myrrh age-appropriate gilts? Even if you were the 
baby Jesus, wouldn’t you have preferred a nice set of Legos? 

© Although I suppose when you’re the son of God, you 
know you’re not put on this earth to have fun. When I was in 
parochial school, the nuns told us that frankincense and myrrh 
prefigured the crucifixion since they were both used at funer- 
als, frankincense as incense and myrrh as an embalming aid. 
One appreciates the symbolism, but imagine you're Mary and 
Joseph. “Hi, folks, congratulations on the birth of a bouncing 
baby boy! We’d like to give you these reminders of his impend- 
ing torture and death.” 

@ Myrrh was used as a perfume and was also added to cheap

wine to make it more drinkable. Such a mixture was offered to 
condemned convicts to numb them out before death. You might 
remember that Jesus declined some before his demise (Mark 
15:23). Myrrh was also used in cosmetics and medicines. 
Evidently, given the limited pharmacopoeia of the time, myrrh 
was the default answer to all problems. “So, Brutus — the dif- 
ferential’s gone out? Better put some myrrh on it.” 

@ Frankincense, one reads, has historically been used in 
Christian and other religious rituals to “purify the air.” This was 
obviously written by someone with a very limited experience of 
religious rituals. When I was an altar boy, the most coveted job 
(which I had) was to be “thurifer,” or incense hassler. This job 
was great because you got to (a) light the charcoal in the thurible 
(incense burner) before the service, which gave my natural 
desire to play with matches a religious significance that I still 
feel when lighting coals in the Weber; and (b) you could ladle in 
all the incense you wanted. The result was not purer air; on the 
contrary, I routinely produced enough smoke to make it look 
like the church was on fire. In my case, this merely annoyed the 
priest. But in the old days, you’re talking about a congregation 
that slept with camels and didn’t have the benefit of refrigerated 
mortuaries. No doubt smelling frankincense was preferable to 
smelling anything else. i

THE FRENZIED, AND 
PASSING, LIFE OF THE 
BOSTON FISH PIER 


OR MORE THAN half a century, the Boston Fish Pier 

has been the heart of the South Boston waterfront. Early 

on weekday mornings, the pier pulsates with activity: 
trucks of all sizes, from semis to pickups, maneuver around the 
brick and stucco buildings that house its wholesalers and proces- 
sors. Whole fish are trucked in from Gloucester, New Bedford, 
and Logan Airport and trucked back out as fillets or steaks. 
Restaurant buyers and fishmongers circulate among the whole- 
salers on the pier and along Northern Avenue. They eyeball 
enormous tuna carcasses, check to see if a fresh shipment of 
Chilean sea bass has arrived, examine the newest freshwater 
fish flown in through Logan. 

On a morning when a boat comes in, the Fish Pier is abuzz. At 
around 6:30 a.m., the catch is auctioned off at the New England 
Fish Exchange, a room whose dingy concrete-block interior 
seems out of keeping with the exchange’s status as the nation’s 
oldest continuous fish auction. Only a fraction of the pier’s fish ar- 
rives by boat, but still the morning auction sets the pace for the 
day: what wholesalers pay becomes that day’s “Boston price.” 


Save for the semis, this scene has changed remarkably little 
since 1914, the year the city relocated its fishing industry from the 
dilapidated T Wharf downtown to its current quarters. Over the 
years, as the downtown wharves closed and their fish business 
relocated to Norther Avenue, the Fish Pier grew into the region’s 
largest fish-processing and -wholesaling center, and one of the 
largest in the nation. Fish Pier and the businesses surrounding it 
became a vital part of the South Boston community — a reliable 
source of high-paying blue-collar jobs that are passed on from 
generation to generation. 

Despite the outward signs of continuity, the future of the Fish 
Pier is uncertain. Since the fall of 1997, when the legislature 
approved plans to build a new $700 million convention center in 
South Boston, the waterfront has become some of the most 
desirable real estate in Boston. Plans to ring the Fish Pier with 
high-end hotels and office buildings are already in the works. 
That has harbor advocates worried about upscale office devel- 
opments’ crowding out the working port. “This whole area is 
moving toward the financial industry,” says Vivien Li, executive 











director of the Boston Harbor Association. “When people buy 
luxury, they don’t put up with truck routes.” 

Then there's the lack of fish. Since the mid-’90s, the popula- 
tion of Atlantic ground fish, such as cod and haddock, has been 
declining. Michael Sousa, the owner of Sousa Seafood, has 
worked on the Fish Pier for most of his life. When he started, it 
wasn't unusual for a million pounds of fish to be auctioned here 
on a good day. Now, only about 600,000 pounds of fish are auc- 
tioned in a typical month. 

“We've lost 50 percent of the fishing fleet,” Sousa says. “What 
we have is a problem, as far as making this place a convenient 
port for fishermen.” Indeed, only 25 or 30 boats still work from the 
pier; these days, most of the fish processed on the pier arrives in 
trucks. Those trucks present another problem. The Fish Pier, 
which opened six years after the first Model T rolled off the as- 
sembly line, simply was not designed for tractor-trailers. 

The New Boston Seafood Center, a new, $8 million state-of- 
the-art fish-processing center in the nearby Marine Industrial

Park, was designed for tractor-trailers. It isn’t much to look at from the outside — a windowless, 
rectangular warehouse punctuated by loading bays. Inside, it’s a different story. Gleaming white 
walls and cavernous processing spaces make the facility look something like a giant surgical ward 
— though the massive swordfish carcasses attest to the fact that there are no survivors. 

The first thing you notice is the temperature: it’s cold. That’s the way the Food and Drug 
Administration, which regulates the fishing industry, likes it. (In contrast, businesses on the Fish 
Pier must keep their fish on ice at all times — and cut quickly.) The entire facility, from the loading 
bays to the cutting tables, is refrigerated. In the far corner from the entrance, a conveyor belt 
whisks a steady stream of flat fish toward a cluster of workers, who quickly transform the fish into 
fillets. Nearer the entrance, Richard Palermo, one of the owners of Puritan Fish Company, is 
constantly on the phone — a cell phone jacked into a headset — tracking orders and talking to 
customers across the nation. He looks every inch the high-tech commodity trader. “The demand 
for seafood is changing,” he says. “It used to be, they wanted scrod and flounder or cod and 
haddock. Now they want mahi-mahi. .. . These are the same restaurants that wouldn’t even try 
this stuff a few years ago. We’re moving with the trends.” 

As downtown once again encroaches on the city’s fishing industry and firms’ appetites for mod- 
em conveniences grow, history seems to be repeating itself. This time, however, it is the Fish Pier, 


not the T Wharf, whose moment seems to be passing.

You are being recorded 
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The Internet ir like a big canverAatian — 
anly naw, its allan file

The Internet — which we often view 
as simply a communications medium 
or an information-retrieval tool — can 
also be an immense and powerful 
archive, a technology that takes snap- 
shots of our digital lives and can store 
those fleeting images indefinitely. Not 
only are official documents and con- 
sumer profiles accumulating, but the 
very essence of our daily online exis- 
tence — our political opinions, preju- 
dices, religious beliefs, sexual tastes, 
and personal quirks — are all congeal- 
ing into a permanent public record. 

“We’re now entering an era where 
tens of millions of people are speaking 
on the record without any under- 
standing of what it means to speak on 
the record, and that’s certainly un- 
precedented,” says David Sobel, gen- 
eral counsel for the Electronic Privacy 
Information Center in Washington. “It 
is suddenly becoming impossible to 
escape your past.” 

Take all those homespun Web pages 
out there. People assume that their 
home pages disappear once they pull 
the plug. Not necessarily: while your 
browser may report a “404: File Not 
Found” when you call up an offline 
Web page, those pages live on in other 
electronic nooks and crannies. Since 
1996, the Internet Archive, a kind of 

digital warehouse, has been trolling 
the Web and hoarding everything it 
comes across — text, images, sound 
clips. Every two months, it scoops up 
the entire Web and stores the results 
on its virtual shelves. It has preserved 
my own expired site, and it may well 
have yours. 

Bulletin-board messages, too, live 
on. The messages we send to the In- 
ternet’s 33,000 newsgroups often fall 
off the edge of Usenet after a week or 
so, but the postings are preserved in 
databases like Deja News and the In- 
ternet Archive. 

And mailing lists, where people toss 
off casual correspondences as if writ- 
ing to a close-knit group of friends, 
are often archived for all the world to 
see. Marie Coady, a freelance writer 
based in Woburn, was appalled to dis- 
cover that her messages to online- 
news, a cozy listserv of 1350 news 
professionals, had been posted on the 
Web and summarily stored by dozens 
of search engines — and made avail- 
able to tens of millions of readers. 

“When I typed my name into a 
search engine and found everything 





UR PAST FOLLOWS us as never before.

I’ve ever written online, I felt violated 
and helpless,” she says. “It was like 
coming home and finding someone 
had gone through my personal be- 
longings. I consider it an invasion of 
privacy to have words typed in re- 
sponse to a query chiseled in stone. In 
light of our litigious society, it could 
be dangerous to post any message at 
all.” Although the moderator posts oc- 
casional notices that mention the list’s 
public-archiving policy, not all listserv 
hosts do so, and few users bother to 
read the fine print. 

“The odd thing is, we perceive the 
Net as a conversation and not as pub- 
lic record, and it turns out to be pub- 
lic record to a larger extent than peo- 
ple are aware of,” says Bruce 
Schneier, a cryptography consultant 
and coeditor of the 1997 book The 
Electronic Privacy Papers (John Wiley 
& Sons). “You can easily imagine in 
20 years a candidate being asked 
about a conversation he had in a chat 
room while he was in college. We’re 
becoming a world where everything is 
recorded.” 


OST PEOPLE don’t have pos- 

terity in mind when they fire off 
notes or post Web pages. “When 
you’re in college and posting things 
online,” says Schneier, “you’re young 
and immortal and you don’t think 
about the impact your words will have 
five minutes from now, much less five, 
ten, or twenty years down the road.” 

Too bad. Your children and grand- 

children not yet born will be able to 
reconstruct a record of your digital 
life — not just the good stuff but also 
the best-forgotten postings to 
alt.sex.fish or rec.nude. The Web 
shrine you once erected to an old 
flame, with its hyperventilating vows 
of eternal devotion, may give pause to 
a new lover in your life. The union- 
solidarity page you put up at your first 
job — years before you were bucking 
for senior management — may come 
back to haunt you. And who would 
have predicted that your Senate candi- 
dacy would go down in flames when 
your political opponent uncovered the 
image-rich homage to porn star Ash- 
lyn Gere you posted in college? 

We can already see the outlines of 
this new world. When you apply for a 
job in the high-tech sector, there’s a 
fair chance your prospective employer 
will use a search engine to scout out 





your online postings, from late-night 
musings to intemperate rants fired off 
to a political newsgroup. 

Federal law makes it a crime for 
government agencies to compare most 
digital information about US citizens, 
points out Fred Cate, a law professor 
at Indiana University and author of 
Privacy in the Information Age 
(Brookings Institution). But nothing 
prevents private companies or individ- 
uals from doing so. Criminal convic- 
tions, driving records, property 
records, and voter-registration 
records might be available with a few 
keystrokes to employers, neighbors, 
descendants. 

Cate believes we shouldn’t be overly 
concerned. “It’s the democratizing of 
Big Brother, and that’s not such a bad 
thing,” he says. “You can find out as 
much about your boss as he can about 
you. I’m not really happy that some- 
one down the hall can follow me and 
make a database about me, but that’s 
the way it is in the digital age. If your 
feelings get bruised, tough. If the in- 


do, then mega-archiving systems 
clearly raise significant privacy issues. 
These systems convert every passing 
thought and contemporaneous musing 
into a permanent, retrievable record 
— without, in many cases, the knowl- 
edge or consent of the creator.” 

Even Brewster Kahle, who founded 
the nonprofit Internet Archive and its 
commercial offshoot, Alexa Internet, 
says, “There are some tricky issues 
here. A lot of this material is public, 
but is it really meant to endure?” 


HAT KAHLE is doing is noth- 

ing less than astonishing. 
Alexa’s 36 employees, working ina 
century-old building in San Francis- 
co’s Presidio, send out “spiders” to 
crawl the Web and Usenet and store 
all the textual, video, and audio infor- 
mation they find on a digital jukebox 
tape drive. It takes about two months 
to capture all 300 million—plus pub- 
licly accessible Web pages. So far 
they’ve scooped up 12 terabytes of 
content, or 12 trillion bytes.

formation’s true and not distorted, 
then you’re stuck with the things you 
said online years ago. I don’t see this 
as a privacy issue.” 

Perhaps not in the narrowest sense. 
But if every online expression be- 
comes fodder for somebody’s profes- 
sional, personal, or political agenda, 
clearly we lose certain freedoms of ex- 
pression in the bargain. Do you really 
want to live next door to Big Brother, 
even a more democratic one? 

Says Sobel, “If you define privacy 
as the right of individuals to control 
information about themselves, as we 





Kahle says he launched his project 
because “we need to preserve our digi- 
tal heritage. Unless we start saving it, 
every passing day we’re losing the 
record of one of the great turning 
points in human history.” His Internet 
Archive and Alexa have drawn 
widespread praise from academics, his- 
torians, and Net luminaries concerned 
that the Web’s pioneer days may soon 
be irretrievably lost. For researchers 
and scholars, it’s a field day. For the 
rest of us, it’s a mixed blessing. 

David Sobel cites a letter he recently

received from a stockbroker who was dis- 
traught about a new database, compiled by 
the National Association of Security Deal- 
ers, profiling the backgrounds of stockbro- 
kers nationwide.

And now that information is about to be- 
come searchable online for the first time. 
He thinks this is outrageous, and I tend to 
agree with him.”

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Internet’s global voyeurism machine. “I 
just got a phone call from a distraught 
mother whose 16-year-old daughter’s ex- 
boyfriend posted nude photos of her on 
the Web,” Sobel says. “The photos were 
consensual when they were taken. So sud- 
denly it’s part of the public domain, and 
even if the mother persuades him to take 
them down, he may no longer have control 
over how long this stuff is out there. This 
teenage girl may have to live with that for 
the rest of her life.” 

Kahle offers another example: “The 
president’s personal home page is proba- 
bly in our archives now — the person 
who'll become president in 20 or 30 
years. You know that he or she is the 
kind of person who already has a Web 
page up in college.” 

Are we condemned, then, to a future in 
which journalists will pore over every 
online college-age musing of a prospective 
president? 

“We need a public debate to redefine the 
concepts of what should be private and 
public,” says Sobel. “Should anyone be 
able to type your name into a search engine 
and come up with public records about 
your private life? What good are laws that 
expunge a crime from your record if the 


be found, we should let them be.” 

But do we have that option anymore? As 
the Net becomes ubiquitous, its underlying 
essence of interconnectedness and com- 
munity comes with a price: the loss of 
anonymity. We are being drawn forcibly, 
inexorably, into the global town square. 

That is no reason to avoid the Internet 
(as if we could!). The Net is a gift, connect- 
ing us with like-minded individuals around 
the world, letting us interact in soul-stirring 
ways. But we need to be aware that our dig- 
ital footprints are permanent ones: the Net 
has forgotten how to forget. 

This can be both blessing and curse. For 
many of us, it would be marvelous for our 
grandchildren to summon up our very first 
home page. For others, whose online for- 
ays may not be the stuff of posterity, a 
gentle forgetfulness would be far kinder. 

Once, words were spoken and vanished like 
vapor in the air; newsprint faded and turned 
to dust. Today, our pasts are becoming etched 
like a tattoo into our digital skin. ®

Southwestern 
Cuisine: enchiladas, fajitas, and other tra- 
ditional dishes. Lively bar scene. 
CAFE LOUIS, 234 Berkeley Street, 
Boston, (617) 266-4680. $16-$30. This 
tiny, excellent café at the famously exclu- 
sive clothing store Louis has bounced 
back smartly from the loss of star chef 
Michael Schlow by totally retooling its 
menu — what was once precise and 
French is now wood-grilled and Italian. 
Swanky antipasto, very nice pasta, mind- 
bending pizza. 
CALIFORNIA PIZZA KITCHEN, 800

The food news is that hoisin duck and por- 
tobello pizza is here, and it's good.

The restau- 
rant side, with tables and a sushi bar and 
a few traditional screened-off rooms, fills 
up nightly with earnest sushi fans; the bar 
side, louder and smokier, is a pit stop for 
the the black-clad international under-25 
set. 
HSIN HSIN CHINESE NOODLE

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Raise your knowledge while raising your glass

LENTY OF PEOPLE ask me, 
“What makes you a wine writer?” 
The most important thing, of 
course, is drinking — lots of different 
wines, in lots of different settings, with lots 
of different people. As the great winemaker 
and writer Alexis Lichine (author of the in- 
fluential Wines of France, first published in 
1951) used to say, “There’s no substitute 
for popping corks.” 

But to get a really broad understanding 
about the vast world of wine, you need to 
read. If you already read a lot about wine 
(and hey, here you are), then some of these 
books may interest you. If you don’t, then 
maybe now is the time to get started. And 
one of the beautiful things about wine is 
how much there is to learn. 

My favorite wine writer is an English- 
man, Oz Clarke, who is in his spare time 
(and wine writers tend to lead dual lives) 
an actor and singer. Clarke publishes a 
yearly wine guide, The Essential Wine Book 
(Fireside, 1998, $21), which gives sage ad- 
vice about what’s available now and how 
much it costs. Oz — I don’t know him, but 
I feel as though I do — has two other im- 
portant books on the market. Both are out 
of print, but you can find them through 
used-book sellers. The first, Oz Clarke's 
Encyclopedia of Wine (Simon and Schus- 
ter, 1993, $35), is a comprehensive and 
user-friendly resource. It’s bold, packed 
with useful information, and unabashedly 
subjective. (An entry might begin, “This is 
the best red wine of the Loire Valley.”) It 
covers the world, and to me, it is essential. 
Less essential, but perhaps more fascinat- 
ing, is Oz Clarke’s New Classic Wines (Si-

mon and Schuster, 1991, $30), an in- 
depth look at 69 wineries (and one region), 
most from America and the antipodean 
lands of Australia and New Zealand. It fea- 
tures interviews, commentary, and wonder- 
ful anecdotes: in short, it’s about the people 
who make wine. 

One writer who used to have a similar 
focus is the New York Times’ Frank J. Pri- 
al, sort of the deacon of American wine 
writers — only Robert M. Parker Jr. is 
more influential. An out-of-print book, 
Wine Talk (a collection of his “Wine Talk” 
columns from the ’70s; it was published in 
1978 by Times Books), is all about people 
who make great wine. Although I still try to 
read Prial’s column in the Times every 
week, it is a shadow of its former brilliance, 
so if you ever see this book, throw down 
the cash to own it. 

The true guru nowadays, and the most 
influential wine person on the planet, 
is Parker. His ratings send wine prices 
soaring, and it was he who first made the 
call that 1982 might be one of the greatest 
years ever in Bordeaux. If Parker gives a 
wine 90-plus points, then it will sell. The 
man likes his wines massive and fruity; 
Parker, many believe, single-handedly insti- 
gated the renaissance of Rhéne-valley 
wines (and varietals), leading to the world- 
wide thirst for syrah, mourvedre, petite 
syrah (not technically of the Rh6ne, but in 
the family, so to speak), and their respec- 
tive blends. Parker has two important 
books on the shelves (in addition to his 
own magazine, the Wine Advocate, and his 
columns for Food & Wine magazine). The 
first, simply titled Bordeaux (Simon and 





Schuster, 3rd ed., 1998, $50), is basically 
the Bordeaux-lovers’ Bible. It has his rat- 
ings, as well as his notes and anecdotes, 
about wines produced from 1961 to 1997 
— and if you like Bordeaux (or drink a lot 
of it), you can’t live without this book. 
Parker’s other tome is Parker’s Wine Buy- 
er’s Guide (Fireside, 4th ed., 1995, $25), 
which rates and describes wines from all 
over the world. Parker is consistent and 
knowledgeable, and if you like his taste 
for the bold and fruity, then you will want 
this book to benchmark the better wines 
you drink. 

One unusual book that makes a great gift 
is by Ralph Steadman, famed for illustrating 
Hunter S. Thompson books and Bonny 
Doon labels. The Grapes of Ralph: Wine Ac- 
cording to Ralph Steadman (Harcourt Brace, 
1996, $35) features his rantings and incredi- 
ble illustrations. It’s sort of the Playboy of 
wine books: you buy it for the pictures, but 
heck, the text is worth reading, too. 


Easily the most influential antipodean 
wine writer is James Halliday, who both 
makes wines and writes about them. He is 
the Robert Mondavi of his region, an inde- 
fatigable champion who did more to raise 
awareness about the virtues of these in- 
credible wines than anyone else. His Wine 
Companion, 1999: Australia & New 
Zealand (HarperCollins, 1998, $16.95) 
covers practically every winery in those 
countries. 


Some books give you a real wine educa- 
tion: Mastering Wine, by Tom Maresca 
(Grove Press, 1992, $12.95), takes you 
through a number of wine flights (i.e., sev- 
eral wines tasted together). Though many 
of the wines aren’t available, the point is 
more to learn from the comparisons and 
counterpoints than to re-create the exact 
tastings. There’s also Wine for Dummies 
(and its cousins Red Wine for Dummies 
and White Wine for Dummies, all published 
by IDG Books Worldwide and available for 
less than $20) — fairly basic, but enjoyable 
and educational. 


By far the easiest wine-buying compan- 
ion is the Wine Spectator’s Ultimate Guide 
to Buying Wine (Running Press). The 1998 
version in softcover sells for $27.95 and in- 
cludes the broadest selection of wines and 
an easy-to-follow rating system (if you 
trust it). Also good is California Wine 
(Running Press, 1996, $39.95), by Specta- 
tor columnist James Laube, which not only 
is broad and comprehensive but goes into 
great depth about many wineries. This guy 
really knows California wines. 


Of the wine-course books (and there are 
dozens), my favorite is Kevin Zraly’s Win- 
dows on the World Complete Wine Course 
(Sterling, 1998, $25), which is a paper ver- 
sion of the $695 course that Zraly teaches 
at the restaurant atop the World Trade 
Center. First published in 1985, it is updat- 
ed every year. Read this book and you'll be 
more knowledgeable about wines than you 
were before, no matter what you know or 
how much you drink. The man has pas- 
sion, enthusiasm, and a great palate. Plus, 
he writes really well. cE]

CHAU CHOW CITY, 52 Beach, Boston, 
426-6266. $6-$16. A vast, somewhat 
glitzy room at the top of the solid pyramid 
of Chau Chow seafood restaurants. The 
new palace is a little more expensive, has 
a little better service, and opened up with 
a somewhat conservative dinner menu, 
though still featuring authentic Swatowese 
seafood dishes such as clams in black- 
bean sauce, lobster or crab with ginger 
and scallion, and spicy fried calamari. Dai- 
ly dim sum is for the more adventurous 
CHINA PEARL, 9 Tyler St., Boston, 426- 
4338. $6-$16. Actually the perfect three- 
generational night out, as this revived di- 
nosaur of Chinatown scores with fried 
goodies for the kids, authentic Hong Kong 
and Cantonese-style seafood for the par- 
ents, and spirited Chinese-American clas- 
sics for the grandparent generation.

Huge, 
somewhat impersonal, but very handy din- 
ing rooms serving dim sum (teahouse 
snacks and dumplings) every day through 
lunch, and shifting over to fine Cantonese 
dining (with a few Mandanin-Szechuan dish- 
es) at night. Soups are great, and so are 
clams with black-bean sauce, vegetables 
with fresh squid or real crab sauce, and a 
comfort-food version of beef with broccoli.

A fancier sup- 
plement to the popular Chau Chow 
Seafood Restaurant across the street, 
with good versions of every imaginable 
Chinese dish, but concentrating on Can- 
tonese-style seafood and specialties of 
the Chau Chow people from Swatow and 
Southeast Asia. Notice the Swatowese 
dumpling soup, vinegar dips, grey sole 
with fried fins and bones, sautéed pea 
tendrils, and a surprising General Gau's 
chicken. 

IMPERIAL SEAFOOD RESTAURANT, 
70 Beach St., Boston, 426-8543. $6-$27 
The downstairs of the famous dim sum 
restaurant, full of big round tables for large 
groups on medium-celebratory occasions. 
The best of an overly inclusive menu are 
the ambitious Cantonese classics: 
steamed fish; lobster Chinese style; Impe- 
rial egg roll; roast duck; clams in black- 
bean sauce. Lavishly redecorated with live 
fish and lobster tanks, without losing the 
rococo, kitschy sense of the thing. BR 
Dim sum daily, 8:30 a.m. to 3 p.m. 

LEI JING, 20 Hudson St., Boston, 292- 
6238. $8-$35. Everything from won ton 
soup to a three-course Peking duck, but 
the emphasis is on South Chinese ban- 
quet dishes in a more formal and expen- 
sive dining room. Recommended: the beef 
teriyaki, steamed minced shrimp balls, 
clams with black bean sauce, and taking a 
chance on dessert. BR Dim sum daily, 11 
am. to 2:30 p.m. 

NEW SHANGHAI RESTAURANT, 21 
Hudson St., Boston, 338-6688. $8-$17. 
Chinatown's venerable Szechuan palace 
refurbished and refocused on Shanghai 
cold appetizers and soy-based stews. Five- 
spice beef and duck, crispy eel (outstand- 
ing, no joke), crispy scallops with black- 
pepper sauce, steamed prawns with garlic, 
whole fish with braised bean curd — a con- 
sistently fine meal handsomely served. You 
could dress up for this. BR Dim sum on 
Sat. and Sun., 11 a.m. to 3 p.m. 

PEARL DYNASTY, 25 Tyler St., Boston, 
422-0664. $3-$16. When this opened in 
1996 as Banana Leaf, it was Boston's 
only full-tilt Malaysian restaurant. Malay 
food is the mother cuisine of Indonesian 


and Thai food, and there are heavy South- 
ern Chinese influences from two centuries 
of migrants. It adds up to an amazing 
asam stingray with a vivid curry, numer- 
ous other seafood novelties, and also 
plenty of accessible soup and noodle 
dishes. 

PEKING CUISINE, 10 Tyler St., Boston, 
542-5857. $3-$9. Formerly known as Chi- 
na Grove, this family-style restaurant con- 
tinues in the Mandarin and Szechuan tra- 
dition of its predecessor. Serves both 
standard Chinese fare as well as more ad- 
venturesome dishes like scallops with 
black-pepper sauce and sautéed eel with 
yellow leeks. BR Dim sum on Sat. and 
Sun., 11:30 a.m. to 3 p.m. 

PENANG, 685-681 Washington St., 
Boston, 451-6372. $5-$17. If you've been 
hesitating about Malaysian food, hesitate 
no more. Penang is as much fun as the 
old Trader Vic's, and has much more in- 
teresting food. The sharpest flavors are in 
the roti canai appetizer, as well as familiar 
morsels like the Penang popia and chick- 
en satay. Lively entrées are the yam pots 
(featuring delicious mashed taro root), the 
“house special” squid or lobster or crabs 
with a complex sauce, and the fragrant 
beef rendang. 

PEOPLE'S CAFETERIA, 21-23 Edinboro 
St., Boston, 482-7328. $4-$11. Not a real 
cafeteria, but fewer frills and lower prices 
than most of the current wave in China- 
town. You could make this your personal 
chow foon palace, but I'd also feast on lob- 
ster in ginger and scallion, clams in black- 
bean sauce, and salt-and-pepper squid. 
PHO BOLSA RESTAURANT, 1 Stuart St., 
Boston, 695-1843. $4-$6. A good attempt 
to market Vietnamese soup with a user- 
friendly menu describing the usual 18 vari- 
ations of pho with encouraging English 
prose. The soup is very close to what you 
can get with a little more courage else- 
where, once you've had a few experiences 
at Pho Bolsa. Stir-fries less reliable. 

PHO PASTEUR, 8 Kneeland St., Boston, 
451-0247. $3-$5. Superb specialist in 
noodle soups, beef or chicken based, with 
a variety of mix-ins. Also a line of drinks 
and desserts, and some, like “avocado 
juice” (actually a luscious milkshake), that 
are both Small, homey, clean. 

SOUTH STREET DINER, 178 Kneeland 
St. (South Station), Boston, 350-0028. $3- 
$5. In the funky little 1920s diner building 
at the corner of South and Kneeland 
Streets. this all-hours diner serves solid, 
handmade versions of what you'd expect: 
burgers. fries, cheese omelets, and plenty 
of coffee. No beer or wine. BR All day Sat.

sublime by Asian seasonings. An empha- 
sis on native New England game and 
seafood, as well as wonderfully imagina- 
tive desserts. Lively bar scene as the 
evening progresses. 

BRASSERIE JO, 120 Huntington Avenue 
(Colonnade Hotel), Boston, 425-3240. $16- 
$19. Traditional Parisian bistro flavors with 
some hearty Alsatian dishes. A clone of a 
second restaurant by Chicago's Alsatian 
chef Jean Joho, this is a remarkably useful 
restaurant for the Colonnade Hotel, the 
Symphony-Prudential area, and anyone 
who happens by for breakfast lunch, din- 
ner, drinks, or a late graze. Unusually for 
the '90s, the big flavors are in the entrees, 
such as choucroute garni, coq au vin, and 
duckling a l'orange, with important cabbage 
and potato statements on the side. 

DIXIE KITCHEN, 182 Mass Ave, Boston, 
536-3068. $8-$10. Genuine Cajun flavor 
and tone, even if not every recipe is 
Strictly authentic, with the good-time lan- 
guor of the Big Easy. Mustn’t miss the 
gumbo ya-ya, jambalaya, fried crawtish, 
and the fine, fine list of pies. Some less 
specifically New Orleans items are only 
average. 

KAYA KOREAN-JAPANESE RESTAU- 
RANT, 581 Boylston St., Boston, 236- 
5858, 437-1882. $9-$20 (lunch, $5-$10). 
Hearty Korean dishes with a Japanese 
sense of variety and refinement; Japanese 
food almost as good. A respite from near- 
by Copley Place. Don't miss the popular 
tempura udon at lunch, superb galbi (mari- 
nated short ribs), or the fiery stir-fried 
squid. Second location at 1924 Mass Ave, 
Cambridge (Porter Sq.), 497-5656. 

THE ORIGINAL SPORTS SALOON, 47 
Huntington Ave. (Copley Sq. Hotel), 
Boston, 536-9000. $7-$10. The Memphis 
smoked barbecue is the star of this 
menu. This sports bar also boasts a su- 
perior collection of sports memorabilia. 
TURNER FISHERIES, 10 Huntington Ave., 
Boston, 424-7425. $17-$25. Traditional 
seafood favorites, as well as more exotic 
offerings. Fresh fish prepared to order; also 
a raw bar.

Dorchester Ave., Dorchester, 265-2893. 
$5-$11. Irish bar with quality meat and 
potatoes, fried fish, homemade soups, 
and fine Grape-Nut custard at prices that 


you can fit in a draft Bass or Harp. Over 
the TV, a ticker prints the odds on sporting 
events. BR Irish breakfast on Sun., 9:30 
a.m. to 3 p.m. 

M&M RIBS, 195 Adams St., Dorchester, 
825-9667. $7-$9. Maurice and Marion Hill 
bring their popular outdoor stand indoors, 
with take-away prices, in the former base- 
ment jail of the former District 11 police 
station. Slow-grilled Carolina-style barbe- 
cue produces succulent beef ribs, tangy 
chopped pork, and a variety of side dish- 
es. With gospel tapes in the background, 
these are the coziest jail cells in Boston. 
PIT STOP BARBECUE, 888A Morton St., 
Dorchester, 436-0485. $2-$6. A tiny build- 
ing and two-table restaurant built around 
an exposed brick oven. Basically a take- 
out, and what you want are the exquisite 
pork ribs, slowly defatted and perfectly 
balanced between smoky and spicy.

A trattoria 
you'd be delighted to find in Italy, with 
hearty country food and a welcoming in- 
formal style. Menu changes daily. Foodie 
tip: check out the inexpensive cafeteria- 
style lunch. 


THE GOOD LIFE, 28 Kingston St. (Down- 
town Crossing), Boston, 451-2622. $6- 
$10. A Runyonesque joint that combines a 
neighborhood feel with downtown flavor. 
The food is basic — burgers, buffalo 
wings, steak — and the bar harks back to 
a day when men were men and martinis 
were all eight ounces. 

HIBERNIA, 25 Kingston Street (Downtown 
Crossing), Boston (617) 292-2333. $17- 
$21. The Irish theme is so subtle you could 
miss it at this hip, narrow nightclub/restau- 
rant next to the venerable J.J. Foley's. The 
kitchen, when we visited, had a split per- 
sonality: the attempts at fusion felt 
hamhanded (i.e., “lobster potstickers” over- 
whelmed by ginger and soy), but modified 
Classics were graceful and tasty: beautiful 
purple-potato salad with smoked-trout 
paté, sweet-crusted grilled chicken, and a 
towering “berry surprise” for dessert. Music 
and dancing starts at 10 p.m. nightly.

MAX'S DELI CAFE, 151 Milk St., Boston, 
330-9790. $4-$6. A trendy, downtown café 
with a New York deli struggling to get out. 
Kenya AA coffee with surprisingly good 
chicken soup and decent pastrami sand- 
wiches, once you turn down the focaccia, 
Swiss-cheese, and Dijon-mustard options. 
OSKAR'’S, 107 South St. (Leather Dis- 
trict), Boston, 542-6756. $12-$23. Hover- 
ing between goth and industrial in decor, 
between Boston and New York in mood, 
Oskar's epitomizes the new wave of 
downtown lounge-restaurants. Cigars are 
abundant. The kitchen serves lunch, din- 
ner, cocktails, and late supper. 

IL PANINO'S BISTRO, 295 Franklin St., 
Boston, 338-1000. $8-$20. A bustling, 
very moderately priced alternative to the 
fancy dining room upstairs. The food is 
simple and low in fat, yet based on super- 
flavorful ingredients. Don't miss anything 
with arugula, fresh basil, or the other great 
Italian flavorings. 

THE VAULT, 105 Liberty Square, 
Boston, 292-9966. $14-$27. With its linen 
tablecloths, high ceilings, and grand bar, 
this wedge-shaped room has all the 
markings of a classic downtown restau- 
rant. But the cooking hums with an ad- 
venturous spirit, and the extensive wine 
list is cleverly chosen. 

WEST STREET GRILL, 15 West St. (off 
Tremont St., near Downtown Crossing), 
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Boston, 423-0300. $11-$19. Known pri- 
marily for its bar scene, this is a credible 
restaurant as well. The cooking is roughly 
New American; the building is tall, narrow, 
and multistoried; and the dining room, up- 
Stairs from the after-work bustle, is sur- 
prisingly calm. 

LES ZYGOMATES, 129 South St., 
Boston, 542-5108. $12-$19. This bistro 
with a genuinely French feel has a wine- 
bar angle (the list of 40-odd wines 
changes weekly), an artsy angle (gallenes 
across the street), and a shamelessly Gal- 
‘ic angle (sweetbread vol-au-vent, venison 
in wine reduction sauce). The menu fa- 
vo; purism over culinary excitement, but 
the place has a buzz about it nonetheless

ANGELO & SONS SEAFOOD, 297-299 
Chelsea Street (Day Square), East 
Boston, 567-2500. $10-$18. Just out of 
sight of the Logan runways, this East 
Boston seafood joint is the best reason we 
know to drive through the Callahan Tun- 
nel. The owner spent much of his life as a 
fisherman, and his love of the catch 
shines through everywhere. Order the 
mixed-shellfish plate to start (it's called 
“seafood aioli"), and whatever's on the 
specials board. 
SANTARPIO'S, 111 Chelsea St., Boston, 
567-9871. $3-$8. One of the classic 
Boston pizzas, thin crust toasted to a mar- 
velous crisp. And a font of wood-fired, 
East Boston “barbecue” items — skewers 
of lamb or sausage served simply with 
peasant bread and a hot cherry tomato. 
And that's all there is in a neighborhood 
bar with a core of boxing fans. Don't 
knock Boom-Boom Mancini or Vinnie Paz’ 
in here. 


THE FENWAY 
BANGKOK CITY RESTAURANT, 167 
Mass Ave, Boston, 266-8884. $7-$14 
(lunch, $5-$6). The fourth Thai restaurant 
within blocks of Symphony Hall, but the 
nearest to Berklee, with a fine list of vege- 
tarian items including fooled-me spring 
rolls and crunchy mee grob noodles. Ele- 
gant, uncrowded, and the food is beauti- 
fully presented. Omnivores go for shrimp 
mermaid, garlic fish, and beef jungle. 
CENA, 14 Westland Ave., Boston, 262- 
1485. $11-$15. A standout among the 
many new bistros and grilles because the 
menu concentrates on vegetables with a 
little seafood and chicken — no red meat 
and little cheese — and because so many 
of the world-beat flavors work. Call it 
health gourmet, or call it the future, but 
call it “Kay-nah” as in the Latin, because 
the fun decor is faux ancient Rome.

Joining 
Matt Murphy's on the short list of Boston's 
Irish bars with great food, James's Gate 
treats a mixed-age, informal crowd to up- 
dated Irish pub classics (like shepherd's 
pie) and truly impressive contemporary 
cuisine with Italian and Mexican flavors. 
Don't miss the steamed mussels, the 
glazed pork chop and salmon platters, or 
the “veggie quesadilla,” which involves 
caramelized shallots, spinach, and goat 
cheese.

The action is in the 
daily specials, but watch for the red meat, 
risotto with lamb sausage, anything with 
fritters, and the roast-vegetable salad 
They take reservations but use the nearby 
cafés when tables aren't ready. No 
desserts, so it’s back to the cafés. No 
problem. 

SAGE, 69 Prince St., Boston, 248-8814 
$15-$21. A treasure trove of fine food ina 
small, understated room. Along with the 
herb after which the restaurant is named, 
chef Tony Susi is partial to local ingredi- 
ents and novel combinations: pan-seared 
sea bass, New England shellfish stew in 
lemongrass broth, oven-roasted sausage 
with braised cabbage and soft polenta 
TERRAMIA, 98 Salem St., Boston, 523- 
3112. $9-$24. A tiny spot with beamed 
ceiling, terra-cotta floor, and stucco walls 
Comforting but creative Italian cuisine — 
inventive but not wild. Impeccable 
seafood, especially the swordfish dishes, 
which are like air.

A 
younger South End bohemian crowd has 
noticed, and they can eat remarkably well 
if they stick to the spicy grilled shrimp, 
pastas, Brazilian steak sandwich, beef 
bourguignon, and large desserts. 
GRILLFISH, 162 Columbus Ave., Boston, 
357-1620. $11-$20. Not hard to guess 
what you want to order. Grilled fish of 
many species are excellent, with very 
complementary sauces.

HOUSE OF BLUES, 96 Winthrop St., 
Cambridge, 491-2583. $7-$20. Excellent 
service and great menu mainstays in an 
environment filled with great music and a 
remarkable collection of folk art. Live mu- 
sic every night at 10 p.m. BR 
Brunch/gospel shows on Sun. at 10 a.m., 
noon, and 2 p.m. 

JOHN HARVARD'S BREW HOUSE, 33 
Dunster St., Cambridge, 868-3585. $8- 
$16. Try all the ales (brewed right here) on 
the Bard’s Sampler, then split a romantic 
pint of the winner, likely the toasty Irish Ex- 
port Stout. Food is actually very good, from 
the homemade chowders to the apple- 
smoked chicken, smoked scallops on pas- 
ta, side dishes of com pudding and potato 
pie, and an outstanding maple pecan pie.

NARITA, 18 Eliot St., Cambridge, 868- 
2226. $5-$23. Sushi, noodles, tempura, 
and other Japanese specialties. 

RIALTO, 1 Bennett St. (Charles Hotel), 
Cambridge, 661-5050. $19-$31. Despite 
the Mediterranean name and format, it is 
the traditional French food that impresses, 
especially tte manchego flan, roasted 
pork loin, and desserts like fresh figs on 
puff pastry with Champagne sabayon. Ho- 
tel guests give the room an upscale and 
older crowd, but a less formal tone than 
you might expect lets everyone enjoy. 
SANDRINE’S BISTRO, 8 Holyoke St., 
Cambridge, 497-5300. $15-$27. Pretty se- 
rious and beautifully composed food, es- 
pecially for something called a bistro, but 
the dedication to the food of Alsace en- 
sures that soups and entrées will have 
hearty, bistro-like flavors. And then there's 
the signature pizza-like flammekueche, 
loaded with onions and smoked bacon. 
Fabulously composed desserts. 

TA SHENG RESTAURANT, 16-18 Eliot 
St. (2nd floor), Cambridge, 497-8288, 
497-4488. $5-$13. Generally good ver- 
sions of Mandarin-Szechuan dishes, in 
Taiwan-style readings, but with less 
grease and crispier frying than that has of- 
ten implied. Notable Peking duck, Peking 
ravioli, diet sliced jumbo shrimp and veg- 
elables, and crispy sesame beef. Also a 
very pretty place. BR Sat. and Sun., 11:30 
a.m. to 3 p.m. 

TANJORE, 18 Eliot St. (Harvard Square), 
Cambridge, 868-1900. $5-$13. At last, an 
Indian restaurant that breaks out of the 
traditional Punjabi menu and promotes 
novel regional dishes, especially the 
sweet-hot cooking of Western India, such 
as the “dokla & patra” appetizer, bhel, and 
shrimp no paatio. But don't miss the Ben- 
gali version of cauliflower and potatoes, 
nor the South Indian dosa dishes. Out- 
standing rice and breads, too. 


INMAN SQUARE 
AKBAR INDIA RESTAURANT, 1248-50 
Cambridge St., Cambridge, 497-6548. 
$7-$15 (lunch, $5-$7). The usual Indian 
menu, plus some valuably different South 
Indian small plates, such as masala do- 
sai. Try the pastry-wrapped samosas, the 
oddly spiced aloo bada and dahi vada, 
the mint-coriander chutney, garlic nan, 
and any of the tandoori dishes. 

CAFE CHINA, 1245 Cambridge St., Cam- 
bridge, 868-4300. $8-$12. A small, ele- 
gant restaurant characterized by contem- 
porary Chinese cuisine, decor, and am- 
biance. Jazz background music, extensive 
beer and wine list, and homemade fortune 
cookies dipped in dark chocolate. 

EAST COAST GRILL, 1271 Cambridge 
St., Cambridge, 491-6568. $13-$30. En- 
larged and leaning now toward premium 
fresh seafood, but still the greatest place 
with the least pretense for barbecue, 
grilled meat, soulful side dishes, and su- 
per-spicy hot dishes, clearly labeled. BR 
Latin brunch on Sun., 11 a.m. to 2:30 p.m. 
MAGNOLIAS, 1193 Cambridge St., Cam- 
bridge, 576-1971. $10-$20. The Cajun 
food is still the best. Try outstanding Ca- 
jun popcorn shrimp, panéed veal with tas- 
so, and blackened prime rib. Wider South- 
ern menu takes in fried green tomatoes, 
super Key lime pie. Bluefish paté and in- 
formal tone are strictly from Cambridge. 
MIDWEST GRILL, 1124 Cambridge St., 
Cambridge, 354-7536. $14-$17. The 
Brazilian contribution to barbecue is chur- 
rasco rodizio, which translates to a lot of 
meat for $16.95. Roasting spits are 
brought to your table: pork, beef, chicken, 
lamb, and more, in endless rotation.

A roomy 
and remarkably inexpensive pair of dining 
rooms, with a lot of Asian family business 
Order what you see on their tables, such 
as Cantonese-style seasonal vegetables 
and seafood, but don't miss the stuffed 
eggplant appetizer, or anything green on 
the whiteboards. 

SALTS, 798 Main St., Cambridge, 876- 
8444. $15-$22. This tiny space has been 
home to a series of inventive bistros over 
the years, and the current occupant is 
charming and consistent. The food is New 
American with an Eastem European influ- 
ence; when we visited in the fall, that 
meant excellent Ukranian dumplings with 
a lovely roasted lamb loin. 

THAI'S, 1 Kendall Sq. (Building 300), 
Cambridge, 577-8668. $11-$17. Lovely, 
elegant, uncrowded place with tuxedoed 
servers — and you can still get delectable 
Thai (and some Vietnamese) food. Great 
fried appetizers and unusual grilled flavor 
in the Vietnamese shrimp-asparagus roll 
and grilled meats with lemongrass. Also, 
credibly hot jumbo shrimp chee and a 
generous pad Thai. 


NORTH CAMBRIDGE 
FRANK'S STEAK HOUSE, 2310 Mass 
Ave, Cambridge, 661-0666. $6-$14. The 
oldest steak house in Massachusetts, as 
far as anyone knows, is in the midst of a 
transformation from a blond-wood ‘70s 
eatery back to the dark red-meat empori- 
um it was when Tip O'Neill hung out here. 
You can certainly order chicken, but be 
warned: the motto is “Home of the Bone- 
less Sirloin Sizzling Platter.” BR Sun.,

HANA SUSHI, 2372 Mass Ave, Cam- 
bridge, 868-2121. $8-$13 (lunch, $6-$8). 
A handsome little storefront with excellent 
sushi and teriyaki, also a good hand with 
noodles. The great talent of Japanese 
restaurants for inducing mindfulness of 
essential flavors attracts both neighbor- 
hood couples and Japanese groups from 
the suburbs. 

RISTORANTE MARINO, 2465 Mass 
Ave., Cambridge, 868-5454. $9-$18. At its 
best, a big loud room full of hearty peas- 
ant flavors, sourdough rolls, grilled meats 
and vegetables, well-handled pasta. Top- 
flight desserts. Reservations for parties of 
eight or more. 


PORTER SQUARE 
CHANGSHO, 1712 Mass Ave, Cam- 
bridge, (617) 547-6565. $7-$15. An ele- 
gant survivor from the great days of Cam- 
bridge Szechuan restaurants, especially if 
you stick with Cantonese-style seafood__ 
and vegetables, such salt-and-pepper 
calamari, steamed Chilean sea bass with 
ginger and scallion, and whatever the 
whiteboard specials indicate. 
CHRISTOPHER'S, 1920 Mass Ave, Cam- 
bridge, 876-9180. $6-$15. Serves South- 
western and Tex-Mex food, as well as 
sandwiches, burgers, and salads. A popu- 
lar neighborhood hangout and a pleasant 
place to linger over a beer or coffee and 
dessert. BR Sun., 10:30 a.m. to 3 p.m. 
FOREST CAFE, 1682 Mass Ave, Cam- 
bridge, 661-1634. $10-$14. Mexican-food 
fans tired of jack-cheese enchiladas and 
grilled-chicken nacho plates owe it to 
themselves to check out this dive 
bar-cum-Mexican joint. (The restaurant 
half used to be called Mexican Cuisine.) 
This is real regional cooking, not cheap 
but great for a change of pace.

A pleasant Thai restaurant with 
some unusual Indonesian dishes as well, 
Catering to immigrants and foreign stu- 
dents, as well as eager Brookline Anglos 
Don't miss Ayam Goreng and Mahtahba 
for appetizers, chili salmon for a main 
dish, or nasi goreng if you are by yourself 
and want to try a couple of the Indonesian 
treats on one platter. 

BOMBAY BISTRO, 1353 Beacon St 
(Coolidge Corner), Brookline, 734-2879. 
$7-$13. A new, modern look in Indian 
restaurants makes this one suddenly pop- 
ular amid the Szechuan fans of Brookline. 
Well-executed dishes off the familiar Pun- 
jabi menu, with some new ones to this 
market: chicken or seafood xacuti with 
tamarind-coconut curry, a sour herbal 
chicken soup, a Peshawari nan with co- 
conut and raisins. You can even dress up 
alittle. BR Buffet on Sun., noon to 3 p.m. 
CAFE ST. PETERSBURG, 236 Washing- 
ton St. (Brookline Village), 277-7100. $9- 
$14 (lunch, $4-$8). At last a serious, ele- 
gant Russian restaurant, featuring cool, 
neoclassical renditions of flavorful Rus- 
sian dishes. Nothing sloppy about the 
borscht here, nor the blini, the pozharski 
cutlet, or chicken tabaka. A lot of neat 
vegetarian surprises, like beet pancakes, 
vegetarian stuffed cabbage with raisins, 
and a great venigret beet-potato salad. 
Waiters wear tuxedos even at lunch. 
FAJITAS & 'RITAS, 48 Boylston St. (Rte. 
9), Brookline, 566-1222. $6-$10. Lively, 
casual Tex-Mex restaurant and margarita 
bar. 

FIVE SEASONS, 1634 Beacon Street, 
Brookline, 731-2500. $9-$14 A storefront 
macrobiotic restuarant from Jamaica Plain 
hits the big time in Brookline. Ignore the 
contradictions and enjoy the excellent 
chowders, sea-vegetable salads, basic 
grains, stir-fries, and — if your diet allows 
— superb seafood entrees. Just watch out 
for anything that usually employes dairy 
products, sugar, or eggs, such as most of 
the desserts. 

GINZA, 1002 Beacon St. (Audubon Cir- 
cle), Brookline, 566-9688. $10-$24. Ar- 
guably the best sushi bar in Boston, cer- 
tainly one of the most avant-garde, yet 
well-grounded in tradition, as evidenced 
by the more than 20 brands of sake, the 
wide range of cooked appetizers, and the 
solid tempura and teriyaki. Somewhat ran- 
dom service won't bother those who come 
in expecting to share tastes. 

INDIA HOUSE, 239 Harvard St. (Coolidge 
Corner), Brookline, 739-9300. $6-$12. A 
handsome room that brings the wonderful 
institution of the Indian buffet lunch to 
Coolidge Corner. The dinner menu is 
rather nondescript so far, considering that 
the same owners have an Indian grocery 
across the street stocked with exotic edi- 
bles. 

INDIAN CAFE, 1665 Beacon St. (Wash- 
ington Sq.), Brookline, 277-1752. $6-$13. 
Lunch and weekend buffet cheaper. Not 
wildly innovative Indian restaurant, but a 
good hand with the spices, both generous 
and varied from dish to dish. Good soups 
and fried appetizers, really tasty vindaloo, 
and channa masala that makes those 
chickpeas sing. Modern and trim little din- 
ing room. 

KIYOSHI SUSHI HOUSE, 398 Harvard 
St. (Coolidge Corner), Brookline, 232- 
5800, 739-8679. $8-$17. Authentic addi- 
tion to the several small sushi palaces 
along Harvard Street and Harvard Av- 
enue. Unusual sushi inciude marinated 
vegetables, but one should not miss the 
many grilled specials, unusual seafood 
dishes, and noodle soups. Soundtrack of 
50s jazz. 

KOKOPELLI CHILI CO., 1648 Beacon St. 
(Washington Square), Brookline, 277- 
2800. $7-$13 Ignore the name and the 
seven kinds of chile and go through the 
New Mexico-style dishes with one or more 
of their superb margaritas. Don't miss the 
sopaipillas, grilled vegetables, and a side 
of sweet-potato fries. A fun, bar kind of at- 
mosphere that some kids will also enjoy, 
but not hokey. Probably should be hokier, 
in fact. 

MATT MURPHY’S, 14 Harvard St. 
(Brookline Village), 232-0188. $6-$12. 
Real Irish pub with good food. Actually 
rather Irish good food at that. Very bizarre, 
but everyone else is too busy enjoying to 
make much of the situation. Insanely large 
portions, too. Don’t miss anything with the 
french fries and homemade ketchup, the 
various savory pies, soups, salads — real- 
ly, anything. BR Sun., 11 a.m. to 4 p.m. 
NIKO'S RESTAURANT, 187 Harvard St. 
(Coolidge Corner), Brookline, 277-2999. 
$3-$10. A rare find: actual Greek food at 
Greek prices and plenty of it. Dips like ul- 
tra-garlicky skordalia and subtle tara- 
masalata. Cheap, huge spinach pies, gyro 
sandwiches. Full-flavored meatballs, 
stuffed grape leaves, roast lamb, and real 
mashed potatoes. Very decent fried chick- 
en for the kids. Small but sincere. 
PANDAN LEAF, 250 Harvard St. 
(Coolidge Corner), Brookline, 566-9393. 
$6-$15 (lunch, $6-8). Boston's third and 
maybe best-yet Malaysian restaurant. 
Certainly the best-looking, with a modern 
bistro style. A few highlights of this novel 
cuisine are the pandan-leaf lobak as an 
appetizer, the gado-gado salad, the 
Malaysian yee sang, fine-flavored barbe- 
cued stingray, spicy Indonesian chicken, 
and a soupy bubur cha cha for dessert. 
Explanatory menu and many “safe” dishes 
make this an easy place to jump in, or 
bring a group.

$13-$22. An elegant postmodern dining 
room with intellectual substance. Chet 
Paul O'Connell has nouvelle-American 
training and Northern Italian experience, 
but hearty, northern-European flavors 
keep sneaking in.

RUBIN'S KOSHER RESTAURANT, 500 
Harvard St. (Coolidge Corner), Brookline 
566-8761. $4-$8. The only Boston kosher 
restaurant that vies with the better Man- 
hattan delis in the all-important pastrami 
category. Warm, non-exclusionary atmo 
sphere. The only problem is, 30 days later 
you're hungry again. 

SHALOM HUNAN, 92 Harvard St. (Brook- 
line Village), 731-9778. $7-$20. Glatt 
kosher attempts at the classic dishes of 
pork-loving China, succeeding perfectly 
with the steamed sea bass, and pretty 
well with pan-fried dumplings, mu shu 
veal, and General Tso’s chicken. Nice ser- 
vice and chocolate cake for dessert offset 
a somewhat sweet-and-biand palate. 
TABERNA DE HARO, 999 Beacon St., 
Brookline, (617) 277-8272. $10-$15 
(tapas cost less). The most modern Span- 
ish tapas place in the city may also be the 
most authentic: there really are no dinners 
per se, and the food is tuned salty and 
small to complement the dry sherries of 
Spain. A great evening if you like this kind 
of eating, and better if you connect early 
and often with the grilled asparagus, white 
anchovies, pollo en pepitoria, shrimp in 
garlic oil, or the cheese platter. 
YOKOHAMA, 238 Washington St., Brook- 
line Village, 734-6465. $9-$15 (lunch, $7- 
$9). Small jewel box of a Japanese restau- 
rant, with some good Korean dishes as 
well. Wide selection of appetizers and 
sushi, generous entrées of tempura, noodle 
soups, and teriyaki. Don't miss the “stone 
pot bibim-bap” or the combo tempura. 
ZAFTIGS, 335 Harvard St. (Coolidge Cor- 
ner), Brookline, 975-0075. $6-$15. Despite 
the name, a very un-nostalgic, postmodern 
kind of delicatessen with generally excel- 
lent food and very reasonable desserts. 
Un-nostalgic means low-fat pastrami, 
chicken soup, and such, but also glorious 
corned beef, whitefish salad not to have to 
die for, and excellent daily sorbets.

Wildly popular, no-reservation café-bar 
with good Italian food and an interesting 
undertone of what used to be called “Con- 
tinental.” People dress informally, but eat 
nicely arranged salads and antipasti, al 
dente pasta, grilled specialties with real 
whipped potatoes, tortes, and tarts. BR 
(Labor Day through Memorial Day) Sat., 
11:30 a.m. to 4 p.m., and Sun., 11 a.m. to 
4p.m. 

CHUNG SHIN YUAN, 183 California St., 
Newton, 964-0111. $2-$7 (brunch). Week- 
days, this is a _ run-of-the-mill 
Mandarin/Szechuan restaurant. But the 
Taiwanese brunch here on Saturdays and 
Sundays is Newton's best-kept secret. 
Line up by 11:15 for the 11:30 opening 
and enjoy jellyfish salad (better than it 
sounds), steamed pork dumplings, and 
fried bread dipped in a bowl of sweet soy 
milk.

Too many concepts — ‘50s 
diner, postmodern revival, Jewish deli, 
kid-friendly — but the good food makes a 
certain sense of it. | especially recom- 
mend the Jewish-identified stuff like mat- 
zoh-ball soup. Reuben sandwiches, 
stuffed cabbage, and kosher-style hot 
dogs. Only trendoid thing is the wall art; 
otherwise good attitude, tasteful even.

The following night in the same joint, that ol’ minimalist Philip Glass will 
perform his moving holiday piece from the Mr. Hankey South Park episode. Well, 
no, actually he — along with his inventively named Philip Glass Ensemble — 
will be offering live accompaniment and reprising his soundtrack to Godfrey 
Reggio's 1983 film Koyaanisqatsi. On the 15th, Glass and company will repeat 
their performance at the Wang Center (800-447-7400) in Boston.

| ilary Brougher’s first film did not get 


into the Sundance Film Festival. 


That’s the bad news. The good news is that 


her funky feminist sci-fi tale The Sticky 
Fingers of Time begins a commercial run 
this week, proving to independent 


filmmakers here and everywhere that there's 


more than one way to get 
a movie made and scen. 
For every Next Stop, 
Wonderland — locally 
shot, launched at 
Sundance, sold for millions 
to Miramax — there are 
many more Sticky Fingers. 
Low-budget and quirky, 
without stars, the film has 
nonetheless played scores 
of festivals around the 
world, finding a following 
both with gays and lesbians 
and with “sci-fi geeks” like 
Brougher herself. “People 
who are into smart, weird 
comic books can fall into 
this film and enjoy the structure and the 
density of the ideas,”’ she points out. 

Science fiction on screen demands big 
bucks, yet Brougher wasn’t interested in an 
F/X extravaganza. Even if she had wanted a 
computer-animated cel or two, she wouldn’t 
have had the money. The whole film cost 
$250,000. And until the last minute, she 
figured she’d have to shoot on video and 
make it for even less than that. 

Brougher and one of the film’s executive 
producers, Ted Hope, will appear for a 
screening at the Coolidge Corner Theatre 
this Friday. The next day, they'll lead 
workshops at the Boston Film/Video 
Foundation. Brougher will talk about how 
she developed the script and prepared to 
shoot. Hope, the indie-film god who co- 
founded Good Machine International 
(Happiness, The Brothers McMullen), will 
offer tips on fundraising and how to pitch 
your project to a production company. 

“It literally came together in a year,” 
Brougher says, “but that’s on the back of 10 


years of false starts.” 


She first hooked up with Good Machine 
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when they got interested in another of het 
scripts, a project ultimately deemed too 
ambitious for a first-time director. She 
continued to write and work on other 
people's projects, many of which never saw 
the light of day. “I never want to be one to 
squash dreams, but it's impossible for me not 
to be pragmatic.” 

When she got the new 
idea, a Good Machine 
story editor was there to 
help shape the script. Still, 
she says, financing proved 
difficult. “This is a science- 
fiction film about women 
writers. Can you imagine 
pitching that?” Finally 
Hope and other advisers 
offered a dare: make your 
movie cheaply and see 
what happens next. 

What happencd is Tlie 
Sticky Fingers of Time, a 
flawed genre blender that 
sends two women colliding 





to a fateful meeting of the minds. Tucker 





(Terumi Matthews), a successful pulp- 
novelist in the 1950s, one day finds herself in 
today’s East Village, where she mects Drew 
(Nicole Zaray), a struggling writer. Fallout 
from the H-bomb tests, which Tucker 
covered as a journalist, has rendered both of 








them “time freaks,”’ able to travel 





spontaneously — and often involuntarily — 
through time. Hindsight lets Drew know that 
Tucker is in danger. Tucker’s mission is to 
help a fellow writer find her voice. 

Brougher’s cerebral conccit means Sticky 
Fingers will leave many viewers scratching 
their heads. Sundance clearly thought so. But 
the film’s director is undeterred. “You hope 
for a lot, count on absolutely nothing, and go 











with what works.” 

The Sticky Fingers of Time opens at the 
Coolidge Corner Theatre this Friday, January 
8, with a 7 p.m. screening and a discussion 
with Hilary Brougher and Ted Hope.

EW YORK — Paul Schrader is wearing a black polo 

shirt with the title of his latest film embroidered on the 
breast. It's an odd fashion statement; instead of say, Calvin 
Klein’s Obsession, it's Paul Schrader’s Affliction. Yet with 
Affliction, the maverick writer/director is suddenly in fashion 
again, as he hasn't been in nearly two decades, thanks to 
the effusive buzz generated by Nick Nolte’s performance, 
which has already been recognized by several year-end 
critics’ awards as one of 1998's best. 

Based on the Russell Banks novel, Affliction tells the 
story of Wade Whitehouse, a paranoid New Hampshire 
lawman whose family legacy of patriarchal violence (the 
affliction of the 
title) causes him - 
to explode. Affliction 
Viewers who are ; 
reminded of 
Travis Bickle, 
from the 
Schrader- 
penned Taxi 
Driver, aren't 
alone. Schrader 
acknowledges, 

“It's the kind of 

character I’ve 

written about 

before, these 

solitary men who 

are trying to find 

a life and don’t 

know quite know 

how to do it and 

end up trapped in self-destructive patterns of behavior.” 

Schrader’s first choice for the role of Wade was Nolte. 
“The engine that pulled this whole train was Nolte. The 
depth, the breadth, the richness of that performance, that 
was the movie.” 

That Nolte also helped raise money by attaching his 
name as producer attests to the actor's current 
commitment to independent filmmaking. Explains Schrader, 
“He did those two big Hollywood clinkers in a row [/ Love 
Trouble and I'll Do Anything}, and it just so soured him. Plus 
the fact that he was trying to quit drinking, and there he is, 
doing these big, junky films where he sits in the trailer, day 
after day, which is no way to try to quit drinking. So he just 
decided he wanted to work more and work harder and on 
things he cared about more. So he just stepped away from 
those big-budget films.” 

The prolific Schrader, who has directed 11 films and 
written many others, also stepped away front Hollywood, 
though he says, “It’s not by choice. | started out in the 
mainstream in terms of working for studios, and then the 
mainstream went off in this direction. I’m still making the 
same films | always have. Affliction isn’t that different from 
Blue Collar [Schrader's 1978 directorial debut].” 

Like other Schrader films, Affliction takes place in an 
inexorable moral universe. “The whole story is infused with 
a very New England sense of propriety, of right and wrong. 
Maybe it has to do with the harshness of the environment 
or with the legacy of Puritanism. In some ways, that’s the 
environment | also came from [Grand Rapids, Michigan], 
where the harshness of the winters was connected to the 
harshness of God's judgment.” 

Schrader's upcoming films include Forever Mine, which 
he calls “a flat-out, undying, obsessive love story” and 
which will star Joseph Fiennes and Gretchen Mol, and 
Bringing Out the Dead, which marks his fourth 
collaboration with Martin Scorsese. “He realized | was a 
natural fit for it. Even though we hadn't worked together in a 
long time [since 1988's The Last Temptation of Chrisf], it 
seemed like the right thing to do. It's a paramedic comedy. 
It's not M*A*S*H, though.” 

In the meantime, a grouchy Schrader is ready to take off 
that Affliction shirt. “I've been giving interviews about this 
film for 16 months. I’m ready for it to be over. The next one, 
hopefully, maybe I'll just be able to shut up and let my 
actors do the work.” 

Affliction opens January 15 at theaters to be announced.

Paul Schrader and the aesthetics of Affliction 
BY PETER KEOUGH Pau! Schrader might 


be the last bastion of the auteur theory — not 
because he’s America’s best director, but 
because he’s the most obsessive. A lapsed 
Calvinist, he’s preoccupied with the conflict 
between worldly temptation and a heavenly 


ideal, between divine authority 
and human transgression. His 
films curdle with the dread of 
lost paradise and ineluctable 
predetermination, with the ter- 
ror of damnation, the specter of 
retribution, and the teasing 
glimpse of redemption. 

So do most Hollywood 
movies, but whereas those are 
usually facile dreams of utopian 
resolution, Schrader’s night- 
mares offer little comfort. That 
and his eccentricity, if not 
inconsistency, have made him 
often unpopular with audiences, 
critics, and certainly studios. His 
new Affliction, an adaptation of 
the Russell Banks novel that has 
already garnered a Golden 
Globe nomination, critical acco- 
lades, and Oscar buzz for star 
Nick Nolte, might change that. 
Prior to its commercial Boston 
opening next week, it will pre- 
view in Cambridge this Friday 
(January 9) at 8 p.m. as part of 
“A Light Troubled Sleep: The 
Films of Paul Schrader,” a 
month-long retrospective of the 
director's work at the Harvard 
Film Archive. 

To followers of Schrader's 
career, Affliction covers familiar 
terrain: a frozen, benighted 
northern town, a legacy of brutal 
patriarchal oppression, an 
estranged daughter, the 
inevitable but fruitless catharsis 
of violence. It’s a variation on 
his second feature, Hardcore 
(1979; screens January 14 at 
9:15 p.m. and 15 at 7:15 p.m.), 
in which dour, smoldering 
George C. Scott plays a prosper- 
ous puritan from Grand Rapids 
whose world of Elect confidence 
crumbles when his daughter dis- 
appears during a “Calvinist 
Convention” in California. 

A private detective (Peter 
Boyle) finds her — on an 8mm 
porn reel. Scott decides to track 
her down himself, a la John 
Wayne in The Searchers, 
descending into the abyss of the 
West Coast smut trade, and his 
companion is not bumptious 
Jeffrey Hunter but a_ nubile 
teenage prostitute. Their pil- 
grim’s progress is marked by 
uneasy chats about God, sex, 
and duty that portend a dialectic 
between Scott's chilly superego 
and this daughter-surrogate’s 
nascent id. But Schrader, who 
wrote the screenplay for Taxi 
Driver, has more of a Dies Irae 
in mind. 

The daughter and father in 
Hardcore, as Schrader has 
admitted, represent a type of his 
relationship with his by-the- 
Book dad; lured by the movies, 
the future filmmaker fled the 
religious strictures of his own 
Grand Rapids home for the 
fleshpots of Hollywood. In 
American Gigolo (1980; 
January 8 at 9:15 p.m. and 10 at 
7 p.m.), his biggest hit, he com- 


plements the earlier film’s 
ambivalent voyeurism with a 
self-loathing narcissism. 
Schrader’s persona here is, 
significantly, a high-class male 
prostitute in Hollywood. 
(Pauline Kael, somewhat 
uncharitably, wrote about the 


McEwan, it’s an absurdist varia- 
tion on Mishima’s story, elabo- 
rating on his homo-eroticism, 
with a wacky Christopher 
Walken playing the fascist aspect 
of Mishima’s personality and a 
pissy Rupert Everett playing the 
narcissistic part.

film, “For Schrader to call him- 
self a whore would be vanity: he 
doesn’t know how to turn a 
trick.”) Richard Gere, baring all 
in the role that made him a star 
and looking disturbingly like 
John F. Kennedy Jr., is rough 
trade refined by Nina Van 
Pallandt, his ash-blonde mentor 
and pimp. Having developed his 
abs, language — skills, and 
wardrobe, he’s gotten to the 
point where he doesn’t have to 
do “fag” or “kinky” but can tool 
around in a Mercedes servicing 
wealthy matrons. In a fit of 
hubris, he actually believes he is 
a free individual, falling in love 
with a would-be client (Lauren 
Hutton), the wife of a prominent 
politician. Conspiracies and a 
frame-up for a murder are his 
reward. Glib in the beginning, 
both the film and Gere’s perfor- 
mance toughen as the situation 
does, creating a credible parable 
of fate and faith, purity and 
defilement. 

More so than the pretentious 
Mishima: A Life in Four Acts 
(1985; January 22 at 7 p.m., 24 
at 9 p.m., and 25 at 6:30 p.m.). 
Schrader does the _ great 
Japanese novelist and world- 
class nutball little service in this 
brittle, multi-format treatment. 
Played by Ken Ogata, who looks 
more like Charles Bronson than 
is helpful, Mishima achieves 
superstardom with his novels of 
twisted desire, exhibitionism, 
self-loathing, and a love of 
death. He tries to convert his 
fame into a deluded attempt to 
overthrow the Japanese govern- 
ment with a private, toy-soldier 
army and re-establish the reign 
of militarism and the emperor. 
It's that patriarchal thing again, 
| suppose, but Schrader’s mix of 
heavy-handed, _pseudo-docu- 
mentary flashbacks and man- 
nered renditions of Mishima’s 
novels merely ritualizes the 
man’s mystery, adding little 
sympathy or understanding. 

Unlike The Comfort of 
Strangers (1991; January 20 at 
7:15 and 21 at 9 p.m.), one of 
Schrader’s oddest and least 
appreciated films. Scripted by 
Harold Pinter, based on a 
Venice-set novel by lan 





Richardson as the _ Hearst- 
empire heiress. Her empty- 
headed establishment days come 
to an end when the self-pro- 
claimed Symbionese Liberation 
Army drags her from her home 
and stuffs her blindfolded into a 
closet. 

Schrader films the first part of 
the film from Hearst’s point of

carrying a gun in the notorious 
bank hold-up that was filmed by 
a surveillance camera. 

Had she really become a revo- 
lutionary, or was she brain- 
washed and acting against her 
will? The courts couldn’t stom- 
ach a member of the Elect’s 
turning against her own, and 
Hearst was convicted despite 
being represented by pre-Dream 
Teamer F. Lee Bailey. For 
Schrader, though, the truth 
about Patty Hearst is that sliver 
of anger, resistance, and sub- 
terfuge — in short, identity — 
that prevails against the closets 
and cages of one’s oppressors. 

This theme returns with 
generic hokum and punch in 
Cat People (1982; January 15 
at 9:30 p.m. and 16 at 9:30 
p.m.). Schrader’s remake of 
Jacques Tourneur’s umbrously 
atmospheric and lyrical horror 
classic sets the tale in the mythic 
frame of a desert world in the 
distant past where all is swirling 
red dust, gaping skulls, and ter- 
rified nomads ruled by lounging 
black panthers (shades_ of 
Cinque) placated by human sac- 
rifice, all backed by riffs from 
David Bowie’s “Putting Out Fire 
(With Gasoline).” 

Inheritors of this legacy are 
Malcolm McDowell’s off-kilter 
New Orleans fundamentalist 
missionary and his sister, played 
by a sweetly feline Nastassja

respite for Schrader from the far 
greater terrors and travails of 
real people, a realm littered with 
political and psychological 
debris more intransigent than 
the dust and archetypes of a hor- 
ror film. In his directorial debut, 
Blue Collar (1978; January 8 at 
7 p.m. and 10 at 9:15 p.m.), he 
confronted head-on the nut and 
bolts of a corrupt, unjust system 
he only toyed with in later 
movies. 

An unlikely trio of pals — 
Detroit auto workers Richard 
Pryor, Harvey Keitel, and 
Yaphet Kotto — decide to take 
on their do-nothing union by 
robbing their treasury. They 
come away with a few hundred 
bucks and evidence of a conspir- 
acy. Initially seeking only per- 
sonal gain, now they must 
decide whether they want to be 
revolutionary crusaders or sub- 
missive collaborators with their 
exploiters. Each chooses differ- 
ently, and each gets screwed in a 
grimily fatalistic, ruefully funny, 
socially nihilistic fable. 

It’s much like Schrader’s lat- 
est, Affliction, except that here 
his vision is deepened by the ele- 
giac detachment and wrenching 
irony of Banks’s novel. Schrader 
invokes all his demons at once 
and, perhaps, reconciles them. 
His hero, Wade Whitehouse, is 
not only an abused son, he is an 
abusive father. He not only strug- 





view, and it’s all in blackness 
broken by the closet door being 
opened for her to be abused, 
cajoled, raped, and indoctrinat- 
ed in the revolutionary mumbo- 
jumbo of the group's drunk and 
deluded black leader, Cinque (a 
sinister Ving Rhames).

spires against them. He mourns 
his lost, illusory paradise, but he 
embraces the brimstone to come, 
and when he strikes, the target is 
appropriate even though the out- 
come is insane. It’s one of the 
best films of the year, and the 
best of Schrader’s career, and 
after seeing it and the unresolved, 
recurrent nightmares he has 
screened for the past 20 years,

Jazz films that aim to be true 


BY CHRIS FUJIWARA Movies have 


generally showed jazz to be an art of outsiders, 
of the marginal and the dispossessed, but the 
moral and political implications of this 


marginality have varied. If Hollywood films of 


the ’40s, °50s, and ’60s sometimes used the 


rhythms and instruments of jazz 
to import the sleazier connota- 
tions of sex and danger, they just 
as often used its harmonies to 
imply sophistication and superi- 
ority. Director-producer Otto 
Preminger proved himself the 
supreme master of the latter 
gambit, first when he commis- 
sioned David Raksin to write the 
theme of Laura (1944) and 
again when he showed the James 


Stewart character in Anatomy of 


a Murder (1959) to be too hip 
for the backwater town he’s in 
by sitting him on a piano bench 
beside Duke Ellington. 

The collection of Rhapsody 
Films (a company run by film- 
maker and attorney Bruce 
Ricker) that the Harvard Film 
Archive is showcasing this 
month reveals much about what 
jazz and film can mean to each 
other. Mainly, what film can 
mean to jazz, because most of 
these films are jazz films first 
and films second. All of them 
seek to document and interpret 
the experience of creating music 
and the communication between 
musicians and their audience. A 
number of themes run through 
the films: jazz as an American 
art and as an art created by 
African-Americans; the loss of 
jazz's status as mass entertain- 
ment in the ’40s; its creators’ 
subsequent struggle to keep the 
form alive without popular or 
government support. 

Among the concert films in 
the Harvard series, Roger 
Tilton’s 1954 Jazz Dance 
(January 9 at 2 p.m. and 19 at 
9:15 p.m.) stands out. With 
now-venerable vérité director 
Richard Leacock, no less, as 
cinematographer, the film docu- 
ments a Manhattan concert by 
trumpeter Jimmy McPartland, 
clarinettist Pee Wee Russell, and 
pianist Willie “The Lion” Smith. 
They play in a traditional, early- 
jazz style in a post-bebop, bare- 
ly pre-rock-and-roll era, but the 
audience members, who appear 
to be mostly in their 20s, give no 
hint of retro posing. Because of 
their uninhibited reactions and 
the way the movie captures 
them, this seemingly casual, 
out-of-nowhere film may be 
unsurpassed in its evocation of 
music as a communal activity 
and a source of pure pleasure. 

Jazz Dance uses the event to 
structure the film, a tactic also 
employed in Bruce Ricker’s ele- 
gant, ingratiating The Last of 
the Blue Devils (January 23 at 3 
p.m. and 24 at 3:30 p.m.). 
Here, veteran Kansas City musi- 
cians — among them Big Joe 
Turner, Count Basie, and Jay 
McShann — converge on a 


Kansas City union hall to partic- 
ipate in what appears to be a 
semi-private informal concert. 
Although the tone of the film is 
affirmative, 


overwhelmingly 








especially whenever Turner 
sings, Ricker makes us aware of 
the decrepit, deserted condition 
of a city here remembered nos- 
talgically as a non-stop festival 
of music where, as one racon- 
teur has it, “there was no 
Depression.” 

The full-length biographical 
documentary is a form with many 
pitfalls — few of which are 
avoided, unfortunately, by 
Harrison Engle’s 1989 Benny 
Carter: Symphony in Riffs 
(January 13 at 7 p.m.), a routine 
affair in which alto-saxophon- 
ist/trumpeter Carter spends a 
few days being followed around 
by a camera crew as he performs, 
records, reminisces, and picks up 
awards. In Arthur Elgort’s 1991 
Texas Tenor: The Illinois Jacquet 
Story (January 12 at 9:15 p.m.), 
however, the velvety black-and- 
white photography seals off the 
raucous tenor-saxophonist in a 
sensuous alternate universe of his 
own, where Lionel Hampton's 
“Flying Home” is a spiritual and 
existential touchstone. 

Charlotte Zwerin’s 1988 
Straight, No Chaser (January 24 
at | p.m.) is an unexpectedly 
revealing portrait of the reclu- 
sive Thelonious Monk, mainly 
because the filmmakers used 
copious, astonishing footage 
taken of the pianist in late 1967. 
At a Columbia record date, 
Monk gives producer Teo 
Macero shit for not taping a 
rehearsal; in Europe, he man- 
ages to pull together an under- 
rehearsed octet with a leader- 
ship style that looks like laissez- 
faire. Hans Hylkema’s 1991 
Last Date (January 26 at 7 
p.m.) is a quietly persuasive 
attempt to conjure the spirit of 
the mercurial, virtuoso multi- 
reed player’ Eric Dolphy. 
Immersing us in Dolphy’s music 


ing mood piece into high tragedy. 
David, Moffett, and Ornette 
(1966, directed by Dick Fontaine) 
is about bassist David Izenzon, 
drummer Charles Moffett, and 
altoist Ornette Coleman, who 
arrive in Paris to record the sound- 
track for a movie called Who's 
Crazy? The portrait of the trio 
becomes an ironic essay in dignity 
in the face of insanity. “Mars” in 
Ken Levis’s Jackie McLean on 
Mars (1976) is Hartford, where 
the alto-saxophonist, tired of the 
financial insecurity of the working

and life through long musical 
passages and long camera takes, 
Last Date is a kind of shrine, 
and it has an apposite airiness 
and multidimensionality. 

Many films in the series are 
small-scale portraits of musicians 
built loosely around the given time 
and place of the filming. Three of 
the most compelling of these will 
be shown together on January 27 
(starting at 7 p.m.). Johan van der 
Keuken’s Big Ben: Ben Webster in 
Europe, very much an available- 
light film, shows the tenor-saxo- 
phonist_in a subdued mood in 
Amsterdam, where he was living at 
the time (1967). The tortured lyri- 
cism of Webster’s playing is suffi- 
cient to turn this gently threaten- 





musician, went to teach. McLean 
talks about the JFK assassination, 
heroin, and racism, and he articu- 
lates what many of the films in the 
series hint at: “Jazz flourishes with 
all the other music in Europe and 
Japan. This is the country where it 
doesn’t flourish, because they got 
no audience for it, because every- 
body is a Big Mac mentally.” 
Thomas Reichman’s devastat- 
ing Mingus (January 11 at 9 
p.m. and 13 at 9:30 p.m.) inter- 
cuts footage of Charles Mingus 
and his band at a 1968 club date 
with scenes in which the bassist 
talks about politics, women, and 
his predicament as a black artist 
as he waits to be evicted from 
his Manhattan loft. The film

makes itself worthy of its 
volatile subject, both in its form 
and in certain of its images. | 
prefer this less sensitive, high- 
contrast black-and-white film 
stock, which sometimes makes 
the light areas of a composition 
look as if they'd been burned 
out of the black, to the richer 
stock of the Illinois Jacquet film. 
Frank Cassenti’s 1984 Mystery, 
Mister Ra (January 25 at 9:15 
p.m.) finds Sun Ra — pianist, 
bandleader, and “Minister of 
Culture of the Master Creator of 
the Omniverse” — in the most 
implacable of moods, threaten- 
ing dark consequences for 
Planet Earth and its inhabitants 
but shrugging it all off with “I 
really don’t care.” Unlike drum- 
mer Art Blakey, who sees his 
band as a school for leaders (Art 
Blakey: The Jazz Messenger will 
be shown January 9 at 2 p.m. 
and 19 at 9:15 p.m.), Ra hates it 
when his band members leave 
the fold — just one more thing 
“that’s got to stop before this 
planet can go any further.” 

The Harvard series also 
includes three fiction films about 
jazz. In Herbert Danska’s 1966 
independent feature Sweet Love, 
Bitter (January 23 at 9 p.m. and 
24 at 7 p.m.), comedian and 
activist Dick Gregory plays a 
self-destructive genius saxo- 
phonist named Eagle who 
appears to be a fictionalized ver- 
sion of Charlie — Parker. 
Unspontaneous and overstated, 
the film represents an uneasy 
compromise between Hollywood 





s portrait of Ben Webster, the tortured lyri-

musical stature. 


Eastwood’s film is problematic 
for many reasons, but it’s valu- 
able as an object lesson. Any film 
that tries to represent the cre- 
ative process has its work cut out 
for it. Some films portray the 
artist as bigger than life and end 
up suggesting that artistic genius 
is mostly showmanship (some- 
thing like this happens in the 
Illinois Jacquet film). Others 
throw a discreet veil over the act 
of making art, implying that what 
goes on in between the creative 
impulse and the final product 
simply can’t be shown (Kenji 
Mizoguchi’s 1946 Utamaro and 
His Five Women, and even 
Vincent Minnelli’s van Gogh bio- 
pic, Lust for Life). Bird tries to 
combine the two approaches and 
ultimately exposes the limitations 
of both. Despite itself, it makes 
the artist into an uncomfortable 
figure, a dreadful spirit that must 
be exorcised. 

I'll merely mention the pres- 
ence in the series of Otto 
Preminger’s great Anatomy of a 
Murder (January 7 at 7:45 p.m.), 
with its magnificent Duke 
Ellington score. The series offers 
plenty of other treats, among 
which special notice should be 
taken of the sympathetic docu- 
mentary about pianist Toshiko 
Akiyoshi (January 13 at 7 p.m.)

A Civil Action lacks, well, action 


BY PETER KEOUGH The names of the corporate defendants in the 
infamous Woburn toxic-waste suit — Beatrice and Grace — should 
have warned attorney Jan Schlichtmann that he was in for an infernal 


descent. As related in Jonathan 
Harr’s engrossing bestseller about 
the case, Schlichtmann succumbs 
to the temptations of greed, good 
intentions, and hubristic brag- 
gadocio and plummets to the 
deepest circles of squandered 
opportunity, courtroom embar- 
rassment, and bankruptcy. 

He's only part of the story — 
the plight and the perseverance of 
the families of the children who 
dic from leukemia because of 
industrially polluted drinking 
water are more moving and uplift- 
ing. But his is the part Steven 
Zaillian focuses on, no doubt try- 
ing to reprise the success of his 
screenplay of Schindler's List, with 
its tale of a crass opportunist who 
finds redemption. Despite its title, 
A Civil Action is inert, with a bland 
civility that could use more dark- 
ness and irony. Portrayed by John 
Travolta, who’s overstayed his 
welcome as the lovable, amoral 
scamp in films ranging from Pulp 
Fiction’ to Primary Colors, 
Schlichtmann is an empty suit, 
devoid of complexity, propelled by 
perfunctory conflicts. We don’t

What's his Line? 


Malick’s return is more Thin than Red 
BY PETER KEOUGH At some time in the 20 years since he made his 


last movie, Days of Heaven, Terrence Malick must have tuned into the 
Discovery Channel. How else to account for the lushly photographed 


(by John Toll) jungle and cthno- 
graphic footage that permeates 
most of The Thin Red Line’s 165 
minutes? As a metaphor for the 
inaccessible, indifferent beauty of 
nature set against the confused 
vanity and conflict of civilization, it 
makes its point quickly. But it’s 
also a metaphor for a sensibility 
that confuses inspiration with self- 
indulgence, profundity with cliché, 
visual poetry with padding. 
Although moving in many places, 
with combat sequences that rival 
Saving Private Ryan in intensity if 
not in graphic special effects, this 
belabored and fitfully brilliant 
adaptation of James _ Jones's 
sprawling novel of the Battle of 
Guadalcanal is a frustrating return 
to the screen of one of American 
film’s most distinctive and chal- 
lenging geniuses. 

Comparisons to Spiclberg’s 
opus are as inevitable as they are 
warranted. Ryan asks whether in 
the face of heinous carnage there 


is any value in an individual 


human life. The Thin Red Line 
has its question voiced by the 
cynical Sergeant Welsh (Sean 
Penn in one of the film’s most 
convincing performances): can 
any one man make a difference 
in this shithole of a war? It 
would help if the cast offered 
anyone who was recognizable as 
a human being. Boasting some of

Malick’s goal is no 
less than to determine the nature 
of good and evil, the secret of life

about in a Porsche and riding a 
reputation for being the classiest 
and most successful ambulance 
chaser in town, a maven on talk 
shows who charms listeners with 
his savvy and cynicism. 

Then the Woburn case comes 
to his attention. Kids have been 
dying of cancer, and the culprit 
seems to be contaminants filtered 
into the’ town’s wells from two 
industrial sites. The case has the 
emotional appeal of dead children 
and grieving parents, but 
Schlichtmann’s bean-counting 
partner, James Gordon (William 
H. Macy), sees it as a bottomless 
hole of investment, with little 
hope of any payoff given the diffi- 
culty of establishing responsibility 
and the seeming lack of resources 
of the companies involved. 
Schlichtmann drives to Woburn 
to tell the families the bad news,

and justice can be clarified or 
muddled through the details of a 
complex legal conflict. Fearing 
that audiences will be confused 
and bored by debates about water 
tables, the film limits the court- 
room showdowns to a few show- 
pieces and some uninspiring mon- 
tages. It’s more concerned with 
the poignance of its recurring and 
gratuitous water imagery, or the 
pathos of Schlichtmann’s being 
forced by mounting costs to sell 
off the pricy accouterments of his 
downtown office. 

The Woburn victims get short 
shrift too. The death of one child 
while being rushed to the hospital, 
depicted with wrenching restraint 
in the book, here is presented 
primarily as a brief flashback, 
presumably imagined by 
Schlichtmann and serving as a 
spur to his conscience.

And John Lithgow 
brings a welcome ambiguity and 
flair as the alternately untrustwor- 
thy and clear-headed Judge 
Skinner. Like the resolution of 
the case itself, though, this is an 
insufficient settlement for such a 
tragedy.

The perils of Orthodoxy; another 10 best 


Marlene Booth, filmmaker of Yidl in the 
Middle: Growing Up Jewish in Iowa (at the 
MFA through January 20), lives, married 


with kinder, in the People’s 
Republic of Cambridge. There, 
sticking out in the multicultural 
crowd isn't being Jewish but 
saying no to portobellos. But she 
was raised in the 50s and early 
‘60s in Des Moines, then 98 
percent Pleasantville Christian. 
As she explains in her thought- 
ful, entertaining personal docu- 
mentary (a deserved hit at the 
recent Boston Jewish Film 
Festival), she worried all the 
time about what the goyim 
would think if she made her 
Orthodox Judaism obvious to 
them. 

An early problem in the 1950s 
was the Rosenbergs, executed 
after allegedly passing state 
secrets to the Communists. “We 
had to be nice so people would- 
n't think all Jews were like that,” 
her patriotic mother warned 
Marlene. And then there was 
that traumatic day, after 
Marlene proudly explained 
Chanukkah to her first-grade 
class, when a shiksa schoolmate 
insidiously whispered, “Do you 
see her? She doesn’t believe in 
Jesus!” 

Marlene’s conclusion: “Being 
Jewish was not for show-and- 
tell.” And so she grew up with a 
split consciousness. On the one 
hand, she was a beaming, affa- 
ble Midwesterner who could 
believe, “lowa was a great place 
to grow up. Most people were 
salt-of-the-earth farmer stock, 
the nicest people on earth.” On 
the other hand, she would keep 
secret from them her Hebraic 
soul, her deepest identity, which 
was unveiled at thrice-a-week 
visits to Beth-El Jacob shul, 
what she called “my second 
home.” 

Booth has never changed — 
and so this film, and her confes- 
sion that, about her life-long 
devout Judaism, “I felt different 
all the time, even ashamed.” 
How, she wondered, could she 
love so completely — her 
Jewishness and yet never shed 
her childhood embarrassment 
about being identified publicly 
by her religion? 

My favorite part of Yidl in the

Middle is the least programmed, 
the least controlled by voiceover, 
when Booth goes home for her 
Roosevelt High 30th reunion 
with a mavie crew. She forces 
herself, in having to explain the 
camera to her one-time school- 
mates, to say out loud that she is 
Jewish . . . and to say it in Des 
Moines. There’s a_ priceless 
meeting with the turned-up- 
nose blonde beauty queen, still a 
knockout; and the two females 
are still at cross-purposes. Now 
the ex-queen wishes she'd 
picked out Jewish fricnds at 
Roosevelt “for the stimulation 
and camaraderie,” and because 
she might have studied harder. 
Marlene can only mutter, “I 
would have died to look like

When Booth grew up in lowa, 
one of five children, many of her 
relatives also congregated there. 
Now 21 out of 22 have moved 
elsewhere: for her it’s, sadly, a 
Des Moines diaspora. She her- 
self tried living in Israel for a 
time, where she felt very 
American; and then she came to 
Massachusetts, where she raised 
a religious family, made a scrics 
of documentaries about Judaism 
in America, and even started a 
Hebrew school. Why reside in 
Cambridge? For Booth, it’s a 
halfway point, she says, between 
lowa and Jerusalem!

star is touring in the role originated by 
Julie Andrews in the 1982 Blake 
Edwards film and reprised by her in the 
1995 Broadway musical comedy: that 
of a woman masquerading as a man 
who becomes the toast of 1930s Paris as 
a female impersonator. Tall and slim, 
with a vocal range closer to a cheer- 
leader's than a coloratura’s, Tennille 
would scem a natural for the role 
(though the change in Victoria Grant's 
curriculum vitae, from stranded English 
soprano to stranded Alabama contralto, 
is a bit tortured).

Of course, plausibility and verisimilitude are hardly at the core of 
Victor/Victoria, a somewhat dodgy fable in which truc love must conquer gen- 
der insecurity. And the musical is more cartoonish than the film. Or so it seems 
in this touring production, which is very broadly acted by the supporting play- 
ers, including Dana Lynn Mauro, who's show-stopping but strident as the lan- 
guage-mangling, hip-swinging, platinum-blonde floozie whose boyfriend falls 
for Victor. By contrast, Jamie Ross and Dennis Cole are relaxed but bland as 
Toddy, the gay cabaret entertainer who befriends Victoria and dreams up the 
Victor scheme, and King Marchan, the Chicago gangster who is sexually stirred 
by Victor and therefore determined to prove her a woman, lest he have to 
change scxual-oricntation teams. (Much of the movic’s limited charm is pro- 
vided by Robert Preston's embracingly fruity and James Garner’s mischievous 
turns in these roles.) 

Although no disaster, Victor/Victoria is not a very good musical. Jts anachro- 
nistic political correctness, which has almost every man on stage embracing his 
at-lcast-potential “gay”-ness ycars before the term came into usc, seems larded 
on. And the music — by the late Henry Mancini, with cither insipid or risibly 
contorted lyrics by Leslie Bricusse — would seem to have originated in an ele-

anthem for Victoria called

The Pucker’s Inuit show makes art look simple 


BY JEFFREY GANTZ Thomas Aquinas lists 


the three requirements for beauty as integritas, 


consonantia, and claritas — and you could 
hardly find a better description of the 
soapstone sculptures that will go on view at the 
Pucker Gallery this weekend. The work of Inuit 


artists from the Hudson Bay 
region of Arctic Canada, these 
creations pay tribute to the 
relationship between God and 
Creation, creature and nature, 
matter and thought. They have 
integrity, harmony, and lucidity 
— and yes, they are beautiful. 
It’s not likely Thomas had 
dancing bears and handstanding 
walruses in mind back in the 13th 
century — modern Inuit art was- 
n’t even “discovered” till the 
1940s. The Native Americans of 
Arctic Canada — that vast area 
north of the Canadian provinces 
that sweeps from the Alaskan bor-

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nize Inuit art as more than a form 
of craft.” Well, that is the ques- 
tion. Is this sculpture a handi- 
craft, or a folk art? Or is it what 
we like to call real art? If handi- 
crafts are “merely” decorative and 
folk art caters to, well, folk by 
offering a reassuring, sometimes 
sanitized view of life, then real art 
is the kind that explores, that 
uncovers truths, including the 
unpleasant ones. By this standard, 
Inuit art is indeed real. It’s the 
product of a culture that has 
looked hard at the world around it 
— looked, listened, felt, smelled, 
tasted, and, perhaps most of all,

The current show is 
drawn primarily from the Cape 
Dorset and Lake Harbour settle- 
nents at the south end of Baffin 
island, with contributions from 
other Hudson Bay areas like 
Sanikiluaq (in the Belcher 
slands), Arviat (Eskimo Point), 
ind Baker Lake. 

The Pucker press release 
irgues, “It is important to recog- 








meditated. The variety of subject 
matter here is not great: bears, 
walruses, seals, caribou, musk 
oxen, birds, and a few people: 
hunters, dancers, mother-and- 
child portraits. But the textures 
range from the rough fur edging 
the hood of a mother’s parka to 
the sleek, glossy coat of a polar 
bear. And every bear, every wal- 
rus, is distinct: now playful, now 
predatory, reveling in its unique 
integritas, consonantia, and clari- 
tas. 

With so many creatures clam- 
oring for attention, it’s hard to 
know where to start when you 
enter the gallery — I’d suggest 
you try looking at them in pairs. 
Eegeevudluk M.’s Bear (IN298) 
is a study in polar-bear personali- 
ty: raised up on its hind paws, its 
forepaws waving with claws bran- 
dished, its ears flattened, its 
mouth open and teeth showing, 
the creature looks like an ursine 
King Kong ready to swat a few 
puny airplanes. It’s the work of an 
artist who’s seen first-hand how 
savage polar bears can be. 





Eegeetchiak P.’s Bear (IN303) is 
an entirely different animal, 
almost a ballet bear. It% caught 
mid stride, balancing on right 
front and left back paws, the left 
forepaw and right hindpaw reach- 
ing out into the air; and it has the 
extension, the stretch, you’d 
expect from a Baryshnikov or a 
Farrell. There’s a tremendous 
sense of forward movement (this 
could be the white bear that car- 
ries the youngest daughter to the 
prince in the Scandinavian folk- 
tale “East of the Sun and 

West of the Moon”);

P. Qimirpic’s pale-pink quartz 
Bird (IN260) ought to be 
perched in Aquinas’s study — 
it’s ornithological essence, God 
sculpting the first bird. Pointed 
at both ends (beak and tail), 
combining the innocence of 
Creation with the sophistication 
of the Milanese avant-garde, it’s 
every bird in every pose at every 
moment. Italu Itidloie’s Bird 
(IN277) is about that specific 
moment when a loon takes flight 
from the water. With its wings 
back and spread slightly, forming 
an equilateral triangle, this crea- 
ture looks like the Concord lifting 
off. The Inuits depict owls and 
hawks, often in totem-like poses, 
but the bird of choice is the loon, 
a “primitive” creature that seems 
connected to the natural order in 
ways even its fellow birds have 
forgotten. 

Ballet is back in K. Itidloie’s 
Walrus (IN309) and Aselvak 
Adla’s Acrobatic Walrus (IN261), 
two animals that convey the joy 
of movement. Walrus balances en 
pointe on its front flippers, head 
and tail flippers both raised but 
the tail curved delicately down to 
form a perfect “S” — it’s practi- 
cally abstract art. (Stylize the fea- 
tures a bit more and you have a 
Brancusi.) Acrobatic Walrus does 
a “handstand” on one front flip- 
per; the back flippers are spread 
for balance, and the face is turned 
toward us as the free front flipper 
seems to wave, acknowledging 
our appreciation and applause. 
Joe Parr’s Dancing Seal (IN318) 
offers terpsichore of a different 
sort — gallery owner Bernard 
Pucker says this upright, almost 
mole-like creature reminds him of 
Jackie Gleason, and if you 
remember Jackie’s 50s TV show, 
you can just about hear Parr’s seal 
ask bandleader Ray Bloch for “a 
little traveling music” before exit- 
ing stage left. 

Most of the work in “Nature 
and Transformation” shows us 
how the Inuits see themselves in 
the animal world, but they portray 
themselves directly, too. Pea 
Michael’s Hunter (IN295) has his 
spear ready to cast; he’s an action 
figure, yet with his arms and feet 


spread wide, he stands open to 
the universe, the movement of the 
spheres echoed in the roundness 
of both his wide-eyed face and his 
mittens. It’s another Every 
Creature in search of food, or 
meaning, or truth. Axangayu 
Shaa’s Mother and Child (IN 
204) tempers the abstraction of 
its exquisite equipoise between 
mass and curved line with its 
madonna-like tableau, the child 
nestled in the cowl of its 
mother’s coat, the 
mother’s face sug- 

gesting a wise old 

Persian cat. Davie 
Atchealak’s 

Mother & 
Child/Drum 





Dancing (IN300) represents a 
step toward a more self-conscious 
art. Here the mother is freeze- 
framed, with her hood flung back, 
so that the child looks like a 
papoose. Her head is bared, her 
mouth is open, and one foot is 
lifted high, all naked in the ecsta- 
sy of dancing/drumming — but 
it’s an individual ecstasy, not the 
collective joy of her people. 

New work for “Nature and 
Transformation” is still arriving, 
so it’s hard to be precise about 
what pieces you'll see. The con- 
stant is the way Inuit art balances 
essence and existence, as in Kaka 
Ashoona’s_ Walrus  (IN305), 
where the realistic rolls of fat 
rotate through a series of planes 
that keep redefining the space. 
Everything in this show is in its 
proper place — and your proper 
place is at this show, looking on 

in admiration. Sh

Presley’s birthday will be marked in the usual 
way. On January 8, throngs of visitors will shed 
tears by his grave in the backyard of his Memphis 
mansion, Graceland. Tons of flowers will be sent 
to the site by fans from around the world. 


And it will be noted in newscasts 
and publications that Elvis, the 
King of Rock and Roll, was born 
on this day in 1935 and would 
have been 64. 

Instead, Presley died in 1977 
from what appears to have been a 
drug-overdose-induced heart 
attack while attempting to empty 
his bowels. His passing was as 
common and inglorious as it gets. 
Elvis was found with his pants 
around his ankles and his tongue 
swollen purple, lying cold on the 
bathroom floor. Hell of a way for a 
man to die, especially one whose 
stature in American popular histo- 
ry took on godlike proportions 
during his own lifetime. 

This year, Elvis’s birthday will 
also be marked by the publication 
of Careless Love: The Unmaking of 
Elvis Presley, Peter Guralnick’s 
biography of the last 19 years of 
Presley’s life. It is a marvelous 
book, richly written and thorough- 
ly researched. At a time when jour- 
nalism that reads like pulp fiction 
or tabloid writing has become stan- 
dard to pop-culture biographies, 
Guralnick might seem to be almost 
as much of an obsessive about Elvis 
as Presley himself was about 
karate, airplanes, horse ranching, 
jewelry, and whatever else caught 
his fancy. But that’s only because 
the Boston-based author and life- 
long lover of music is working at 
the highest level of his art. 

Guralnick, who began his career 
in music journalism as a contribu- 


wee-hours hunt for drugs. And 
Elvis’s final years as a Vegas enter- 
tainer are re-created in often lurid 
detail — the careless gunplay, the 
rock-star fits of destruction and 
anger, the groupie harvesting, the 
sycophantic phalanx of followers, 








the overdoses, and the frightening 
insecurity all stewing to a not-so- 
inevitable climax. 

The image of Elvis in his latter 
days arriving backstage before a 
show and literally falling out of his 
limousine on all fours, raising a 
hand to keep his hired men from 
lifting him up as he crawls to his 
feet, is heartbreaking. He’s pathet- 
ic, and yet at the same time he’s 
fighting for even a small measure 
of the dignity and power that made 
him a performing legend. Right up 
until his own death, Elvis could not 
make peace with his mother’s hav- 
ing died in 1958 — and somehow 
that fueled a chain of insecurities 
leading back to his childhood as a 
loner and mama’s boy. He grew up 
afraid of the night, which kept him 
from sleeping and gave him an 
excuse for his pharmacological 
intake. And the drugs, though they 
might initially put him out, would 
also wake him as their conflicting 
chemistry did battle within his 
body. 
His fears also help to explain the 
chain of girlfriends he kept as a 
young bachelor rock star, a mar- 
ried man, and a divorced shell of 
his former commanding self. Elvis 
was terrified to sleep alone. And

tor to the Boston Phoenix, has 
written fine books before. His 
Sweet Soul Music is one of the best 
volumes on evolutionary rhythm 
and blues. And his profiles of great 
American musicmakers in Lost 
Highway are delightful. But only 
Timothy White’s classic biography 
of Bob Marley, Catch a Fire, 
comes close to the highwater mark 
Guralnick has set with his second 
book on Elvis Presley’s life. 
Guralnick’s craftsmanship and 
devotion to detail are even more 
evident in Careless Love than in 
Last Train to Memphis: The Rise of 
Elvis Presley, his much-praised first 
volume of the story. That 1994 
book (also published by Little, 
Brown) strained occasionally in its 
efforts to re-create the Tupelo and 
Memphis settings in which Presley 
was raised. In this second volume, 
Guralnick nimbly conjures visions 
of the Presley family’s quarters 
during Elvis’s stint in the Army in 
Germany. He paints a dark rainy 
night when Elvis, semi-coherent 
and carrying a loaf of bread under 
his arm, appears dripping wet at 
the door of one of his buddies’ 
homes on his ranch to launch a 


| sex was far less a priority than hav- 








ing a warm body to hold at night, 
like a teddy bear. As the drugs and 
illness claimed him in his 40s, sex 
wasn’t even a_ possibility. 
Loneliness was. In chronicling 
these and many other troubling 
aspects of Elvis’s life, Careless 
Love deals with the long, slow 
painful death of a god — a strug- 
gle with fame, power, creativity, 
sex, love, loss, obsession, and 
drugs. How could it be anything 
less than compelling? 

Guralnick begins this half of 
Presley’s tale in 1958, after Elvis 
was dispatched to Germany by the 
Army while at the height of his 
powers as an entertainer. Elvis 
brings as much of his Memphis 
overseas with him as he can, set- 
ting up house with his father, 
Vernon, his grandmother, and his 
circle of buddies who would evolve 
into the infamous Memphis Mafia: 
the confidants, bodyguards, syco- 
phants, enablers, and spongers 
who — along with Presley’s man- 
ager, Colonel Tom Parker 
might have been able to save him 
with an appropriate display of 
honesty and character but who

trembled at the thought of shaking 
their moncy tree out of his drug- 
influenced paternalism. Sure they 
were conflicted, seeing their friend 
become a staggering monster bent 
on destroying himsclf, but not 
enough to try to snap Elvis out of 
his downward spiral. They feared 
that such well-intended aggres- 
siveness would dry up the stream 
of gifts and cash he 
directed at them. So they 
denied the desperation of 


his circumstances and 
merely hoped for 
improvement. 

It's early on in 
Germany that Elvis is 


introduced to ampheta- 
mines by a sergeant who 
recommends speed as a 
way to stay alert on late- 
night maneuvers. Elvis 
innocently begins to 
believe the uppers will 
allow him to continue his 
own late-night mancuvers 
while meeting his usual 
daytime obligations to the 
Army tank corps. So he 
becomes a pill eater as he 
meets and woos a string 
of young women, includ- 
ing his eventual bride, 
Priscilla Beaulicu. She’s a 
teenager when they mect, 
and Elvis — smitten at 
first sight — actually does 
pull off an claborate scheme by 
which he manages to have Priscilla 
in his thrall while he beds Ann- 
Margret and other starlets and she 
saves herself for their marriage. 
That’s just one of the contradic- 
tions within Elvis’s character that 
Guralnick illustrates in dazzling 
detail. Another is his growing 
devotion to spiritual scarching,

even as his appetite for drugs 
increases mountainously. At one 
point, Elvis has a religious vision in 
the desert where a cloud that looks 
like Joseph Stalin morphs into the 
face of Christ. Was it a transform- 
ing moment, as he believed, or the 
result of misconnecting synapses? 

The story of Elvis’s dissipation is 
intertwined and parallelled with that 


of Colonel Tom Parker. Despite 
occasional expressions of sympa- 
thy, Guralnick’s presentation of the 
facts of their business relationship 
provides a clear-eyed view of Parker 
as a greedy prick who cared only 
about making moncy — an old 
carny so devoted to the bottom line 
of the scam that he never realizes 
he’s running his attraction (“the

boy,” as he calls Presley) slowly into 
the ground. Parker was responsible 
for Elvis’s never making a good 
movie after 1958's King Creole 
instigating contracts that traded 
production time and moncy for 
inflated acting fees for Presley (and, 
of course, huge commissions for 
the Colonel). It was Parker who 
kept Presley out of the recording 
studio during the height of 
his powers in the carly ‘60s 
in an effort to drive up the 
price of Elvis’s contracts 
with RCA. And it was Parker 
who kept Elvis on the road 
in the mid *70s to pay off his 
own astronomical gambling 
debts when he should have 
spearheaded an intervention 
to land “the boy” in rchab 
and perhaps save his life. 
Nonetheless, Guralnick 
gives Parker —- who dicd 
only last year, at 89 — an 
even-handed assessment. 
And though it’s obvious 
Guralnick loves Presley and 
his music (and the jolt of 
liberation it brought to 
young America in_ the 
1950s), he docs not shy 
from his subject’s vanity, 
fear, or indulgences. Rather 
it is Guralnick’s utterly real- 
istic and unsparing treat- 
ment that reflects his love 
for Presley. The author's 
devotion to detail is not only good 
craftsmanship . it’s outright

Philip Glass returns to Koyaanisqatsi 


BY TRISTRAM LOZAW In the late 1970s, 
composer Philip Glass and cinematographer 
Ron Fricke set out to help Godfrey Reggio 
complete what was supposed to be his first and 
last film, Koyaanisqatsi. By contrasting images 
of natural beauty with those of urban decay, 


Reggio sought to show how 
modern society had become 
distanced from the former and 
overwhelmed by the spectacle of 
the latter. 

With a little help from various 
benefactors, including Francis 
Ford Coppola, Koyaanisqatsi (the 
title is a Hopi Indian word mean- 
ing “life out of balance”) was 
released in 1983. The 87-minute 
audio-visual tone poem — call it 
music for the eyes and images for 
the cars — has since become 
something of a modern classic. 
Reggio’s time-lapse stream of 
images pulses, billows, and glides 
across the American landscape, 
from the breathtaking scenery of 
Monument Valley to abandoned 
tenements in the South Bronx. 

Central to the film’s success is 
Glass’s score a gently shifting 
flow of music that underscores 
the on-screen images’ with 
Gregorian chant, softly floating 
melodies, and spare tonal figures 
sung and played on keyboards. 
Glass won several honors for his 
work on the film, including a 
Golden Globe for Best Score back 
when it was first released. 

Now, a more comprehensive 
recorded score has surfaced, fea- 
turing a full 30 minutes of music 
that was absent from the original 
vinyl album. It’s available on a 
digitally remastered Nonesuch 
CD. To mark its release, Glass 
and his ensemble have recon- 
vened to perform the music live at 
screenings of Koyaanisqatsi, one 
of which will take place next 
Friday at Boston’s Wang Center. 
Speaking from his home in New 
York City, the noted modern min- 
imalist took time to reflect on his 
role in helping to mold the film’s 
“extraordinary view of the ordi- 
nary.” 


Q: Are these recent concerts 
the first time you've performed 
Koyaanisqatsi live in more than a 
decade? 

A: We've played bits of it in 
concert before, so it’s not as if it 
hadn't been performed. We had 
been using it as a concert piece; 
now we've put it back together in 
its original form. We've got a new 
print of Koyaanisqatsi, and until 
recently the score hadn't been 
performed with the film. 

Q: Have vou revised the score? 

A: Not at all. The piece kind of 
became a classic without our real- 
izing it, and everybody knows it 
the way it is. It doesn’t need to be 
rewritten. Because it's a marriage 
of the images and the music and it 
works so well the way it is, it 
never occurred to me to do any 
rewriting. 

Q: You spent three years work- 
ing on the score with director 
Godfrey Reggio. 

A: We didn’t mean to spend 
that much time on it, but it took 
three years to get the money to 
finish the film. You know, 


Godfrey and | would work on a 
few things, then he'd get more 
money and go out and shoot 
some more. He’d come back five 
months later and we'd work on a 
few more things. It gave us a long 
gestation period with a lot of time 
to think about it, to look at and 
reflect on it. 

Q: How did you map your 
approach to scoring the film? 

A: The structure we ended up 
with is not the actual structure 
with which we began. The order 
of the songs, of the parts, is 


whatever length we had decided. 
Then he'd recut the film. 

Q: So Koyaanisqatsi was much 
more of a collaboration between 
filmmaker and composer than 
most film scores. Have you 
enjoyed a similar synergy with 
other directors? 

A: Most scores are not collabo- 
rations at all. With Paul Schrader 
[Mishima] and Martin Scorsese 
{Kundun], | did have a lot of 
access to them. And I was able to 
work with their editors in the 
process. But mainly, scores are 
contributions made after a film is 
completed. The moment of col- 
laboration has passed long before 
you ever meet the filmmaker. 
With Godfrey we worked through 
the process together. 

Q: Did Mr. Reggio build on the 
idea of what Koyaanisqatsi would 
be, what it would say, as filming 
progressed ? 

A: No, no. Godfrey came in 
with a very strong, almost politi-

somewhat different. We began 
with an assemblage of images, 
then | would write a part that was 
approximately in the time frame 
Godfrey was working with, and 
he would begin cutting the film to 
the music. Then when we got 
done, the whole structure of the 
picce was up for grabs. Many. 
parts landed in completely differ- 
ent positions. 

For example, the part we call 
“Cloudscape” — at one point it 
was just a collection of images of 
clouds and water, an assemblage 
that didn’t have any structure yet. 
Then I'd start to write [music for 
it] and ask, how long should we 
make it? And we'd say, well, Ict’s 
try 12 minutes. So, I'd write a 12- 
minute piece, and then Godfrey 
would try to cut the images to the 
music. Then we'd discover, 
maybe, that 12 minutes was too 
long. So I'd rewrite the music to 





cal, social, and idcological con- 
struction. He had a film language 
he wanted to work with. He had a 
concept of the picce.

Q: The _ pixilated visual 
sequences in Koyaanisqatsi fit 
your quick, circular keyboard 
motifs like a glove. Were there 
sequences that were more difficult 
to work on? 

A: | was watching as he shot it, 
so | was never surprised by the 
images. We never got stuck, we 
always seemed to know what to 
do next. It was a very lucky or 
happy coincidence of aesthetic 
and image and music that made it 
work. | remember when Godfrey 
first showed me the opening 
sequences, the long images of the 
desert in the Southwest. The 
music | wrote for it was very slow 
and very extended, even though 
there was nothing like that in any- 
thing I’d written before. But I just 
looked at the pictures and said, 
this is it, | heard it right away. So 
| think that it was a collaboration 
that was meant to happen, we 
didn’t have any problems of that 
kind at all. 

Q: That's fairly rare. . . 

A: It’s very rare. And the same 
damn thing happened again with 
Powaqqatsi and Anima Mundi. 
We seem to have a real way of 
combining images and music 
together that’s been very magical. 
| think we've been cxtremely 
lucky. 

Q: Surely there have been dif- 
ferences of opinion. 

A: There’s one sequence that 
Godfrey took of fagades of build- 
ing on Wall Street that he cut

audience than anyone anticipated. 
But to be truthful, not everybody 
is going to like this kind of thing. 

Q: Your style of slowly evolving, 
minimalist repetition was a semi- 
nal influence on electronic trance 
and trip-hop music. But you wrote 
pieces like Koyaanisqatsi to be 
performed live by musicians whose 
technique could handle the taxing 
score. Today, similar lines are dig- 
itally sampled and looped with the 
push of few buttons. Is that cheat- 
ing, or is it the use of a worthwhile 
tool? 

A: No, I don’t think anything is 
cheating —- any way you can 
make it work. I think all of it’s 
interesting. | don’t judge people 
any way negatively because of 
that. 

Q: You worked on two albums 
with Polyrock in the early ‘80s. 
Your North Star had a rock edge. 
You collaborated with David 
Bowie and Brian Eno on sym- 
phonic versions of Bowie's Low 
and Heroes. But have you tired of 
pop? Do you have any use for rock 
or pop music these days? 

A: Oh yes, I do. I’m interested 
in a lot of things. For instance, 
I’ve worked with Aphex Twin. 
And we give a concert every year 
at Carnegie Hall [this year it’s 
February 22] for Tibet House in 
New York. This year we'll have 
Patti Smith and Michael Stipe 
and Shawn Colvin. I’ve already 
rehearsed a piece with Michael, 
and Patti and | will probably do 
something together. I try 
to do something new 
every year. 

Q: Are there plans to 
work up Lodger, the 
third part of the Bowie 
trilogy? 

A: Yes, David told me a 
ycar ago that he was tak- 
ing a ycar off and that he 
wanted to work on it 
when he came back.

Q: Your recent work 
includes the score for 
Kundun, which got an 
Oscar nomination, pieces 
based on Jean Cocteau 
films, and the 3-D digital 
opera Monsters of Grace.

You turned 61 in 
December, but your recent 
work is some of your most 





from the film. I thought he should 
have left it in.

Q: Both your music and the 
film make a _ double-edged 
demand, asking us to relax and 
drift as well as focus intensely.

A: [Chuckles.] Well, where are 
those critics now? It has a bigger

Boston hip-hop, Brick-style

November, upstairs at the Middle East — a 
small room that usually caters to the local 
indie, punk, and pop scenes. But tonight 
Boston hip-hop is out in force. Heads are 
bobbing to DJs working the wheels of steel, 


freestyle circles are starting on the 
sidelines, and a local label is 
selling 12-inchers in the corner. 

Filled to capacity before the 
tight-knit crew of performers 
took the stage, that November 8 
show celebrated the release of 
the first single by 19-year old 
Cambridge MC Virtuoso (“In- 
cinerator”/“Orion’s Belt”) on the 
Boston hip-hop label Brick 
Records. It was also something 
close to a family event. Virtuoso’s 
parents were in the house, and at 
one point the crowd was implored 
to “give it up for the people who 
spawfted Virtuoso, Mr. and Mrs. 
Hartman-Black!” 

Crowding the stage were the 
Rebel Alliance crew, the group of 
underground Boston MCs who 
record for Brick. Founded by 
DJ/MC Truth Elemental in 1996 
(and now run jointly by Truth and 
producer Poppa D), Brick cham- 
pions hip-hop in a city that has no 
built-in support structure for the 
genre — no indie-rock-like his- 
torical network of clubs, ’zines, 
and local labels. Its Rebel Alliance 
CD, which features tracks by 
Virtuoso, Mr. Lif, 7L & Esoteric, 
and others, is a comprehensive 
introduction to the struggling 
Boston scene. It’s hard to classify 
the local sound, but speaking to 
me near the brain trust that is 
Harvard University, Virtuoso, 
who will be back performing at 
the Middle East this Sunday, 
explains that obviously the biggest 
college town in the country is 
going to produce some, “liberal, 
radical, intellectual, wordy shit.” 

Virtuoso got his start two years 
ago when he was just 17. He 
appeared at an open-mike 
night at the Middle East as a 
scruffy high-school kid with- 
out an MC tag. He reportedly 
tore up the mike and wowed 
the crowd with his rapid-fire 
technique, which caught the 
attention of Brick. His first 
contribution to Rebel Alliance 
is “Omnipotence,” a caution- 
ary drug tale that climaxes 
with the hook “Intelligence is 
irrelevant to success when 
disrespectful intellectuals get 
blasted in the chest.” His

Today, however, the Boston 
scene is more integrated. “I think 
that’s a positive thing,” remarks 
Mr. Lif, who is black. “These 
dudes are raw, they come from the 
heart, and they’re not fronting.

Recruits may be getting easier 
to come by, but in Boston hip- 
hop is as underground as punk 
rock was 10 or 15 years ago.

NEW YEAR’S ROCK: 
AEROSMITH 
AT THE FLEET 


With the clock ticking down the min- 
utes to midnight, Steven Tyler leaned 
into the opening lines of “Dream On,” 
Aerosmith’s first hit from a quarter- 
century ago. “Every time that I look in 
the mirror, all these lines in my face 
gettin’ clearer . . . the past is gone.” 
Well, not exactly. Except for 
inevitable, empty power ballads like 
the recent hit “I Don’t Want To Miss a 
Thing” and opening sets from ’90s 
hard-rockers Candlebox and the local 
instrumental surf outfit the Ray 
Corvair Trio, Aerosmith’s sold-out 
New Year’s Eve show at the 
FleetCenter could easily have passed 
for New Year’s Eve 1978. With a set 
that featured coiled cobras, two devil- 
dog gargoyles flanking either side of 
the stage, and several thousand fans in 
their “Toxic Twins” T-shirts flicking 
their lighters and flashing the Sign of 
the Beast, ancient rock ritual was alive 
and well. 

As were Aerosmith, who are some- 
what of an ancient rock ritual them- 
selves. Who ever thought back in, say, 
those lean post-Perry years of 1982 or 
’83 that an intact Aerosmith — Tyler, 
guitarists Joe Perry and Brad 
Whitford, bassist Tom Hamilton, and 
drummer Joey Kramer — would be 
celebrating the impending end of the 
20th century with a galvanic two- 
hour, 22-song performance and 
Tyler’s upping-the-ante New Year’s 
resolution that “in the year 2005, 
we’re going to come back and rock 
yer asses off!” On 
this night, at 
least, they most 
definitely did — 
in Aerosmith par- 
lance — rock the 
asses off some 
19,000 cus- 
tomers whose 
complimentary 
noisemakers were 
quickly drowned 
out by the howl of 
sirens that 
accompanied the 
band’s entrance. 

Dressed as fire- 
fighters helmet- 
to-boot (a 
tongue-in-cheek 
reference to 
Kramer’s  sum- 
mer mishap when 
his Ferrari caught 
fire and he suf- 
fered — second- 
degree burns), 
the band strode 
through the floor 
to the _ stage, 
where they 
sprayed the audi- 





front of it, Tyler and a leather-clad Perry 
(he of the sculpted pecs and guitar-hero 
poses) led the band through the dia- 
mond mine of their back catalogue with 
flashy expertise, obliging fans who 
shouted “Old school!” when Tyler asked 
what they wanted to hear — old or new 
hits. No contest. So we got a ton of ’em, 
including “Mama Kin” (the first song 
the band played in 1999, coming after a 
shower of silver star balloons dropped 
from the rafters at midnight) and a blis- 
tering “Walk This Way.” 

Candlebox have evidently learned 
nothing from their time on the road 
with Aerosmith. Their generic metal 
blare lacked personality, style, and, 
well, songs — three things the local 
instrumental surfabilly outfit the Ray 
Corvair Trio possess. “Our biggest 
fear was being booed,” said Ray 
Corvair bassist Pete Sutton after the 
show. “And that didn’t happen.”

KNOCK KNOCK: 
EINSTURZENDE 
NEUBAUTEN 


It was the last night of the first tour of 
the US that the seminal German avant 
industrial-noise brigade Einstiirzende 
Neubauten have attempted in almost 
six years, and frontman Blixa Bargeld 
appeared to be in pretty good spirits. 
Germans, according to a recent Becks 
television ad campaign, aren’t gener- 
ally known as a jocular people. So 
Bargeld was flying in the face of con- 
ventional wisdom and going out on a 
limb of sorts when he paused to dedi- 
cate the sixth song — “Die 





there’s something deviously funny 
about holding an ordinary home appli- 
ance like a hand drill up to a micro- 
phone and pouring a bucket of small 
rocks onto an inclined metal sheet for 
sonic color, both of which were part of 
the Paradise show. But Neubauten 
exist to fulfill a more serious mission as 
well — to, as the lyrics of the new tune 
“NNNAAAMMM” (i.e., “New No 
New Age Advanced Ambient Motor 
Music Machine”) detail, discover the 
songs that sleep in the machines that 
create so much of the background 
noise in our lives. To that end, Bargeld 
and the two remaining members of the 
original Neubauten, Andrew Chudy 
and Alexander Hacke, spent time mak- 
ing field recordings of various engines, 
power lines, and an installation of 
flutes, compressors, power drills, and 
sheet metal during the four years it 
took to complete their latest album, 
Ende Neu (Nothing/Interscope). And 
over the past 20 years, they’ve incorpo- 
rated everything from jackhammers to 
large wrenches and axes into their 
compositions. 

On the road, unfortunately, 
Neubauten are forced to scale back 
the scope of their noisemaking in 
order to make touring economically 
feasible and simply to fit their show 
onto a rock-club stage. This time they 
brought along a small turbine engine 
for Chudy to bang on during 
“NNNAAAMMM,.” a song that also 
featured a bemused Bargeld acting the 
part of a carnival barker as he boldly 
announced, “We give you a turbine 
engine,” plus an air compressor that 
Bargeld held up to the microphone 
during the turbulent _ epic 
“Headcleaner.” ‘

The firefighter prank seemed a self- 
mocking reminder of the kind of year 
Aerosmith had had, and it said some- 
thing about the humor and resolve 
that pulled the band through. In addi- 
tion to Kramer’s accident, Tyler suf- 
fered a knee injury when he acciden- 
tally slammed his leg into a micro- 
phone stand, forcing the group to 
cancel a series of shows. But 
Thursday night, despite wearing a 
knee brace underneath his tights, the 
51-year-old singer was a bundle of 
bounding abandon, all motormouth 
scat and sass on the lecherous “Rag 
Doll” and a rhinestone cowboy whip- 
ping his scarves like a silk lasso on 
“Back in the Saddle” (one of the 
night’s two encore numbers, the clos- 
er being an extended “Sweet 
Emotion” that segued into Led 
Zeppelin’s “Heartbreaker” and then 
back again). 

With a pout that would make his 
daughter Liv envious and a banshee 
voice that hit every damn note thrown in 





Interimsliebenden” — in the band’s 
two-hour set at the Paradise last 
Monday to “all of you who have been

And then, after a short pause, because 
timing is everything: “This is one even 
your prof won’t understand.” 

Bargeld actually got a healthy 
chuckle or two from the near-capacity 
crowd with that one, perhaps because 
no one saw it coming.

and a guitarist to handle Bargeld’s 
parts so that he could be free just to 
sing. At times they even sounded like 
a rock band performing quiet and 
then loud art-damaged songs with 
verses, choruses, and bridges. But by 
the end of the night’s set, Chudy, a 
shirtless Hacke, and the rest of the 
band had abandoned their rock posts 
to sit in a semi-circle around Bargeld 
and bang out a tribal beat on various 
found and homemade objects — 
which in a sense was another sort of 
“knock knock” joke. Comedy, as any- 
one who’s ever struggled through 
Freud’s humorless Jokes and Their 
Relation to the Unconscious knows all 
too well, is where you find it.

The wicked wit of the West End 
BY LLOYD SCHWARTZ Noél Coward said he wanted 


to be remembered for his charm. But by the 1950s, he was 
being neglected because “angry young men” had become more 


popular than “bright young things.” Later, 
charm was “in” again and Coward was 
back on top, in nightclubs, entertaining 
troops of old fans and new admirers. This 
Wednesday, PBS’s Great Performances 
series will air a sturdy new two-hour 
documentary biography of the 
playwright/songwriter, whose iconoclastic 
melodramas and social comedies followed 
in the footsteps of Oscar Wilde (his first 
hit, The Vortex, dealt with drug addiction; 
Design for Living, written for himself and 
the Lunts, was about a ménage 4a trois) and 
whose songs took the English music hall 
into the 20th century by mixing it with jazz, 
the Broadway of Rodgers & Hart, Cole 
Porter, and the Gershwins, and the Tin Pan 
Alley of Irving Berlin. 

The film traces Coward from his birth, in 
1899, into the suburban genteel poverty of 
Teddington, Middlesex, through his first 
screen role (in D.W. Griffith’s 1917 silent 
epic, Hearts of the World), to his death in 
Jamaica (he was by then Sir Noél), in 1973. 
The talking heads include such celebrity 
colleagues as Sirs John 
Gielgud (his understudy in 


ably candid about Coward’s homosexuali- 
ty — no secret, though Coward evidently 
didn’t want to disenchant “the middle- 
aged ladies in Goring-by-Sea” who might 
still be harboring hidden desires for him. 
There’s a touching segment in which his 
recording of “I’ll See You Again” plays 
behind images of Jack Wilson, his manag- 
er/lover, an alcoholic who eventually mar- 
ried.

Sex and moonshine 


The Raging Teens get happy 
BY BRETT MILANO Legend has it that 


seminal English punks the Jam used to get 
slammed in the British press for being too 
much into Mod-era revivalism. At a London 
gig in 1977, frontman Paul Weller responded 
in kind: he came on stage wearing a sign around 


his neck that read, “How can I be 
a fucking revivalist when I’m only 
192” 

One might ask a similar ques- 
tion about the Raging Teens, one 
of the youngest and feistiest of 
Boston's rockabilly bands. Like 
their buddies the Racketeers, 
they're out to fight the sterility 
they find in modern rock by going 
back to the source and playing the 
old style as faithfully as possible. 
The twist is that three-quarters of 
the Raging Teens were barely 
around for the ’70s, let alone the 
"50s. When the band formed two 
years ago, everybody but lead 
singer/rhythm guitarist Kevin 
Patey was a genuine teenager. 
Relative old-timer Patey has a few 
band credits, including the Celtic- 


rocking Shaggahs and the rocka- 
billy diva Miss Xanna Don't; he 
was also in the Moving Targets 
“for about two weeks, before 
Kenny Chambers decided he did- 
n't want a second guitar playcr.” 

The Raging Teens borrowed 
their name from a serics of com- 
pilation CDs that came out five 
years ago spotlighting long-lost 
singles from New England rocka- 
billy cats. The band’s Raging 
Teens CD looks like one of those 
compilations, and darned if it 
doesn’t sound like one too. The 


songs are tight (11 in 23 min- 
utes), catchy, and full of the sex- 
and-moonshine-infused mania 
that drove the best Sun-era sin- 
gles.

JOHNNY D’S ANNIVER- 
SARY. Sometimes it seems 
that we get around to 
singing the praises of local 
clubs only after one closes 
or nearly burns down. So 
let’s raise a glass to the 
Davis Square landmark 
Johnny D’s, which last 
week celebrated its 30th 
anniversary. In fact the 
place has been standing 
even longer, but 1968 was 
the year when the Uptown 
Lounge was bought and 
renamed by the late John 
DeLillis (his daughter Carla 
now runs the club). And the 
place didn’t necessarily 
swing in the late '60s the 
way it does today. Current 
booking agent Flo 
Murdock reckons that “it 
started out a small place, 
and they did a lot of lip- 
synch. People would come 
out dressed as famous 
groups and lip-synch the 
hits; that was pretty big 
back then.” 

That’s about the only 
thing you don’t see nowa- 
days at Johnny D's, which 
has pretty much inherited 
the roots-music niche from 
fondly remembered clubs 





listen to records or learn to play 
piano instead. When she was 15, 
she got a guitar from her mother, 
and her first passion was rocka- 
billy music; so this is really what 
she grew up with.” 

When we talked last week, 
Patcy was literally hours away 
from fatherhood. His wife, Mary 
Lou Lord, was three days into 
labor at a Salem hospital.

Jonathan Swift's. Accordingly, 
Johnny D’s anniversary last weck 
featured a mix of country 
(Heather Myles), blues (Radio 
Kings), swing (club stalwart 
Mickey Bones), acoustic (Paul 
Rishell & Annie Raines), and 
Cajun/zydeco (Beausoleil). None 
of these genres is the stuff com- 
mercial blockbusters are made of, 
but that’s the strength of Johnny 
D's: the club covers the margins 
so effectively that it can flourish 
without getting too close to the 








mainstream. Sure, a few big 
names appeared here before thcy 
got bigger (Murdock recalls Joan 
Osborne playing to about a dozen 
people in the carly ‘90s); but 
mostly you go to Johnny D’s to 
catch an act you won't find any- 
where else. That can be anyone 
from Brad Delp’s cover band 
Beatle Juice (who play every cou- 
ple of months and are currently 
the club’s biggest draw) to a 
reclusive rock/soul legend like 
Clarence Carter or Dale Hawkins 
to a cult hero like Strawbs leader 
Dave Cousins (whose Sunday- 
night appearance two years back 
was both the most intense and the 
worst-attended Johnny D’s event 
I’ve yet seen). 

A good chunk of the credit goes 
to Murdock, a savvy booking 
agent and inexhaustible fan who'll 
treat an obscure 50s R&B singer 
with the reverence one reserves 
for household names. She’s been 
with the club since 1989 and has 
seen her share of war stories — 
including Brave Combo chicken- 
dancing their audience to the 
Davis Square subway at mid- 
night. Then there was her sending 
a cab to Worcester to pick up 
country outlaw Billy Joe Shaver 
when his van broke down. And 
talking cantankerous zydeco star 
Boozoo Chavis out of turning 
around and heading home when 
he missed a connector flight to 
Boston. And having to nurse Sir 
Douglas Quintet keyboardist 
Augie Meyers backstage when he 
ate some bad clams before a show 
(an appreciative Mcyers brought 
his next band, the Texas 
Tornados, back to Johnny D’s for 
what Murdock says is the club’s 
most successful show yet). 

What does she think the club’s 
niche might be? “I don’t think we 
have one, and I don’t think we 
should have one. There’s good 
music all over the place. If you 
find something on the margins, 
you don’t need to make it trendy 
and mainstream, because the next 
step after that is being dead. 
Better to let something grow on 
its own.” Such is the attitude at 
Johnny D’s, and the pecan-bour- 
bon pie ain’t half bad either.

Rumba tales 


Kip Hanrahan’s new narratives 


BY ED HAZELL For two decades, 
producer Kip Hanrahan has delved into the 
ambiguities of love and longing in music 


that defies easy classification. 
His albums have explored the 
painful beauties and alluring 
contradictions of desire — the 
ways in which our longing for 
wholeness, union, and peace 
inevitably intertwine with 
unhappiness, isolation, and 
rage. His compositions pulse 
to Afro-Cuban rhythms with a 
sophisticated jazz gloss and 
soul-music sensuality. They 
feel like pop tunes, but they’re 
not really songs. They’re 
narratives set to music. 
Although. he’s dwelt on the 
vagaries of love and explored 
the cross-fertilization of 
American vernacular music for 
years, Hanrahan has neither 
stagnated nor run out of things 
to say. In fact, the new Deep 
Rumba/This Night Becomes a 
Rumba (Justin Time/American 
Clavé), a production of innov- 
ative rumba conceived by 
drummer El Negro Horacio 
Hernandez, is a genuine mas- 
terpiece that balances tradition 
with progressive ideas better 
than any Latin music in-recent 
memory. And on A Thousand 
Nights and a Night (Shadow 
Night — _ 1) (Justin 
Time/American Clavé), he 
uses the story of Shahrazade, a 
framework vast, complex, and 
erotically charged enough to 
accommodate obsessive, intri- 
cate music. Measured against 
the recent reissues of 1985’s 
Vertical’s Currency and 1988’s 
Days and Nights of Blue Luck 
Inverted, both of the new discs 
reflect the continued growth of 
Hanrahan as a musician. 





Deep Rumba ranks among 
his most daring projects. The 
tension between innovation 
and tradition has always been a 
crucial element of the albums 
Hanrahan has produced for 
others — particularly the ones 
he made for new-tango bando- 
neonist Astor Piazzolla. But 
here he helps Hernandez cre- 
ate a real breakthrough in 
Afro-Cuban music. Rarely has 
an album sounded so entirely 
new and at the same time so 
grounded in its heritage. The 
instrumentation of folkloric 
rumba has been altered by sub- 
stituting trap drummers 
Hernandez and Robbie Ameen 
for some of the hand drum- 
mers who would normally be 
part of a trad rumba ensemble. 
That may not seem like a major 
change, but the traps bring a 
new spectrum of colors and 
new techniques to bear on the 
music. Trap-drum technique is 
different from hand drumming 
as well, making it possible to 
use greater speed and orches- 
trations of sound that are 
entirely foreign to traditional 
rumba. 

Hernandez and Ameen take 
full advantage of their free- 
dom, but they temper it with 
respect for the music’s her- 
itage, as do deep-voiced singer 
Puntilla Orlando Rios on 
“Cuentale” and _ trumpeter 
Jerry Gonzalez on “The Bronx 
with Palm Trees.” A clever and 
very funky bass line puts a new 
spin on the old Cream hit 
“Sunshine of Your Love.” But 
it’s the percussionists’ passion, 





rather than novelty, that distin- 
guishes rhythmic tracks like 
“Una Noche de _ Verano 
Comenga.” 

Shadow Nights — 1, the 
second album of Hanrahan’s 
loose interpretations of sto- 
ries from the Thousand and 
One Nights, is a characteristi- 
cally quirky blend of oblique 
meditations on sex, harrow- 
ing narratives derived from 
the original tales, and uncate- 
gorizable instrumentals. 
“Blue Shalimah’s Tale,” a 
tragic tale of jealousy narrat- 
ed by Carmen Lundy, and 
“Ghanim ibn Ayyub’s Tale,” a 
Charles Neville story about an 
act of kindness that brings 
torture and despair to a good 
man, are classic Hanrahan 
productions — love stories in 
which warmth and tenderness 
contend with cruelty and 
pain. There’s even a brief 
moment of temporary fulfill- 
ment as Hanrahan’s 
Shahrazade, voiced by 
Jennifer Rudnick, finds peace 
in the silent arms of her sleep- 
ing lover. 

Instrumentalists are story- 
tellers in Hanrahan’s universe 
too. On Shadow Nights, as on 
most of Hanrahan’s produc- 
tions in the ’90s, it’s pianist 
Don Pullen who is featured to 
best effect. A good half of the 
disc spotlights Pullen tangling 
with a percussion ensemble of 
three congas and a trap 
drummer. The deep, dark 
timbre of the drums offsets 
Pullen’s brilliant note clusters 
and lightly dancing runs, cre- 
ating an intricately patterned 
sound that’s the perfect ana- 
logue to the stories. The 
music, like the tales of 
Hanrahan’s legendary narra- 
tor, makes us long for the next 
night, the next story. g 











Teenage 
kicks 


The Rondelles’ 
rock-and-roll romance 


BY CARLY CARIOLI [It was a year that 
marked the reascendance of the teen market, 
with the babies of baby boomers making their 
adolescence felt in the marketplace and marketers 


and critics alike scrambling to catch up. You had ’N Sync and the Backstreet 
Boys and Brandy and Monica and the Hansons and hip-hop dominant. And 
then you had this other thing that was not even a blip on the commercial 
radar but for obvious reasons captured the imagination — a kind of teenage 
anachronism, a recovered memory of the time when teen crazes were a rock- 
and-roll thing. Like teen-punk Lolitas the Donnas, the Rondelles aren’t old 
enough to remember rock-and-roll radio — they’re among the first 
generation to be born post-punk. And yet they seem to have an intrinsic, even 
precocious grasp of the history of their subject, which is wild, primitive, first- 
date bumper-car rock and roll made by (if not entirely for) teenagers. 

The Rondelles are two girls and a guy from Albuquerque by way of DC, 
and they are, at first glance, a classic garage band: bass, drums, and dirt- 
encrusted punk guitar sent reeling past roller-rink Farfisa. But even on their 
primitively recorded first single, 1996’s “He’s Out of Sight” (which is 
tacked onto the end of their recently released debut album, Fiction 
Romance, Fast Machines, on Sonic Youth drummer Steve Shelley’s Smells 
like Records label), they betrayed an affection for a tradition of uncompli- 
cated teen-pop sentiment that embraced the dreamy-eyed crushes of the 
Shirelles and the Ronettes, the sassy new wave of Nikki and the Corvettes, 
and the sense of youthful entitlement — if not the political polarity — of 
riot grrri. The A-side, after all, was sung not from the perspective of a rebel 
girl but by a less self- possessed everygirl longing for a rebel boy cast straight 
out of “Leader of the Pack.” On the single’s flipside, “Catastrophe” took the 
riff from “Louie, Louie” and welded it to a Minor Threat intro — which 
seems eminently appropriate, since hardcore is precisely the “Louie, Louie” 
of the ’80s and ’90s = and “Indication” sounded like a more ominous 
interpretation of “For Your Love.” 

Almost instantaneously, the Rondelles evoked the feeling in several circles that 

this was what teenage rock and roll was supposed to sound like. They subse- 
quently gigged with both Sleater-Kinney and faux Mod/gospel cats the Make- 
Up, fitting in 
with the latter’s 
skeletal ama- 
teurism and the 
former’s abra- 
sively wistful pop 
flourishes. It 
may be just a 
coincidence that 
Sleater-Kinney’s 
Corin Tucker 
subsequently 
f_ o.t-m-ed 
Cadallaca a 
retro-ist side 
project featuring 
guitar, drums, 
and organ. Then 
again, maybe 
not. 
Meanwhile, the 
Rondelles’ rev- 
erent version of 
Modern 
English’s “i 
Melt with You” on Rhino’s recent In Their Eyes: "90s Teen Bands Vs. '80s 
Teen Movies out-teenaged the rest of the participants (by comparison, Ben 
Lee sounded like an old fogey with his one-foot-in-the-grave rendition of 
the Thompson Twins’ “If You Were Here”) and made one wonder whether 
they’d really dug up their parents’ Peaches and Herb 45s or just run their 
older sibs’ new-wave cassettes through the K Records transmogrifying 
machine. Late last year Calvin Johnson put out the Rondelles’ “Revenge” as 
a coveted Dub Narcotic Disco Plate single backed with one of his typical 
beat-not-happening avant-remixes. 

“It’s a new game/I don’t know the rules,” goes a lyric from Fiction 
Romance’s leadoff track, “Distraction,” and even though the singer's 
talking about boys, she could just as easily be explaining part of her own 
appeal. Wound up on British post-punk and West Coast lo-fi trash rock, 
Fiction Romance sounds absolutely fearless. “Do It for Me” explodes into 
playskool Chiffons; new-romantic bubblegum simplicity runs head-on 
into the Jam on “Can’t Stop”; Bikini Kill go on a ? and the Mysterians 
binge in “Mission: Irresistible,” in which the object of desire switches 
from motorcycle boy to math-team geek. Even though the voice is often 
that of a shy (faux Brit-accented) young woman just broaching adult- 
hood (“I’m on a mission/I’m in transition”), what comes through is the 
dawn of new possibilities borne out of old dead ends, a declaration of sal- 
vage, another encouraging sign that the kids are on their way to rewrit- 
ing the rules on their own terms. x 
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Rondelles evoke the feeling that this was what 
teenage rock and roll is supposed to sound like.

MAD LOVE (Eremite). Multi- 


| instrumentalist Sabir Mateen's first 
recording as a leader is a free-jazz 


outing of emotional power and for- 
mal complexity. Mateen is no 
fresh-faced kid: he’s one of those 
free-jazz virtuosos who has 
labored long in obscurity. The hard 
work is evident in his equal facility 
on tenor and alto saxophones, 
clarinet, and flute. He moves from 
the soft, woody texture of his clar- 
inet to the hard, full-bodied agility 
of his flute to the plaintive human 
cry of his alto on “Checking in with 
Yourself,” a pensive performance 
of surprising delicacy. “Conver- 
sation/Lunch Before Departure” 
features Mateen's rougher tenor in 
a solo filled with altissimo spikes 
and troughs of long, coiling lines of 
low notes. On “Running into the 
Truth (after Chasing a Lie)” the 
singing tone of his alto (perhaps 
his best instrument) adds a vul- 
nerable human quality to one of 
the tighter solos on the album. 
The music is spontaneous, as is 
the interaction among Mateen and 
his mercurial bandmates, 
Bostonians John Voigt on bass 
and Laurence Cook on drums. But 
each tune is focused and tells its 
own story with economy, power, 
grace, and clarity.

(Island). Linton Kwesi Johnson is 
credited with launching the dub 
poetry genre when he burst_onto 
the scene with his 1978 release 
Dread, Beat an’ Blood. Here was a 
West Indian immigrant voice — . 
educated and articulate — 
addressing the harsh realities of 
Thatcher's England, with a sharp 
backing band. No Rasta.obscuran- 
tism for this revolutionary, just 
clear-headed Marxism and a belief 
in metered verse. His militant 
stance helped catalyze Britain's 
anti-racist movement, and he 
found his audience within the con- 
text of the punk-reggae conver- 
gence of that era. And his close 
collaboration with musician/produc- 
er Dennis Bovell and the Dub Band 
gave his recordings much of their 
consistency and fire. This double- 
CD set features crucial album 
tracks like “Di Black Petty 
Booshwah,” “Wat About di Workin’ 
Class,” “Di Great Insohreckshan,” 
and “Inglan Is a Bitch,” as well as a 
number of obscure dub tracks and 
12-inch remixes, all of which reaf- 
firm Johnson's key role in the 
development of dub poetry.

fans of Trier’s Kingdom series will 
recognize the grainy film stock, jit- 
tery editing, smeary lighting, and 
wildly canted camera angles.

(1998). Maya Angelou makes her 
feature directorial debut with this 
uplifting but flawed saga that stars 
a wildly expressive Alfre Woodard 
as young, jobless mother Loretta 
Her rock-bottom self-esteem 
makes her an easy target for the 
temptations of her Chicago ‘hood, 
so her high-minded mama (Mary 
Alice) ships Loretta and her kin to 
Biloxi to spend a Mississippi sum- 
mer with rumble-throated Uncle 
Earl (Al Freeman Jr.) and his 
Alzheimer's-stricken wife (Esther 
Rolle). Loretta’s awkward adijust- 
ment amid the willows and white 
clapboards is wholly predictable, 
and the film serves up many 
clunky moments, in part the result 
of Angelou’s green camerawork 
and the story's earnest attempt to 
cram in too many issues — addic- 
tion, guns, job reform, class fric- 
tions.

* x x ELIZABETH (1998). With her 
noble cheekbones and imperious 
gaze, Cate Blanchett rules in 
Shekhar Kapur’s resplendent biog- 
raphy of the legendary 16th-centu- 
ry British monarch. The Australian- 
born actress never curtsies to cari- 
cature; her interpretation is com- 
plex, restrained, warmly sensual. 
Indeed, this Elizabeth is just your 
average working gal, Ally McBeal 
in brocade instead of Banana 
Republic. Everyone wants to marry 
her off, she’s anxious about her 
job, and she’s learning that her 
boyfriend just may be a cad (yes, 
boyfriend — Kapur has decided 
that Elizabeth's reputation as the 
Virgin Queen is just so much spin 
control).

(1998). Tony Scott’s glitzy, 
thoughtful, overlong paranoid 
thriller suffers from derivativeness 
and a surplus of satellite imagery, 
car crashes, and hammered key- 
boards. Will Smith is plucky and 
vulnerable as Robert Dean, a 
smooth corporate lawyer drawn 
unwittingly into becoming a bastion 
of the Fourth Amendment. The 
inadvertent recipient of a tape of a 
political assassination plotted by 
rogue National Security Agency 
administrator Reynolds (Jon 
Voight, oddly resembling Ken 
Starr), he’s stunned as his plush 
life collapses. He's implicated in 
scandal, his wife dumps him, he 
loses his job, his credit cards are 
rejected, people try to kill him. Only 
Brill (a crotchety Gene Hackman) 
— a shadowy surveillance expert 
— can help Dean fight back.

His career 
fizzled in the ‘40s, probably 
because of his homosexuality; in 
1957, he was discovered dead, 
Sunset Boulevard fashion, in his 
California swimming pool. Gods 
and Monsters tries to fill in those 
last days, as Whale (a white- 
haired, dandyish lan McKellen) 
becomes enamored of his new 
yard man (George of the Jungle's 
Brendan Fraser), who assures the 
horny old man he's straight.

(1998). Rodger Kamenetz’s life 
was changed utterly when a friend 
asked him to tag along to India 
and record a meeting of rabbis 
with the Dalai Lama. This film 
chronicles that transformation and 
Kamenetz’s ultimate rediscovery of 
his own Jewish heritage by way of 
Buddhism. He may come off as 
needy and self-absorbed at times, 
but his story is touching and pow- 
erful, particularly his exploration of 
his own grieving after the death of 
his infant son.

*x LIFE IS BEAUTIFUL (1998). 
Comedian Roberto Benigni’s con- 
troversial Holocaust fable has gar- 
nered audience awards at Cannes, 
Toronto, and Vancouver plus 
endorsements from groups like the 
Anti-Defamation League, and it 
won the Best Jewish Experience 
Award at the Jerusalem Film Fest. 
The first half describes the improb- 
able (in view of the anti-Semitic 
laws) courtship of Guido (Benigni), 
a homely Jewish waiter in the 
Tuscan town of Arezzo, and Dora 
(Nicolette Braschi, Benigni’s wife), 
an aristocrat schoolteacher; your 
reaction will depend on whether 
you find the utterly goy Benigni’s 
Jerry Lewis/Robin Williams-—like 
antics amusing or sophomoric. Cut 
to five years later: Guido and Dora 
have an adorable charcoal-eyed 
little boy, Giosué (Giorgio 
Cantarini), but the Nazis are 
rounding up Italian Jews, and so 
the whole family are shipped off to 
some unnamed death camp, 
where, to protect Giosué, Guido 
pretends it’s all a game. The con- 
cept is well-intentioned and at 
times even moving, but the way 
Guido capers about like the 
Hogan's Heroes gang at Stalag 13 
trivializes what happened at places 
like Auschwitz and Dachau: no 
heads are shaved, and death 
takes place off screen. The feel- 
good Final Solution ending cheers 
the survival of a few while ignoring 
the extermination of millions — it's 
a smiley-face Holocaust. See

For 
the first 30 minutes of Mark 
Herman's affecting, pathos-laced 
comedy, Jane Horrocks (who origi- 
nated the agoraphobic songbird in 
the hit London play The Rise and 
Fall of Littlé Voice) doesn't utter a 
word, just peers out meekly from 
eyelash-skimming bangs.

may well be the ultimate portraitist 
of the 20th-century soul. Much of

Nerdy David 
(Tobey Maguire), who seeks 
solace from the dysfunctional ’90s 
in reruns of Pleasantville, a Father 
Knows Best-—like sit-com from the

sister Jennifer (Reese Wither- 
spoon). But when the teens intro- 
duce the residents to the forbidden 
fruits of sex (as in other ‘50s sit- 
coms, married couples sleep in 
separate beds) and knowledge 
(books are blank-paged props), 
they inadvertently change the town 
for better and worse.

**1/2 THE PRINCE OF EGYPT 
(1998). The times call out for a 
prophet a voice of moral authority 
and righteousness — and the peo- 
ple at DreamWorks think a singing 
and dancing cartoon Moses is the 
ticket. Maybe. so, but though it's 
visually striking and often inge- 
nious, The Prince of Egypt will not 
restore your faith in movies or reli- 
gion. The familiar tale (the pro- 
logue helpfully refers you to the 
Book of Exodus for the full details) 
benefits little from its glib contem- 
porary spin, posing the founder of 
the Western religious tradition as a 
spoiled yuppie who finds God and 
his purpose in life despite his worst 
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intentions. Nearly all the charac- 
ters — Val Kilmer as Moses;

Liv Ulimann's third 
film (after Sofie and Kristin 
Lavransdatten is the second (after 
Bille August's Best Intentions) for 
which Ingmar Bergman has written 
a screenplay about the troubled 
relationship between his mother 
and father; but Private 
Confessions surpasses the messy 
melodramatics of August's effort 
with its icy honesty, incandescent 
passion, and a canny insight into 
truth and hypocrisy. The film's five 
chapters skip back and forth 
through time, as Bergman's moth- 
er, Anna (a crabbed, charismatic 
Pernilla August), confesses to her 
husband, Henrik (Samuel Frdler), 
a tormented and struggling pastor 
of a frozen provincial town, that 
she’s been having an affair with 
Tomas (Thomas Hanzon), a young 
divinity student and friend of the 
family. Naturally her clergyman 
uncle Jacob (Max von Sydow at 
the top of his form) tells her to 
abandon Tomas and confess 
everything to Henrik. Private 
Confessions can be as exhausting 
as prolonged couple counseling — 
the emotions are almost always 
high beam when not painfully sup- 
pressed. But Ulimann does bring 
an un-Bergmanesque levity to the 
proceedings. She's ready to take 
her place among the great film-

* *1/2 PSYCHO (1998). This 
remake from Gus Van Sant is the 
consummate postmodernist arti- 
fact but still doesn’t offer enough 
wit and wisdom to warrant its $20 
million price tag. Anne-Heche pro- 
vides more depth and spirit as 
Marion Crane than did Janet Leigh 
in her somewhat brittle portrayal; 
Heche is a shrewd and sexy oper- 
ator worthy of the post-feminist 
"90s. But as Norman Bates, the 
towering Vince Vaughn lacks any 
of Anthony Perkins’s innocence 
and vulnerability. Julianne Moore 
is campily butch and pluckily 
resourceful as Marion's sister; 
William H. Macy sports weird 
headgear as the private investiga- 
tor. As for the direction, Van Sant 
makes a number of puzzling 








changes (the stormy sky, the 
naked woman, and the sheep 
flashing through the murder mon- 
tages; the long crane shot of the 
police searching the swamp during 
the closing credits).

** x PURPLE NOON (1959). 
There's no mention of queerness 
in René Clément's adaptation of 
Patricia Highsmith’s Tom-Ripley 
novels — there's hardly need 
when Alain Delon prances about in 
the clothes of his friend Philippe 
(Maurice Ronet), kisses his own 
image in the mirror, or smooches 
with a woman who, a second earili- 
er, smooched with Philippe. Purple 
Noon follows Highsmith closely in 
tracing clever Ripley's murderous 
path. He kills Philippe to take over 
Philippe’s identity, money, and 
(more homoerotic transfer) girl- 
friend Marge (Marie Laforet), a 
not-very-smart Fra Angelico schol- 
ar. There’s luscious music from 
Fellini's composer, Nino Rota, an 
acerbic script from Claude 
Chabrol’s screenwriter, Paul 
Gegauff, and magnificent Italian 
vistas in Technicolor, courtesy of 
the great French cinematographer 
Henri Decae. Clément blends it 
smoothly, and he gets away with 
an ending, changed from the book, 
that jolted Highsmith for being so 
utterly un-Ripley.

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**x*xTHE RECKLESS MOMENT 
(1948). If you just listen to the dia- 
logue, you're likely to dismiss this 
fourth and last of Max Ophuls’s 
Hollywood movies as a dopy noir 
without much plot logic. Joan 
Bennett discovers the corpse of 
the creep who's been squiring her 
daughter (husky-voiced, neurotic- 
seeming Geraldine Brooks), but 
when she tries to get rid of it, she 
enters a world of intrigue and anxi- 
ety she never dreamed existed. As 
she struggles to keep that world 
away from her front door and clean 
up the mess before her husband 
returns from a business trip, 
Ophuls and his cameraman, 
Burnett Guffey, create an unset- 
tling atmosphere that makes emo- 
tional sense of the bizarre script.

The bewitching, swan- 
necked Audrey Hepburn had her 
first big role (and won an Oscar) in 
this reverse Cinderella story about 
a princess who takes an unsanc- 
tioned holiday with an American 
reporter (Gregory Peck) and pho- 
tographer (Eddie Albert). The 
script is only serviceable; what

HOPKINS: win some, lose some. 





No hankies barred 
years ago: 
January 7, 1994 

Anthony Hopkins tangled with the 
Grim Reaper in this fall’s dismal Meet 
Joe Black, but one of his earlier 
dances with death was far more grace- 
ful. Peter Keough lauded Shadow- 
lands, an elegant tragedy about the re- 
lationship between writer and theolo- 
gian C.S. Lewis (Hopkins) and a ter- 
minally ill American poet. 

“No one was better at making people 
feel good about feeling bad than 
C.S. Lewis. His books of consolatory 
Christian philosophy predated today’s 
best-selling psychobabble by decades; 
they were not only just as popular but 
far more elegant, witty, thoughtful, and 
wise. It’s appropriate, then, that the 
biggest tragedy of Lewis’s life should be 
given a classy, no-hankies-barred tear- 
jerker treatment, allowing audiences to 
indulge in his misery and seemingly be 
better for it... . Shadowlands is manip- 
ulative melodrama at its finest.” 


Big-mouth biues 
1 years ago: 
January 6, 1989 
Back when Jerry Springer was still 
in politics, Al Giordano surveyed the 
discreet charm of the original trash- 
talk show. 


DOWNEY: the mouth that roared. 


“And then I had my first glimpse of 
Morton Downey Jr., a quintessential 
lowlife, chain smoking, gold bracelets 
dangling. a tie almost as loud as his 
mouth, making obscene remarks, in- 
sulting anyone and: everyone who 
dared speak up on his show. The 
greater the insult hurled, the louder the 
cheers from the rambunctious audi- 
ence, made up mostly of large young 
men. Downey brought on a stripper 
who said she does it for Christ. He 
called her a ‘slut,’ a ‘pig.’ a ‘hooker.’ 
and a ‘tramp.’ He alleged she had ‘dis- 
eases’ and banged his pelvis up against 
hers. | was glad to learn that weeks lat- 
er she would sue him for $40 million.”

“It’s largely the relentless accessibili- 
ty of pop performers on television (be it 
MTV or Solid Gold) that has made the 
concert film obsolete. Lip-synching, of 
course, does — and always will — bite 
the big one. But if one wants to see 
what Boy George actually looks like 
when he’s crooning one of his honey- 
smooth ballads, enduring a few min- 
utes of Marilyn McCoo and Madame 
and then getting a lip-synched version 
of ‘Karma Chameleon’ is, in my book, 
infinitely preferable to forking over four 
dollars to see Ladies and Gentlemen, 
Culture Club.” 


Monkey business 
20 years ago: 
January 9, 1979 
Critic Kit Rachlis found it hard not 
to like Every Which Way but Loose, a 
Clint Eastwood buddy movie in which 


the buddy was an orangutan. 
“The movie is an extended in-joke,

a send-up of tough-guy movies, espe- 
cially his own. ‘You talkin’ to me?’ he 
asks a belligerent drunkard early in 
the film, mimicking Robert De Niro in 
Taxi Driver. Instead of De Niro’s ma- 
niacal glare and an automatic in his 
hand, Eastwood gives us a slow smile 
as he crushes a handful of peanuts. 
Then he knocks the guy out.” 


Yoko’s shadow 
2 years ago: 
January 8, 1974 
John Lennon’s new boxed set may 
be selling like hotcakes, but back in the 
day, Ben Gerson was underwhelmed 
by the former Beatle’s Mind Games.

“Lennon, ever the simplifier, has 
made an album which could stand 
merely on his abilities as a vocalist, 
were those vocals recorded in some- 
thing less opaque than their electronic 
murk.

a silver lining: Lennon’s nutopian 
lyrics are not easily distinguishable. It 
is not that they are badly written, only 
that they work over themes which first 
appeared several albums ago — uni- 
versal brotherhood and Yokolove. 
This paltry selection is further reduced 
by Lennon’s attitude toward each: love 
as an article of belief; politics.as the 
implementation of love.”

Van’s the man! 
3 years ago: 
January 15, 1969 

Eric Kraft praised Van Morrison’s 
lyrical abilities on Astral Weeks. 

“As a lyricist, there are few who are 
his equal. His songs are poetic without 
pretense. They are about small things, 
a few brilliantly sharp details that sug- 
gest a complete picture. . . . 

“The emptiness that follows a des- 
perate attempt to cure loneliness 
through casual coitus is inescapable in 
the description in ‘Ballerina’ — you 
can find it; Morrison doesn’t have to 
tell you it’s there.”
